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Lawrence  M.  Pierson. 


School  at  Lake  Forest  had  been  in 
session  scarcely  a  week  when  death 
entered  the  ranks  of  the  student  body 
and  claimed  one  of  its  most  prominent 
members.  Lawrence  M.  Pierson  re- 
ceived injuries  in  the  football  game 
with  South  Division  High  School,  on 
Wednesday,  September  26,  which  re- 
sulted in  his  death  three  days  later  at 
Alice  Home  Hospital. 

The  death  of  this  young  man  whom 
every  one  in  Lake  Forest  held  in  warm 
esteem  as  a  strong,  unselfish  and  manly 
friend,  has  caused  the  profoundest 
sorrow  in  the  university. 

The  injury,  which  Mr.  Pierson  re- 
ceived during  the  first  half  of  the  game 
with  South  Division,  and  from  which 
he  finally  died,  was  a  severe  concus- 
sion of  the  spine.  Lake  Forest  had 
possession  of  the  ball  and  it  was  given 
to  half  back  Pierson  to  carry,  as  he  was 
a  sure  ground  gainer.  Receiving  in- 
sufficient support  he  bucked  the  line 
alone.  He  was  tackled  and  thrown 
heavily  backward,  landing  on  his  head 
with  his  body  elevated.  His  head  was 
pressed  down  under  his  body  with  his 
chin  upon  his  breast. 

Mr.  Pierson  was  an  old  football 
player  and  had  never  up  to  this  time 
received  an  injury  nor  taken  out  time 
in  a  game.  However  it  was  seen  at 
once  that  he  was  severely  hurt  and  he 
was  carried  to  the  side  lines  where  a 
message  was  immediately  dispatched 
for  a  physician.     The  injured    player, 


while  he  had  perfect  control  of  his 
mental  faculties  and  could  talk  to 
those  about  him,  was  found  to  be 
totally  paralyzed  in  his  body  from  the 
shoulders  down. 

Dr.  Alfred  C.  Haven  upon  his  ar- 
rival had  Mr.  Pierson  removed  to 
Alice  Home  where  an  examination 
was  made.  The  opinion  was  given  that 
a  clot  of  blood  had  formed  upon  the 
spinal  cord  causing  the  paralysis,  but 
it  was  thought  that  in  time  this  would 
become  absorbed  and  the  patient  would 
recover  the  use  of  his  limbs.  From 
that  time  until  9:30  the  following  Fri- 
day morning  when  the  change  for  the 
worse  came  not  a  thought  was  enter- 
tained among  the  students  but  that  he 
would  be  well  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks.  When  the  report  came  Friday 
forenoon  that  Lawrence  Pierson  was 
dying  it  fell  as  a  severe  shock  upon 
the  students  and  expressions  of  the 
profoundest  sorrow  were  everywhere 
expressed. 

Lawrence  Pierson  died  as  he  had 
lived — a  true  christian.  When  he  knew 
that  death  was  at  most  but  a  few  hours 
distant,  he  called  his  student 
friends  about  him  and  spoke  to 
them  in  a  manner  they  can  never  for- 
get. The  father  of  the  injured  boy, 
Van  Dyke  Pierson,  of  Lexington,  111., 
was  at  the  bedside  of  his  son  during 
his  last  moments,  as  were  also  Presi- 
dent McClure,  Dean  Halsey  and  sev- 
eral of  the  students  of  the  college  who 
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had  been  close    friends    of   the   young 
man. 

The  funeral  was  held  at  Lexington, 
111.,  on  Sunday,  September  30.  The 
local  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma  frater- 
nity to  which  Mr.  Pierson  had  been 
pledged  for  several  months  attended 
the  funeral  as  a  body  and  served  as 
active  and  honorary  pall  bearers.  The 
funeral  was  held  from  the  Presbyter- 
ian church  at  Lexington.  The  casket 
was  covered  with  floral  offerings  from 
the  different  college  organizations  and 
from  friends  of  the  young  man,  as' 
tokens  of  the  love  and  esteem  which 
they  bore  for  him.  The  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Cooper  was  a  fitting  tribute 
to  a  life  of  rectitude  and  morality. 
****** 

Lawrence  M.  Pierson  was  born  Oc- 
tober 9,  1878,  at  Lexington,  111.,  and 
received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  and  high  schools  of  that  city. 
Two  years  ago  he  entered  Knox  Col- 
lege, at  Galesburg,  111.,  and  in  his  work 
during  his  freshman  year  made  an  en- 
viable record  for  himself.  While  at 
Knox  he  played  football  and  was  a 
member  of  the  track  team.  In  the 
state  intercollegiate  meet  in  1898  he 
captured  a  prize  in  the  high  jump. 

Mr.  Pierson  entered  the  sophomore 
class  at  Lake  Forest  in  1899.  He  was 
modest  in  his  manners  but  was  not 
long  in  making  a  host  of  friends  among 
the  students.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  football  team  and  played  at 
right  half-back  during  the  season  of 
'99.  He  was  an  enthusiast  in  athletic 
matters,  his  splendid  physique  making 
it  possible  for  him  to  indulge  in  all 
sorts  of  physical  exertions. 

He  was  always  a  strong  student, 
standing  in  the  front  rank  of  every 
class  he  entered.  At  Lake  Forest  he 
was  taking  major  work  in  Greek,  a 
study    in    which    he    excelled.        Mr. 


Pierson  was  a  popular  student,  was 
identified  with  several  of  the  college 
organizations,  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  president  of  his  class.  In 
his  death  athletics  at  Lake  Forest 
loses  a  valued  worker  and  the  students 
an  honored  friend  and  companion. 


MEMORIAL  SERVICES. 

Memorial  services  for  the  late  Law- 
rence M.  Pierson  were  held  in  the  col- 
lege chapel  on  Monday,  October  1st. 
Short  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Dean  Halsey  and  President  McClure 
on  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  by  E.  G. 
Banta  for  the  students  of  the  college. 
Dean  Halsey  told  of  the  young  man 
as  he  had  known  him  not  only  as  a 
student  in  the  class  room  but  as  a  man 
of  strong  purpose  and  sterling  charac- 
ter at  all  times.  Dr.  McClure  said 
that  he  had  never  seen  anyone  die  who 
had  shown  more  courage  or  stronger 
faith  in  the  future  than  did  Lawrence 
Pierson. 

Mr.  Banta  spoke  briefly  describing 
Mr.  Pierson  in  the  relations  he  had 
sustained  towards  his  fellow  students 
and  of  the  warm  place  he  had  held  in 
the  affection  and  esteem  of  every  one. 
Miss  Larned  rendered  a  vocal  solo 
while  Mr.  R.  J.  L.  Matthews  furnished 
an  appropriate  pipe  organ  selection. 


The  department  of  science  in  the 
college  has  been  enlarged  during  die 
summer.

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DEATH    OP  A.  B.  HOAGLAND. 

Students  of  the  college  during  the 
first  week  of  school  were  saddened  by 
the  intelligence  that  their  former 
schoolmate,  Benjamin  Hoagland,  ex-'oo 
had  died  September  31,  at  his  home 
in  Elgin.  The  following  account  of 
the  funeral  is  taken  from  the  Elgin  Ad- 
vocate of  September  29: 

"The  funeral  of  Alansen  Benjamin 
Hoagland  was  held  Sunday  afternoon, 
September  23,  at  1:30  from  the  house, 
and  later  at  the  Congregational  church. 
Rev.  M.  Bross  Thomas,  professor  of 
the  biblical  department  of  Lake  Forest 
University,  conducted  the  services. 
Those  at  the  house  were  brief  but  very 
impressive,  After  the  scripture  read- 
ing by  Professor  Thomas  the  Phi  Pi 
Epsilon  fraternity  quintet  sang  two 
hymns,  which  were  followed  by  prayer. 

At  the  church  there  was  beautiful 
singing,  and  a  loyal  tribute  paid  the  de- 
parted. Interment  took  place  in  Elgin 
cemetery.  Here  the  college  boys  sang 
a  hymn  and  a  college  song. 

The  following  acted  as  pall  bearers: 
J.  Jackson,  Nathan  B.  Swift,  Carl  G. 
Ryder,  Frank  Mayr,  Maurice  K.  Baker 
and  R.  B.  Kyle. 

The  fraternity  had  entire  charge  of 
the  funeral. 

'Ben'  entered  Lake  Forest  University 
in  the  fall  of  '97,  after  graduating  from 
the  Elgin  academy  in  '96.  He  was  a 
close  friend  of  the  late  Professor  A.  G. 
Welch,  who  was  a  great  help  to  him 
while  at  college.  The  young  man  al- 
ways took  an  active  part  in  athletics 
and  became  very  popular.  The  indoor 
base  ball  team  of  '98-'99  will  remember 
him  as  its  captain. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoagland  have  had  the 
burden  of  their  grief  lessened  by  the 
presence  of  so  many  of  Ben's  college 
friends.  Long  before  the  end  came 
they  realized  as  well  as    he    that    each 


day  brought  him  nearer  eternity. 
Knowing  this  the  suspense  would  have 
been  unbearable  had  it  not  been  for 
the  cherry  words  of  the  Lake  Forest 
boys. 

It  was  his  last  wish  that  the  frater- 
nity quintet  should  sing  his  favorite 
hymn,  and  many  other  simple  requests 
came  from  his  dying  lips.  Everything 
was  carried  out  to  the  letter,  as  he 
knew  it  would  be.  His  eyes  would 
beam  with  gratitude  when  friends  came 
to  inquire  after  him  and  to  offer  their 
services. 

Those  who  attended  him  learned  a 
lesson  in  patience." 

Resolutions  were  drawn  up  by  the 
Phi  Pi  Epsilon  fraternity  extending  the 
deepest  sympathy  to  the  family  of  the 
young  man.

With  the  brightest  prospects  for  a 
winning  team  Lake  Forest  has  ever 
known,  with  a  heavy  line,  speedy 
backs,  a  competent  coach  and  a  good 
schedule,  the  death  of  Lawrence  Pier- 
son  was  a  terrible  blow  to  football  in 
the  college. 

Out  of  respect  to  the  dead  athlete  it 
was  deemed  fitting  to  cancel  the 
schedule  for  'oo.  The  schedule  includ- 
ed games  to  be  played  in  four  differ- 
ent states,  but  they  were  all  called  oft" 
last  week  by  the  manager. 

But  athletics  shall  not  die  at  Lake 
Forest.     Next  year  we  propose  to  send 
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out  a  winning  team,  and  in  the  interim 
we  can  build  up  other  branches  of  col- 
lege sports  which  usually  suffer  during 
the  football  season.  During  the 
pleasant  days  of  the  fall  the  baseball 
candidates  can  develop  their  batting 
eyes  and  be  in  shape  to  play  winning 
ball  next  spring.  The  indoor  team 
can  be  in  form  and  have  team  work 
perfected  by  the  time  that  practice  is 
usually  begun,  while  the  tennis  players 
improve  the  opportunity  of  using  the 
courts  which  usually  grow  up  with 
weeds  during  the  fall.  The  musical 
organizations  will  also  have  a  splendid 
opportunity  for  frequent  rehearsals  be- 
fore their  annual  trip. 

In  a  large  university  one  branch  of 
athletics  interferes  very  little  with  any 
other,  but  in  a  small  college  like  our 
own,  where  some  men  may  represent 
the  college  on  every  team,  football 
monopolizes  their  entire  time  for  the 
first  half  of  the  year.  Let  the  men 
who  have  been  out  so  faithfully  for 
football  practice  turn  their  enthusiasm 
into  other  channels  and  we  may  yet 
see  the  silver  lining  of  the  dark  cloud 
which  has  recently  descended  upon 
our  athletics.

The  Athletic  Association  of  the 
college  met  last  Friday  evening  and 
after  considerable  discussion  it  was 
decided  that  it  was  best  that  the  foot- 
ball team  should  be  disbanded  for  the 
present  season.  Since  the  death  of 
half-back  Pierson  the  team  has  not 
been  able  to  get  together  for  one 
good  practice,  the  parents  of  nearly 
half  the  players  having  forbidden  them 
to  continue  playing. 

The  three  things  that  influenced  the 
association  in  making  its  decision, 
were,  respect  for  the  dead  player,  lack 
of  spirit  and  football  enthusiasm  in  the 
college,  which  has  come  about  since 
the  accident,  and  expediency.  Even 
had  the  team  continued;  with  five  of 
its  best  men  gone,  it  could  not  have 
expected  to  have  played  a  winning 
game  anywhere.  The  college  team 
which  started  out  two  weeks  ago  and 
which  bade  fair  to  be  the  strongest  Lake 
Forest  had  ever  produced  has  met  with 
a  reverse  from  which  it  could  not  re- 
cover during  the  present  season.

As  "Ma"  Stiles  arose  at  4  o'clock 
Monday  morning  to  begin  his  studies 
for  the  day,  he  saw  suspended  fro  m  one 
of  the  guy  ropes  of  the  engine  house 
smoke  stack  a  white  banner  bearing 
the  legend  "hair  on  the  freshman." 
Stiles,  fired  with  material  wrath, 
aroused  his  slumbering  braves  and  re- 
paired to  the  scene  of  action.  Met  by 
nearly  half  it  number  of  Sopho- 
mores, the  Stiles  phalanx  wavered,  but 
spurred  on  by  Hennings  and  Irwin  it 
finally  succeeded  in  removing  the  ob- 
noxious rag  and  carrying  it  off  in  tri- 
umph. 

Professor  Hiram  M.  Stanley,  librar- 
ian of  the  college,  is  dangerously  ill 
with    a  severe  attack  of  typhoid    fever 
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additions™  tacuhty. 

This  fall  brings  to  light  many  need- 
ed improvements  in  the  several  de- 
partments of  Lake  Forest  University. 
The  most  noticeable  among  these  are 
the  additions  and  changes  in  the  sci- 
ence department.  Professor  Stevens 
has  continually  urged  the  necessity  for 
more  room  and  better  facilities  for  the 
teaching  of  physics  and  chemistry  in 
the  college,  until  the  authorities  have 
taken  the  matter  in  hand  and  have 
wrought  many  changes  for  the    better. 

Professor  McKee,  of  Carthage,  has 
been  engaged  to  take  charge  of  the 
department  of  chemistry,  and  students 
desiring  to  take  special  work  in  that 
subject  will  find  much  better  facilities 
than  have  ever  been  offered  before. 
Professor  Stevens,  who  has  heretofore 
taught  chemistry  as  well  as  physics, 
will  now  devote  his  entire  time  to  the 
latter  subject.  Students  majoring  un- 
der Professor  Stevens  will  be  able  to 
take  advantage  of  some  special  ad- 
vanced courses  that  have  been  ar- 
ranged. 

These  improvements,  which  include 
the  addition  of  lecture  rooms,  enlarge- 
ment of  the  laboratories  and  increase 
in  general  equipment,  have  been  ac- 
companied by  a  similar  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  taking  work  in 
these  departments. 

Professor  McKee  came  to  Lake  For- 
est from  Carthage  College.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Wooster  University, 
of  Wooster,  Ohio,  having  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  B. 
in  1895  and  of  A.  M.  in  1897.  Dur- 
ing his  senior  year  he  was  assistant  in- 


structor in  chemistry.  He  has  taught 
three  years  at  Carthage  College.  Pro- 
fessor McKee  has  held  a  fellowship  at 
Chicago  University,  at  which  institu- 
tion he  has  recently  completed  the 
work  for    the  degree  of  Ph.  D. 

Two  other  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  college  faculty,  both  being  in 
the  department  of  athletics.  D.  H. 
Jackson,  '97,  the  new  athletic  coach, 
needs  no  introduction.  He  has  a  wide 
reputation  as  an  athlete  and  is  the 
holder  of  many  trophies  won  at  differ- 
ent meets.  While  a  student  at  Lake 
Forest  he  won  the  Western  Intercolle- 
giate quarter  mile.  In  '95  he  played 
half-back  on  the  football  team  of  Cor- 
nell University.  Circumstances  having 
compelled  the  Lake  Forest  team  to 
disband  this  fall,  Coach  Jackson  has 
planned  cross-country  runs  and  other 
work  that  will  give  the  students  plenty 
of  wholesome  exercise. 

Miss  Annette  Griggs  has  been  em- 
ployed as  director  of  physical  culture 
for  the  young  ladies  of  the  college. 
She  held  a  similar  position  at  Shurtleff 
College,  from  which  institution  she 
comes  with  high  recommendations. 
Heretofore  the  young  women  of  the 
college  and  of  Ferry  Hall  have  taken 
their  physical  culture  work  at  the  same 
time  and  under  one  instructor. 
Now  each  department  will  carry  on  its 
work  independently. 

With  such  excellent  material,  good 
coaches,  and  the  support  of  so  loyal 
and  enthusiastic  a  student  body,  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  Cad  should  not 
turn  out  the  championship  team  of 
the  western  preparatory  schools. 
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VARSITY  BOARDING  CliUB. 

If  it  be  true  that  the  nearest  way  to 
a  man's  heart  is  through  his  stomach, 
Dean  Halsey  is  sure  of  the  hearts  of 
all  the  men  in  the  college,  for  it  is 
through  his  earnest  -and  persistent 
efforts  that  the  university  has  taken 
the  management  of  the  old  academia 
boarding  club  this  year. 

For  many  years  past  the  men  of  the 
college  have  taken  their  meals  at  the 
academia  dining  room.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  college  the  professors  dined 
with  the  students.  For  one  or  two 
years  the  college  tried  to  run  the  club 
and  then  the  management  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  student  body.  Senior 
and  junior  stewards  were  elected  who 
had  complete  charge  of  the  buying  of 
provisions,  the  employment  of  chef 
and  other  help  and  who  directed  the 
serving  under  the  advisement  of  an 
advisory  board.  At  times  this  system 
resulted  in  excellent  board  being  pro- 
vided at  very  moderate  prices,  but  at 
other  times  when  an  unbusinesslike 
steward  was  at  the  head  of  affairs  the 
board  became  miserable  and  large  de- 
ficits had  to  be  made  up. 

Last  year  the  club  became  so  unsat- 
isfactory that  many  of  the  men  began 
to  board  at  other  clubs  or  at  down 
town  restaurants  and  finally  the  club 
was  compelled  to  close.  This  event 
brought  the  state  of  affairs  forcibly  be- 
fore the  eyes  of  the  university  authori- 
ties and  Dean  Halsey  generously  took 
it  upon  himself  to  see  that  a  good 
boarding  place  was  provided  for  this 
year.  After  much  effort  the  authori- 
ties consented  to  renovate  the  dining 
hall  and  to  support  the  Dean  in  his 
efforts. 

When  the  students  returned  this  fall 
they  found  the  dining  hall  re-papered 
and  painted,  new  tables,  table  linen, 
silver  and  crockery  in  abundance,    and 


an  ideal  matron  with  a  capable  staff  in 
charge.  The  matron,,  Mrs.  Frawley, 
has  had  much  experience  in  such  work, 
last  year  having  had  charge  of  the  Phi 
Pi  Epsilon  fraternity  house,  so  she  was 
not  a  stranger  to  many  of  the  students. 
Her  staff  of  assistants  is  partly  made 
up  of  students,  who  secure  part  of 
their  board  by  waiting  on  the  tables, 
and  their  services  have  given  general 
satisfaction.  The  meals  served  are 
plain  but  wholesome  and  there  is 
always  an  abundance.  The  dainty 
side  dishes  and  deserts  are  especially 
attractive  and  appetizing. 

Twelve  men  are  seated  at  each  ta- 
ble. The  carving  is  done  at  the  table, 
one  waiter  being  assigned  to  each. 
Within  the  past  week  the  fraternities 
have  been  given  separate  tables  where 
the  members  could  all  be  together. 

Too  great  credit  cannot  be  given 
Dean  Halsey  in  thus  securing  such 
comfort  to  the  college  men.  More- 
over in  keeping  the  men  upon  the 
campus  all  the  time  more  unity  of  col- 
lege spirit  is  obtained  and  better  re- 
sults in  both  studies  and  athletics  are 
sure  to  follow.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
hoped  that  the  university  boarding 
club  will  continue  to  be  a  success. 


NEW  FRATERNITY  ROOMS. 

In  past  years  the  fraternities  of  the 
college  have  either  lived  in  houses  off 
the  campus  or  at  least  boarded  in 
places  not  under  the  control  of  the  col- 
lege. No  one  has  been  more  alive  than 
Dean  Halsey  to  the  fact  that  this  dis- 
tribution of  the  student  body  tends  to 
lessen  college  spirit,  and  his  constant 
efforts  for  the  past  year  have  been  to 
keep  the  students  all  on  the  campus. 

In  pursuance  of  this  idea  he  first  es- 
tablished the  College  Boarding  Club 
and  now  he  has  made  arrangements 
whereby  each  fraternity    ib    allowed    a 
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room  in  college  hall  distinctly  for  fra- 
ternity purposes.  The  rooms  are  large 
and  pleasant,  newly  furnished  and 
papered  and  nicely  arranged  for  fra- 
ternity halls.  The  rent  to  be  paid  is 
merely  nominal  and  all  the  Greek  let- 
ter men  are  greatly  pleased  at  the  con- 
sideration shown  for  their  comfort. 
The  fraternities  are  already  making 
arrangements  to  furnish  and  decorate 
the  rooms  elaborately,  and  in  a  few 
weeks  will  settle  themselves  perma- 
nently, it  is  hoped,  in  the  rooms. 

With  the  fraternities  firmly  estab- 
lished upon  the  college  campus  and  in 
a  college  building,  and  with  the  most 
satisfactory  boarding  club  that  has  been 
on  the  campus  for  years  there  seems  to 
be  no  reason  for  lack  of  unity  among 
the  college  students.

The  Republican  meeting  at  the  Art 
Institute  Thursday  evening  was  ad- 
dressed by  Edward  O'Connell,  of 
Bloomington,  111.,  and  George  L.

Military 
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SUMMER  WORK  AT  SARANAC. 

"Through   files    of    flags    that    gleamed    like 

bayonets, 
Through    gold-moth-haunted    beds  of  pickerel 

flower, 
Through  scented    banks    of  lilies,    white    and 

gold, 
Where  the  deer  feeds  at  night,  the  teal  by  day, 
On  through  the  upper  Saranac."     — Emerson. 

Near  the  head  of  the  Upper  Saranac 
Lake  and  in  the  midst  of  a  multitude 
of  lesser  lakes  and  ponds,  surrounded 
by  primeval  forest,  a  location  was 
found  for  the  first  entomological  field 
laboratory  to  be  established  in  this 
country.  It  was  established  by  the 
University  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
and  was  in  charge  of  Professor  James 
G.  Needham,  of  Lake  Forest  Univer- 
sity, with  Mr.  C.  Betten,  '00,  as  assist- 
ant. 

This  season  was  wholly  given  over 
to  the  study  of  acquatic  insects.  Be- 
ginning June  15,  ten  weeks  were  spent 
in  gathering  and  studying  material  in 
the  region  about  Saranac  Inn.  Col- 
lections were  made  from  boats,  along 
shores,  from  acquatic  vegetation,  and 
from  trap  lanterns  set  at  night.  The 
station  was  well  equipped. 

The  object  of  the  work  was  the  in- 
crease of  the  knowledge  of  the  biology 
of  aquatic  insects — their  life  histories, 
habits,  haunts,  food,  enemies — in  short 
their  place  in  nature.  Many  mayflies, 
dragonflies,  caddice  flies,  and  other 
orders  were  reared  in  the  station  cages 
under  observation,  and  a  great  deal  of 
new  knowledge  concerning  them  was 
thus  obtained. 

The  report   of  the    station    is     now 


nearly  ready  for  the  printer,  and  will 
soon  be  published.  It  will  be  a  volume 
of  some  250  pages,  with  six  colored 
lithographic  plates,  and  very  many 
black  and  white  figures.  The  latter, 
when  not  made  from  photographs  by 
the  authors,  will  be  by  Mr.  L.  H.  Jou- 
tel,  lithographer,  of  New  York  City, 
Mrs.  J.  IT.  Comstock,  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, and  Miss  Maude  Anthony,  of 
the  college. 

The  location  was  ideal  for  the  pur- 
poses in  mind — ideal,  also,  as  a  place 
to  spend  the  heated  season:  and  the 
scientific  results  of  the  first  session 
have  more  than  fulfilled  the  expecta- 
tions of  those  concerned  in  the  estab- 
lishment and  conduct  of  the  station. 


NEELY  AT  ART  INSTITUTE. 

The  speech  of  Judge  Neely  on  the 
political  issues  of  the  day,  delivered  at 
the  Art  Institute  Thursday  evening, 
was  the  best  address  of  the  kind  that 
the  college  students  have  listened  to 
during  the  present  campaign.  Judge 
Neely  departed  radically  from  the 
methods  employed  by  the  campaign 
spell-binders,  in  that  he  abused  no 
party  or  class,  but  won  the  audience 
to  his  way  of  thinking  through  a 
course  of  logical  reasoning  and  incon- 
trovertible argument. 

Judge  Neely  began  by  saying  that 
he  intended  to  make  an  argument. 
Talk  is  cheap,  and  assertions  are  easily 
made  but  the  conscientious  voter  de- 
mands honest  statements  and  proofs 
of  the  same.  The  speaker  discussed 
his  subject  under  the  two  heads  of 
trusts    and    imperialism.      Trusts,     he 
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said,  was  not  an  issue.  For  an  issue 
there  must  be  an  affirmation  and  a 
denial.  As  for  trusts,  both  parties 
have  declared  themselves  as  opposed 
to  the  system.  He  disposed  of  the 
claim  that  the  tariff  was  a  "breeder  ot 
trusts"  by  showing  the  great  growth  of 
the  system  in  countries  which  have  no 
tariff.  England,  a  free  trade  country, 
was  shown  to  have  trusts  with  an  ag- 
gregate capitalization  of  46,970,000 
pounds.  Did  a  tariff  breed  those 
trusts?  Did  a  tariff  on  ice  breed  the 
ice  trust  in  New  York?  With  petro- 
lium  practically  on  the  free  list,  why 
does  not  the  Standard  Oil  trust  sicken 
and  die? 

In  speaking  of  militarism,  so  called, 
Judge  Neely  quoted  statistics  of  the 
standing  armies  of  such  countries  as 
France,  Germany  and  Great  Britain. 
In  some  of  these  countries  as  high  as 
fourteen  soldiers  are  maintained  for 
every  1,000  of  population.  A  similar 
apportionment  of  the  United  States 
army  would  give  but  .86  of  one  soldier 
to  the  same  population. 

To  show  that  the  dangers  to  the 
country  of  a  standing  army  have  been 
magnified,  reference  was  made  to  the 
close  of  the  civil  war  when  a  million 
men  peacably  laid  down  their  arms 
and  drifted  back  into  the  civic  life  of 
the  nation  without  creating  the  slight- 
est ripple  of  disturbance. 

In  regard  to  the  oft  repeated  saying 
that  the  "constitution  follows  the  flag" 
the  speaker  adduced  a  number  of  su- 
preme court  decisions  which  went  to 
prove  the  contrary. 

More  than  this  cursory  mention  of 
the  address  cannot  be  given  here.  The 
speech  from  beginning  to  end  was  lis- 
tened to  with  close  interest  by  the 
large  number  of  students  who  were  in 
attendance.

Now  that  there  is  no  football  to  oc- 
cupy the  time  of  the  athletic  men  of 
the  college,  every  efforu  should  be 
made  to  keep  them  in  training  and  de- 
velop them  for  track  work  and  base  ball. 
Fall  weather  is  ideal  for  training  and  a 
meet  such  as  suggested  by  Coach 
Jackson  will  furnish  the  immediate 
incentive  for  hard  and  active  work, 
and  will  be  of  great  benefit,  not  only 
to  the  experienced  athletes  but  to  the 
freshmen  or  others  that  take  any  inter- 
est whatever  in  athletics.  And  at  the 
same  time  the  prospective  meet  will 
develop  the  class  spirit  and  enthusiasm 
that  is  somewhat  lacking  among  the 
classes  just  at  present.  The  classes 
should  do  all  in  their  power  to  en- 
courage the  meet,  Every  class  should

some  valuable  "finds." 

Many  a  promising  athlete  is  lost 
just  because  little  interest  is  shown  in 
him.

Not   Lack  of  Training. 

It  has  been  intimated  by  certain  au- 
thorities on  football  that  .the  death  of 
Lawrence  Pierson  was  caused  by  lack 
of  training  and  playing  a  hard  game 
too  early  in  the  season. 

Neither  of  these  theories  is  correct. 
As  regards  training,  the  team  was  in 
good  condition,  having  had  three 
veeks  hard  practice  at  running,  dodo-- 
ing  and  tackling,  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  D.  H.  Jackson,  who  is  cer- 
tainly a  most  competent  trainer  in  all 
branches  of  athletics.  Moreover,  of 
all  the  football  squad,  half-back  Pierson 
was  the  fastest  and  strongest.  He 
held  the  all-around  strength  record  of 
the  university.  The  game  in  which  he 
was  injured  was  merely  a  practice 
game  with  a  high  school,  and  the  Var- 
sity team  outweighed  its  opponents 
greatly.  It  was  most  distinctly  not  a 
hard  game. 

The  accident  was  simply  a  peculiar 
combination  of  players  formed  in  a 
scrimmage  which  forced  the  half-back- 
over  and  under,  and  the  great  weight 
of  part  of  the  two  teams  was  pressed 
upon  him,  bending  his  neck  and  back- 
in  a  manner  that  no  strength  of  muscle 
could  resist.  It  was  one  of  those  acci- 
dents that  occurs  once  in  ten  thousand 
times  and  which  no  amount  of  csre  or 
training  could  have  avoided.

EOR  STUDENT  VOTERS. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  circu- 
lar of  instruction  which  is  at  present 
being  circulated  among  college  stu- 
dents. 

The  Illinois  Election  Law  is  that  a 
United  States  citizen  shall  reside  in 
the  State  of  Illinois  one  year,  in  the 
County  ninety  days  and  the  precinct 
thirty  days  before  he  can  vote.  If 
your  home  is  in  Chicago  or  East  St. 
Louis  and  you  did  not  register  Tuesday 
Oct.  16,  you  lose  your  vote.  In  other 
cities  and  towns  you  may  register 
October  30.  Outside  of  Chicago  and 
East  St.  Louis,  you  can  vote  election 
day  by  swearing  in  your  vote  even  if 
you  fail  to  register,  but  register  if  pos- 
sible. 

The  registration  of  voters  is  required 
in  the  states  of  Alabama,  California, 
Colorado,  Connecticut,  Delaware, 
Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Illinois, 
Louisiana,  Maryland,  Massachusets, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Mon- 
tana, Nevada,  New  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  North  Carolina,  Pennsylvania, 
[voter  not  registered  can  vote  upon 
proof  of  residence],  South  Carolina, 
Tennesee,  L/tah,  Virginia  and  Wyo- 
ming. In  Vermont  must  take  free- 
man's oath  before  voting  first  time,  no 
registration   required.

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IN.  W.  U.  23.-CadO. 

Last  Wednesday  the  Cads  lined  up 
against  Northwestern  University  on 
Sheppard  field.  Although  outweighed 
fifteen  pounds  to  the  man,  the  Cads 
put  up  a  plucky  game  and  won  the  ap- 
plaue  i  of  the  spectators.  The  exhibi- 
tion throughout  was  marred  by  dirty 
and  rough  play  on  the  part  of  N.  W. 
against  their  lighter  opponents.  In  the 
last  half  when  N.  W.  was  unable  to 
score  by  playing  football,  they  even 
went  so  far  as  to  stretch  the  time  of 
the  last  half  as  much  as  20  minutes,  en- 
abling them  to  make  another  touch- 
down, but  it  should  not  be  counted  as 
the  half  was  longer  than  35  minutes. 

The  game  started  by  Taylor  kicking 
off  to  Johnson  who  carried  the  ball  but 
a  short  way  before  being  downed.  It 
took  N.  W.  five  minutes  to  push  Daly 
over  the  line  for  the  first  touchdown. 
Johnson  kicked  goal.  Score  N.  W.  U. 
6,  L.  F.  A.  o. 

The  next  touchdown  was  made  in  a 
much  shorter  time  by  Elliot  running  75 
yards  around  ihe  Cad's  left  end.  John- 
son again  kicked  goal  and  made  the 
score  12  to  0  for  N.  W. 

On  a  fumble  by  N.  W.  on  the  kick 
off  the  Cads  got  the  ball  but  lost  it 
after  a  one  yard  gain.  It  took  seven 
minutes  for  Breedon  to  make  the  third 
and  last  touchdown,  but  Johnson  failed 
to  kick  goal. 

The  second  half  N.  W.  kicked  to  the 
Cads.  Parshall  made  five  yards,  Stark 
wras  sent  through  for  ten,  and  Balz 
made  another  five.  A  fake  kick  was 
then  worked  for  two  yards,  but  an  off- 
side play  lost  the  Gads  ten  yards  and 
Taylor  sent  a  long  kick  to  Johnson. 
The  Cads  now  put  up  a  strong  defense 
and  held  for  downs,  Balz  and  Bittner 
making  excellent  tackles. 
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Kennedy  was  forced  to  leave  the 
game  but  his  place  was  admirably  filled 
by  Purdum,  who  broke  through  once 
and  tackled  Elliot  for  a  loss  of  five 
yards.

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THE  ELECTION   OE  BRYAN. 


She  was  very  beautiful.  A  proto- 
type of  Gibson's  widow.  Eyes  that 
when  closed  defied  any  one  to  fathom 
their  depths.  Hair  that  hours  of  atten- 
tion had  given  the  blown-back-from- 
the-forehead-and-loosely-gathered-to- 
gether  effect.  Not  an  hour  glass  fig- 
ure. More  like  Bernhardt's  L'Aiglon, 
or  like  Constantino  Bartolimor's  Greek 
Slave  would  appear  if  dressed  in  that 
clinging  material.  One  of  those  weak 
chins  but  with  a  mouth  red  like  the 
cherries  in  Pembroke,  and  alternately 
drooping  and  dimpling  at  the  corners. 
When  a  man  was  near  her  she  always 
had  the  tremulant  stop  in  his  voice 
pulled  out,  and  immediately  after  he 
had  left  her  he  could  be  heard  eight 
blocks  away  singing  "Jerusalem"  with 
full-organ  on. 

He  was  a  little  corporal  in  ambition. 
That  was  his  great  fault.  But  once  he 
had  left  unconscious  in  the  gutter  an 
Italian  street  waif  who  had  knocked 
over  his  father  with  his  blacking  out- 
fit, and  another  time  he  had  gotten 
himself  bruised  and  battered  and  car- 
ried away  in  an  ambulance  in  his 
efforts  to  stop  a  burly  collier's  treat- 
ment of  his  horses.  So  that  he  was 
tender  hearted  too. 

He  was  in  demand  as  a  political 
speaker.  He  never  failed  to  have  the 
sympathy  of  his  audience  and  was  gift- 
ed with  the  faculty  of  slipping  over 
objectionable  issues.  He  could  con- 
trovert history  in  a  way  that  required 
Burnapian  clear-sightedness  to  detect. 
So  they  talked  politics.  He  tried  to 
converse  on  a  level  that  she  could  un- 
derstand, and  explained  that  in  the 
event  of  McKinley's  re-election  he 
might  put  an  income  and  export  tax 
on  Kentucky.     She  rose    to    a    higher 


level  than  he  had  ever  reached  and 
asked  why  Bryan  decried  the  relation- 
ship of  the  Republican  party  to  the 
trusts,  while  he  was  himself  trying  to 
establish  a  silver  trust. 

He  could  only  use  the  old  retort  that 
men  always  use  when  women  get  the 
better  of  them  in  an  argument,  that 
she  couldn't  keep  to  the  question  they 
were  discussing.  Then  she  thrust 
again  and  asked  if  Bryan's  Philippine 
policy  would  not  result  in  us  having  an 
eastern  race  problem  as  well  as  a 
southern  race  problem  to  deal  with. 
Then,  man-like,  he  parried  the  thrust 
with  a  personal  attack  and  asked  her 
if  she  had  sent  out  any  more  invita- 
tions to  their  November  2d  function 
dated  October  2d,  and  went  to  his  po- 
litical meeting  and  left  her  in  tears. 
She  dropped  down  upon  a  divan  and 
cried  silently  till  near  the  time  when 
he  should  return.  Then  she  bathed 
her  face  and  tried  to  get  rid  of  the  red 
flush  that  had  lately  been  manteling 
her  cheek  but  it  would  not  disappear. 

They  had  been  married  in  February 
but  he  was  already  letting  his  ambition 
overleap  even  his  devotion  to  her. 
Night  after  night  she  had  begged  him 
to  stay  with  her,  but  night  after  night 
he  had  given  his  attention  to  his  new 
love,  so  absorbed  had  he  become  in 
his  efforts  to  assist  in  the  election  of 
Bryan.  But  few  men  understand  those 
high-strung,  spirited  characters  that  to 
live  need  to  be  loved.  She  was  too 
proud  to  tell  him  that  she  needed  him 
beside  her,  and  he  was  too  blind  to 
see,  so  that  he  left  her  much  alone  and 
when  with  her  talked  only  of  Bryan. 
He  seemed  to  value  Bryan's  political 
life  more  than  her  natural  life. 

Finally   as    election    drew    near    he 
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went  to  the  capitol  and  there  waited 
the  returns.  As  the  telegrams  came 
pouring  in  telling  of  Bryan's  gain  over 
'96  in  every  part  of  the  country,  but 
telling  also  that  his  election  was  a 
reality  brought  about  by  Croker,  there 
came  also  a  telegram  calling  him  to 
her.  He  hurried  to  her,  now  that 
his  aim  was  accomplished,  his  great  love 
for  her  welling  up  in  his  breast,  but  he 
had  already  given  her  for  Bryan.  As 
he  sat  beside  her,  tearless  but  shaken 
with  great  convulsions,  the  thought 
came  to  him  of  how  little  strange  it 
was  that  politicians  should  be  unable 
to  understand  the  real  issues  of  politi- 
ical  life  when  men  cannot  comprehend 
the  real  issues  of  natural  life.  Later 
she  put  her  white  arms  around  his 
neck  and  he  lifted  her  up  close  to  him, 
and  as  Bryan  entered  political  life  two 
other  lives  went  out,  and  she  had 
whispered  "I'm  glad  you  were  suc- 
cessful." *** 


Professor  Triggs,  of  Chicago  Univer- 
sity, during  one  of  his  class  sessions 
compared  Shakespeare  with  Rocke- 
feller. The  result  has  been  that  the 
Professor  has  called  down  upon  his 
head  a  storm  of  wrath  and  derision. 
The  explanation  Professor  Triggs 
makes  of  his  statement  is  that  he  called 
the  great  playright  a  literary  robber 
who  tyrannized  over  other  authors  of 
his  day  and  who  drove  out  other  play- 
wrights having  less  intellectual  capital 
than  he  possessed.  Taking  this  view 
of  Shakespeare,  Mr.  Triggs'  compari- 
son of  him  with  Rockefeller  seems  to 
be  in  order.

Dovvrie  and 
Bell  were  drawn  away  from  the  ranks 
by  fair  faces.

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Musical  Clubs. 

During  all  the  yfjars  of  their  existence 
the  Lake  Forest  University  Glee,  Ban- 
jo and  Mandolin  Clubs  have  never 
known  an  unsuccessful  season  either 
financially  or  musically.  The  itinerary 
of  the  clubs  has  always  included  many 
of  the  best  towns  and  cities  within 
three  hundred  miles  of  Chicago,  and 
as  an  advertising  medium,  the  value  of 
the  club  to  the  university  can  scarcely 
be  overestimated.  As  an  advertise- 
ment the  musical  clubs  can  be  ranked 
second  to  athletic  teams  only.  And 
with  an  excellent  organization  such  as 
Lake  Forest  always  sends  out,  the  im- 
pression created  is  always  favorable, 
for  the  Lake  Forest  club  is  equal  to 
the  organizations  put  upon  the  road 
by  colleges  with  many  more  students 
from  which  to  choose  talented  and 
experienced  men. 


And  for  this  reason  it  is  well  to  put 
forth  great  effort  to  keep  the  clubs  up 
to  the  mark  already  set,  because  with 
no  football  this  year,  the  college  has 
dropped  out  of  athletic  circles  for  the 
time  being  and  something  is  very  nec- 
essary to  keep  the  institution  in  the 
minds  of  those  interested  in  the  doings 
of  college  men. 

The  personality  of  every  member  of 
a  musical  club  is  of  great  importance, 
not  only  to  the  club  itself  but  to  the 
university.  With  scarcely  an  excep- 
tion the  glee  club  is  entertained  mag- 
nificently in  every  city  in  which  an  en- 
tertainment is  given,  and  in  this  way 
prospective  patrons  gain  a  personal 
knowledge  of  the  men  of  the  college 
and  the  general  spirit  of  the  college 
life. 

The  auspices  under  which  the  clubs 
enter  upon  their  work  this  year  were 
never  more  favorable.  The  make  up 
of  the  organization  comprises  many  of 
the  best  men  of  the  college.  With 
the  same  energy  exerted  that  has 
marked  the  work  of  former  years  the 
college  will  be  represented  by  a  music- 
al organization  that  will  rival  that  of 
any  college  in  the  west. 


College  Training   Valuable. 

There  are  certain  classes  of  people 
who  have  much  to  say  in  disparage- 
ment of  the  value  of  a  college  educa- 
tion, claiming  that  it  unfits  rather  than 
prepares  a  man  for  the  practical  work 
of  life. 

We  do  not  deny  that  there  are  cases 
where  this  is  true.  Horace  Greeley 
stated  once  that  he  knew  of  two  hun- 
dred college  graduates  who  were  walk- 
ing the  streets  of  New  York  city  beg- 
ging for  bread  because  they  knew  not 
how  to  earn  it.  This  may  not  be  an 
exaggeration  and  its  parallel  may  even 
be  found  in  other  parts  of  the  country.

Without  going  into  a  discussion  of 
the  statement  we  would  like  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  a  very  large 
per  cent  of  the  positions  in  the  higher 
walks  of  life  are  held  by  graduates  of 
colleges.  Only  one  fifth  of  one  per 
cent  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  are  colleg-ebred  men.  Yet  they 
furnish  thirty  percent  of  our  congress- 
men, fifty  per  cent  of  the  presidents, 
and  seventy  |per  cent  of  the  supreme 
court  judges.  The  higher  professions 
are  practically  monopolized  by  college 
men.  This  is  a  mere  illustration  but  it 
goes  far  in  showing  the  fallacy  of  any 
statement  which  tends  to  belittle  the 
value  of  college  training.

In  the  first  place  we 
must  be  careful  to  send  the  best  men 
that  we  have,  for  their  message  is  the 
best  in  the  world.  Secondly,  we  must 
be  consistent.  Our  business  methods 
must  agree  with  our  ideals.  We  must 
not  preach  honesty  to  the  heathen  one 
day  and  cheat  them  the  next. 

In  closing  his  interesting  remarks 
Mr.  Whyte  urged  upon  his  hearers  the 
necessity  of  consistency  in  every  line 
of  activity.

Yale  claims  in  Albert  Sharpe  to 
have    the      champion     American    all- 
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round  athlete.  Sharpe  is  at  present 
playing  half  back  on  the  football  team 
and  it  was  he  who  made  a  drop  kick 
from  the  45  yard  line  against  Prince- 
ton last  year.  Besides  being  an  ex- 
cellent oarsman  he  played  first  base  on 
the  1900  base  ball  team.  He  is  also 
captain  of  the  basket  ball  team  and 
a  prominent  member  of  the  gymna- 
sium team.  He  is  one  of  the  best 
tennis  players  and  track  athletes  in  the 
University.  Sharpe  is  21  year  old,  is 
6  feet  and  2  inches  tall,  and  weighs  186 
pounds. 

DEBATE  AT  ART    INSTITUTE. 

The  joint  debate  between  represen- 
tatives of  the  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic parties  held  at  the  Art  Institute 
on  Thursday  evening  aroused  more 
enthusiasm  among  the  students  than 
has  been  seen  at  any  political  meeting 
held  upon  the  campus  this  fall.  The 
debate  was  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  McKinley  and  Bryan  clubs  of 
Lake  Forest.  Mr.  Henry  Coburn, 
president  of  the  Bryan  club,  presided. 

Mr.  John  Maynard  Harlan  opened 
the  debate  for  the  Republicans.  Mr. 
Harlan  has  a  national  reputation  which 
was  well  sustained  in  the  speech  which 
he  delivered.  It  had  been  agreed  by 
the  opposing  sides  that  no  questions 
were  to  be  asked  of  either  speaker, 
but  Mr.  Harlan  waived  the  right  and 
said  that  he  would  be  pleased  if  the 
audience  would  consider  itself  free  to 
ask  any  question  that  might  be  sug- 
gested by  the  speech. 

The  speaker  opened  by  saying  that 
he  was  not  wedded  to  any  party  but 
was  there  in  the  interest  of  truth. 
The  money  question  he  said  was  the 
paramount  issue.  Each  party  was  di- 
ametrically opposed  on  the  question  of 
money  standards.  The  strongest  man 
in  the  Democratic  party  refused  to 
accept  the  nomination  unless  the   16  to 


1  plank  had  a  prominent  place  in  the 
platform. 

The  money  question  occupied  a 
large  part  of  Mr.  Harlan's  attention 
during  the  speech,  and  was  handled  in 
a  masterly  and  convincing  way. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Harlan's  speech 
the  president  of  the  meeting  intro- 
duced Mr.  J.  J.  Coburn  as  the  one 
who  would  champion  the  cause  of  De- 
mocracy. The  president  stated  his 
regret  that  the  Bryan  club  could  not 
obtain  a  speaker  of  national  repute  to 
represent  them.  It  was  planned  to 
have  ex-Governor  Altgeld  but  he 
failed  them  at  the  last  moment. 

Mr.  Coburn  in  opening  stated  the 
diffidence  he  felt  at  following  so  noted 
a  man  as  Mr.  Harlan.  However  the 
diffidence  of  the  speaker  was  short 
lived  as  he  very  soon  warmed  to  his 
subject  and  presented  his  facts  in  an 
impassioned  style.  The  gold  standard, 
imperialism,  militarism,  trusts  and  John 
Bull  all  came  in  for  a  vigorous  ar- 
raignment. Even  if  Bryan  is  elected, 
said  the  speaker,  we  must  be  under 
the  curse  of  the  gold  standard  for  two 
years  more  as  the  complection  of  the 
Senate  cannot  be  changed  before  that 
time. 

The  speaker  rapidly  reviewed  the 
political  history  of  the  country  dwell- 
ing particularly  upon  the  times  of 
Hamilton  and  Jefferson.  The  latter 
named  person  he  dubbed  as  the  patron 
saint  of  democracy. 

Organized  capital  was  denounced  as 
a  slimy  serpent  that  was  winding  its 
coils  around  the  despairing  form  of 
labor  and  draining  the  very  life  blood 
of  its  victims.  Trusts  were  likened 
to  a  hydra. headed  monster  of  terrible 
mien.  The  speaker  said  that  Mr.  Har- 
lan had  not  touched  on  the  real  issue, 
which  was  whether  money  or  men 
were  to  rule  the  country. 

Mr.    Coburn    received     tremendous 
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applause  from  the  students  but  the 
sincerity  of  the  ovation  is  to  be  ques- 
tioned. It  is  unfortunate  that  lack  of 
space  prevents  a  review  of  the  debate 
being  given,  as  instructive  and  in- 
esting  arguments  were  advanced  on 
both  sides.

STUDENTS  RECEIVE  RETURNS. 

The  campus  was  practically  deserted 
last  night,  the  students  having  gathered 
at  the  different  points  about  town 
where  the  election  returns  were  being 
received.  A  large  number  of  the  col- 
lege men  went  to  Chicago  in  order  to 
participate  in  the  great  demonstration 
being  held  there. 

The  McKinley  headquarters  was  the 
most  popular  gathering  place  for  the 
students  who  remained  at  Lake  Forest. 
Reports  received  over  the  long  dis- 
tance telephone  announced  early  in 
the  evening  the  tremendous  landslide 
for  McKinley.  The  news  of  the  defeat 
of  Bryan  was  received  with  general 
satisfaction  by  the  college  students, 
fully  90  per  cent  of  whom  are  Repub- 
licans. The  election  of  Richard  Yates 
for  Governor  by  a  plurality  of  75,000 
was  not  unexpected. 
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DEBATE  AT  ART   INSTITUTE. 

The  political  campaign  of  1900  was 
practically  brought  to  a  close  in  Lake 
Forest,  by  a  joint  debate  held  at  the 
Art  Institute,  Saturday  night.  The 
large  and  enthusiastic  audience  remain- 
ed throughout  the  entire  three  hours 
of  the  discussion  applauding  with  a 
vim  that  often  had  a  tinge  of  bitter- 
ness in  it. 

As  had  been  announced,  David  B. 
Jones,  Dean  John  J.  Halsey  and  F.  W. 
Gans  spoke  for  the  support  of  the  ad- 
ministration. The  Democrats,  how- 
ever had  quietly  secured  no  less  a  per- 
sonage than  Dean  Moran  of  the  Chi- 
cago College  of  Law.  The  question 
debated  was:  "Resolved,  that  the  high- 
est interests  of  the  American  people 
will  be  subserved  by  the  success  of  the 
Democratic  party." 

In  opening  the  debate  Judge  Moran 
elicited  the  admiration  of  all  his  hear- 
ers by  his  outspoken  statement  of  his 
position  in  the  present  campaign.  He 
declared  that  he  had  helped  bury  the 
silver  question  once  for  all  and  now  he 
felt  that  it  was  his  duty  to  return  to 
the  Democratic  fold  and  help  to  check 
the  Republican  party  in  its  imperial- 
istic policy.  He  contended  that  when 
the  principles  upon  which  this  govern- 
ment was  founded  were  at  stake,  it  was 
the  duty  of  every  citizen,  regardless  of 
party,  to  come  to  the  rescue.  That  the 
fathers  of  this  country  when  their  free- 
dom was  in  danger  of  being  curtailed, 
did  not  think  of  hard  times  and  poor 
money,  but  united  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
encroachments  of  England.  The  speak- 
er then  quoted  at  length  from  a  speech 
made  by  Senator  Hoar,  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  a  man  was  either  a  citizen 
or  a  subject,  and  therefore  since  we  do 
not  intend  to  make  the  Filipino  a  citi- 
zen we  must  intend    to    make    him    a 


subject.  He  closed  his  argument  with 
an  eloquent  and  forcible  appeal  to  the 
sympathy  of  his  hearers. 

David  B.  Jones,  the  leader  of  the 
negative,  in  a  clear  logical  manner 
stated  why  he  had  deserted  his  party 
to  support]McKinley.  He  agreed  with 
Judge  Moran  that  we  do  not  want  the 
Philippines,  but  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  their  independence  we  should 
not  sacrifice  the  best  interests  of  the 
American  citizen  by  giving  him  cheap 
money.  He  said  that  the  trust  prob- 
lem was  purely  industrial  and  should 
never  have  been  dragged  into  politics. 

As  second  speaker  for  the  negative 
Dean  John  J.  Halsey  devoted  the  time 
allotted  to  him  to  the  grand  display  of 
"gush"  that  was  given  forth  by  John  J. 
Coburn  at  the  last  joint  debate.  So 
thoroughly  did  Dean  Halsey  riddle  the 
arguments  of  "the  boy  orator  from 
Highwood,"  that  even  the  Democrats 
present  would  like  to  have  disclaimed 
their  recent  representative.  He  prov- 
ed the  utter  absurdity  of  such  state- 
ments as  were  made  regarding  the 
Rothschilds  controlling  the  gold  supply 
of  this  country.  He  stated  that  he  had 
searched  the  Federalist  from  beginning 
to  end  but  had  failed  to  find  the  words 
Mr.  Coburn  had  quoted  from  it. 

F.  W.  Gans,  the  last  speaker  on  be- 
half of  the  negative,  devoted  his  time 
to  answering  the  arguments  of  Judge 
Moran.  While  Mr.  Gans  is  far  from 
being  the  equal  of  the  Judge,  he  won 
the  admiration  of  his  hearers  with  his 
quick  witty  replies  to  the  contentions 
of  his  opponent.  He  assured  Mr. 
Moran  that  the  Republican  party 
would  eventually  accomplish  the  best 
possible  results  for  the  Filipino  as  well 
as  for  the  American  nation. 

In  his  rebuttal  Judge  Moran  by  his 
harsh  and  bitter  denunciation  of  the 
Republican  candidates  lost  much  of  the 
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good  will  that  he  earned  by  his  open- 
ing address.  In  his  denunciation  of 
Governor  Roosevelt  he  became  so  vio- 
lent that  he  was  loudly  hissed.  He 
ihen  made  a  bare-faced  apology  for 
the  existence  of  the  silver  plank  in  the 
Democratic  platform  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  convince  his  audience  that 
silver  was  dead.  Mr.  Moran  closed 
with  a  bitter  arraignment  of  the  ad- 
ministration, during  which  he  was  fre- 
quently interrupted  by  questions  from 
Mr.  Gans.  Those  present,  however, 
would  have  gone  away  with  a  more  ex- 
alted opinion  of  Judge  Moran  if  he  had 
not  permitted  his  prejudice  to  get 
the  better  of  him.

The  Sigma  Tau  sorority  gave  a 
pretty  Hallowe'en  party  at  Lois  Du- 
rand  Hall  last  Wednesday  evening. 
The  affair  was  a  very  merry  one,  the 
rainy  night  outside  failing  to  dampen 
the  spirts  of  the  guests. 

The  young  ladies  introduced  several 
Hallowe'en  games  which  were  heartily 
entered  into  and  served  to  make  the 
evening  pass  quickly.  Chafing  dish 
delicacies  were  served  and  several  mus- 
ical selections  were  rendered.

There  are  few  influences  in  the  col- 
lege more  potent  for  developing  among 
the  students  a  closer  fellowship  and  a 
warmer  devotion  to  the  interests  of 
their  alma  mater  than  a  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  chapel  exercises.  While 
the  average  attendance  thus  far  has 
been  very  gratifying,  there  are  still  a 
number  of  students  whose  faces  are 
seldom,  if  ever,  seen  at  the  services. 

A  student's  responsibility  to  himself 
and  to  his  college  does  not  cease  with 
the  mere  regular  attendance  upon  his 
classes.  He  must  go  farther  and  inter- 
est himself  in  the  different  student  en- 
terprises and  in  the  various  functions 
of  the  college  life.  The  daily  chapel 
meeting  is  an  institution  of  the  college, 
the  value  of  which  should  be  recog- 
nized by  all.  Every  student  should 
make  it  a  point  to  atcend  as  regularly 
as  possible  and  thus  help  to  promote 
that  loyalty  and  spirit  which  is  the  life 
of  every  institution  of  this  kind.

Many  young  men  while  still  in  col- 
lege or  immediately  after  graduation, 
hesitate  to  plunge  into  the  midst  of  the 
world's  work  and  to  take  an  active  part 
in  public  life,  even  if  they  are  given  an 
excellent  opportunity,  fearing  to  enter 
into  competition  with  older  and  more 
experienced  men.

William  Pitt  was  Prime  Min- 
ister of  England  when  twenty-seven 
years  of  age.  Napoleon  was  but  thirty- 
five  when  he  became  Emperor  of 
France.  Daniel  Webster  was  the  lead- 
ing  lawyer  of   the  United    States    at 


thirty  six.     General   Sheridan    was    a 
brigadier  at  thirty-one. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  many  exam- 
ples. The  two  great  men  of -the  pres- 
ent day,  McKinley  and  Bryan,  are  col- 
lege men  who  "got  into  the  game" 
early  and  became  prominent  and  dis- 
tinguished while  still  young.  Youth  is 
no  disadvantage.  The  country  wants 
young  men  of  power  and  ability  and 
the  college  man  has  an  advantage 
over  all  others.

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Cads  Defeat  Morgan  Park. 


Before  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
enthusiastic  crowds  that  ever  gathered 
on  the  Cad  field,  Lake  Forest  Academy 
football  team  won  a  glorious  but  hard 
earned  victory  Saturday  morning  from 
Morgan  Park.  It  was  a  battle  royal 
and  Morgan  Park  fought  gamely,  but 
was  forced  to  acknowledge  Lake  For- 
est's superior  ability. 

The  game  started  at  10:30  in  a  driv- 
ing snow  storm,  which  continued 
through  the  greater  part  of  the  first 
half.  Not  since  1893  has  a  Cad  foot- 
ball team  been  able  to  defeat  Morgan 
Park,  so  the  victory  this  year  means  a 
great  deal.  Every  man  on  the  Cad 
team  played  a  star  game  and  it  would 
have  given  many  college  teams  a  hard 
tussle  to  hold  them. 

The  Cads  started  out  with  a  rush 
when  Schnurr  kicked  off  to  them,  and 
in  ten  minutes,  without  once  losing  the 
ball,  by  steady  bucks  and  end  runs, 
they  pushed  Kennedy  across  the  line 
for  the  first  touchdown.  The  ball 
crossed  the  goal  line  far  to  the  east. 
Fearing  the  danger  of  fumbling  on  a 
kickout,  Taylor  decided  to  try  goal 
from  the  difficult  angle  and  succeeded 
admirably,  making  the  score  6  to  O  in 
favor  of  Lake  Forest. 

The  work  of  Stark  in  advancing  the 
ball  was  greatly  applauded,  for  time 
and  time  again  he  was  given  the  ball 
to  make  the  necessary  yards,  and  each 
time  he  proved  himself  equal  to  the 
occasion.     With  Stark  out  of  the  game 


the  Cads  would  have  been  in  bad 
straits.  The  playing  of  Kennedy  and 
Balz  was  remarkable,  for  these  two  lit- 
tle backs,  with  the  assistance  of  Burke, 
several  times  circled  Morgan  Park's 
ends  for  runs  of  twenty  and  twenty- 
five  yards. 

After  the  second  kickoff  the  Cads 
lost  the  ball  on  their  25  yard  line. 
Morgan  Park  here  tried  several  plays 
with  little  effect  and  it  looked  as 
though  the  Cads  would  be  able  to  hold 
their  opponents  without  much  trouble. 
At  this  point  Schnurr  surprised  the 
spectators  by  a  brilliant  run  and  placed 
the  ball  safely  behind  Lake  Forest's 
goal  posts.  The  ball  was  wet  and  hard 
to  kick  and  Schnurr  made  a  mess  of 
his  try  at  goal.  Score,  Lake  Forest,  6; 
Morgan  Park,  5. 

Taylor  kicked  off  to  Morgan  Park's 
ten  yard  line  to  Oliver  who  ran  back 
five  yards  befo/e  Hunter  tackled  him. 
The  Cads  now  held  firm  and  Morgan 
Park  was  forced  to  kick.  After  a  series 
of  bucks  and  end  runs  Lake  Forest 
soon  added  another  five  points  by 
sending  Parshall  through  Morgan 
Park's  line  for  a  touchdown.  The  ball 
this  time  was  a  chunk  of  mud  and  its 
slippery  condition  caused  Taylor  to 
miss  the  goal  by  a  few  inches.  The 
score  now  stood  11  to  5  in  favor  of 
Lake  Forest. 

The  second  half  was  not  as  good  an 
exhibition  of  football  as  the  first  half, 
for  the  clay  field  was  so  wet  and  muddy 
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that  it  was  all  the  players  could  do  to 
keep  their  feet.  The  Cads  now  played 
a  bucking  game  while  Morgan  Park 
resorted  to  punting.  Near  the  close  of 
this  half  Morgan  Park  came  within  20 
yards  of  Lake  Forest's  goal,  having 
rushed  the  ball  from  mid-field  by 
steady  gains,  but  Hunter  fell  on  the 
ball  after  a  fumble  and  Taylor  kicked 
out  of  danger.  The  half  ended  with 
the  ball  in  Morgan  Park's  territory,  in 
their  possession. 

Thus  ended  the  game  that  practi- 
cally settled  the  championship  of  west- 
ern preparatory  schools,  and  placed 
Lake  Forest  number  one  in  its  class.

As  explained  in  another  column  of 
the  Stentor,  the  action  of  the  juniors 
at  their  last  meeting  has  thrown  the 
question  of  a  debate  with  Illinois  Col- 
lege before  the  whole  student  body. 

It  is  up  to  Lake  Forest  either  to  ac- 
cept this  offer  from  Illinois  and  once 
more  enter  the  arena  of  inter-collegiate 
debating  or  to  crawl  still  further  back 
into  its  shell  of  seclusion  and  continue 
in  its  policy  of  morbid  indifference  to- 
ward any  improvement  or  advance  in 
the  college  that  would  require  a  strong 
effort  for  its  accomplishment. 

The  apathy  and  indifference  that 
seems  to  have  settled  down  upon  the 
student  body  is  enough  to  cause  ap- 
prehension in  the  mind  of  any  one 
who  is  truly  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  Lake  Forest. 


When  we  compare  our  present 
condition  with  that  of  a  few  years  ago 
we  find  that  the  college  has  made  rap- 
id advancement  along  material  lines. 
New  and  splendid  buildings  have  been 
erected,  the  endowment  of  the  uni- 
versity has  been  increased,  new  chairs 
have  been  established  and  the  roll  of 
students  has  grown  from  year  to  year. 
In  spite  of  all  these  advances  in  a  ma- 
terial way  Lake  Forest  has  been 
steadily  losing  the  position  of  prom- 
inence it  once  held  among  the  colleges 
of  the  west.  Where  once  we  stood 
foremost  in  oratory  and  athletics  hav- 
ing scored  victories  against  every 
leading  college  in  the  west,  we  now 
occupy  a  position  of  mediocrity. 

There  is  no  reason  for  this  decline 
other  than  a  lack  of  enthusiasm 
among  the  students.  The  Chicago 
University  was  the  last  institution  we 
met  in  debate  and  in  that  contest  we 
won  a  sweeping  victory.  We  have  on 
two  occasions  held  the  state  champion- 
ship in  oratory.  As  late  as  1893  our 
representative  A.  A.  Hopkins  having 
won  the  inter-collegiate  championship 
in  oratory  for  Illinois,  represented  us 
in  the  inter-state  contest  and  carried 
off  first  prize. 

If  the  spirit  which  pervaded  the  col- 
lege in  those  days  can  be  revived,  suc- 
cess will  once  more  crown  our  efforts. 
The  student  body  lacks  nothing  but  a 
rousing  enthusiasm  to  make  it  effective 
in  whatever  it  undertakes.  If  it  is  de- 
cided to  enter  this  debate  we  must  go 
in  to  win,  not  by  a  narrow  margin,  but 
with  points  to  spare.

DEATH  OE  RAYMOND  ERSKINE 

On  Sunday  morning  of  this  week 
the  death  of  Raymond  W.  Erskine  oc- 
curred at  the  home  of  his  cousin,  Pro- 
fessor Dawson. 

Mr.  Erskine  or  Ray  as  he  was  more 
commonly  known  will  be  remembered 
by  old  academy  students  who  were  in 
Lake  Forest  between  the  years  1888- 
'99  during  which  years  he  was  a  stu- 
dent there. 

He  was  born  in  Binghamton,  N.  Y., 
October  27,  1875.  In  1888  he  came 
west  and  lived  with  his  cousin  until 
1893  when  he  returned  to  his  home 
where  he  remained,  with  the  exception 
of  one  or  two  visits  west,  until  last 
spring  when  he  came  back  to  Lake 
Forest. 

Mr.  Erskine  had  been  ill  for  several 
months  and  it  has  been  known  for 
some  time  that  there  was  no  chance  of 
his  recovery. 

He  leaves  in  Lake  Forest,  besides 
his  cousin,  two  brothers  and  a  sister, 
hosts  of  friends  who  remember  him 
before  his  illness  as  a  cheerful  and  en- 
ergetic young  man  whom  they  are 
loath  to  lose. 
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Self-Governrnent  in  the  Durand  Cottage 


AN  EXPERIMENT  AT  THE  ACADEMY 


Americans  inherit  democratic  prin- 
ciples and  are  born  to  govern  them- 
selves. Self  government  is  with  us 
no  longer  an  experiment.  In  nation, 
state,  city  and  village  it  has  been 
tested  with  success.  Out  of  this  suc- 
cess, problems  have  come  for  solution; 
how  far  can  self-government  be  car- 
ried; is  it  possible  in  this  way  to  con- 
trol all  institutions;  is  there  any  rea- 
son for  the  hope  that  the  Durand  Cot- 
tage will  succeed  in  governing  itself? 

It  is  the  business  of  experts  to  solve 
the  first  two;  the  present  problem  of 
the  success  of  the  idea  in  the  "Durand" 
is  sufficient  for  us.  Is  it  not  rational 
for  us  to  expect,  where  boys  are  rea- 
sonable and  intelligent;  and  where 
they  are  under  the  direction  of  caut- 
ious men,  that  self-government  is  pos- 
sible and  fitting? 

Boys  despise  an  autocrat  among 
themselves;  they  rebel  at  the  depotism 
of  one,  anywhere.  Give  them  a  voice 
in  their  own  affairs  and  you  prevent 
the  probability  of  mob  law.  Critics 
and  hypercritics  will  say:  "Boys  will 
be  boys,"  and  shake  their  wise  heads 
at  the  foolishness  of  the  plan.  Fre- 
quently boys  are  boys  because  they 
have  had  no  opportunity  to  be  men. 
After  all,  is  it  a  serious  thing  for  a  boy 
to  be  a  boy? 

In  the  faith  that  the  fellows  would 
use  power  reasonably,  the  "Cottage 
Organization  of  the  Durand"  was  form- 
ed.    "To  promote  the  good-fellowship 


of  the  House;  to  encourage  a  frank 
and  sympathetic  relation  between  mas- 
ter and  student;  and  to  cultivate  the 
purest  and  squarest  ideals  of  man- 
hood;" is  the  purpose  of  the  organiza- 
tion.    The  officers  and  offices  are: 

Mr.  Whyte— Master. 

Mr.  Albro— Vice-Master. 

Lewis  Olmsted — Secretary. 

Mr.  Crippen — Treasurer. 

Such  as  generally  pertain  to  these 
offices  are  the  duties  of  the  officers. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  organi- 
zation are  the  devotional,  each  Sun- 
day morning  after  breakfast;  the  busi- 
ness, the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month, ^and  the  social,  once  a  semester. 
Meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  master. 

The  power  to  control  all 
the  affairs  of  the  House  is  vested 
in  the  committees.  The  committees 
are  five  in  number:  the  Social, 
the  Devotional,  the  Equipment,  the 
Initiation,  and  the  Discipline.  All  in- 
terest centers  in  the  Discipline  com- 
mittee. The  members  of  that  body 
are:  Mr.  Whyte,  Mr.  Albro,  Mr.  Crip- 
pen, James  P.  Sherlock  and  John  Dyer. 
All  cases  for  discipline  can  come  only 
from  the  Masters  and  Proctor  in 
charge.

The  city  of  Zion,  located  just  north 
of  Waukegan,  promises  to  be  quite  a 
beautiful  place  if  all  the  plans  of  Dr. 
Dowie  are  carried  to  perfection. 

The  lake  front  is  to  be  taken  up  with 
water-works  and  a  park,  and  a  harbor 
is  to  be  constructed  with  an  entrance 
three  hundred  feet  wide  and  with 
twenty  feet  depth  of  water.  Factories 
will  be  given  a  place  along  the  North- 
western railroad  tracks,  and  the  west- 
ern part  of  the  city  will  be  made  up  of 
fine  residences.

Trouble  for  lieland  Stanford. 

Leland  Stanford  University,  founded 
by  the  late  Senator  Stanford,  of  Cali- 
fornia, as  a  memorial  for  his  idolized 
son,  Leland  Stanford,  jr.,  is  said  to  be 
in  danger  of  losing  the  $20,000,000  en- 
dowment of  its  founder.  Investigation 
of  the  statute-  under  whose  provision 
the  endowment  was  made  has  shown 
that  it  contains  certain  defects  which 
may  invalidate  the  grant  of  land  and 
money  made  by  Mr.  Stanford. 

President  Jordan  and  the  students  of 
the  university  are  organizing  to  make 
a  systematic  effort  to  secure  legislation 
which  will  prevent  Mr.  Stanford's  col- 
lateral heirs  from  asserting  their  claims 
to  the  property.  The  friends  of  the  in- 
stitution throughout  the  entire  state 
are  also  becoming  thoroughly  aroused 
and  will  lend  whatever  aid  they  can 
toward  the  same  end.  It  certainly 
would  be  a  calamity  to  the  educational 
interests  of  the  Golden  State  if  this 
magnificent  institution  should  be  de- 
stroyed to  satisfy  the  demands  of  a  few 
individuals  whose  only  claims  to  the 
property  are  that  they  are  distant 
relatives  of  its  founder.

A  TEW   REFLECTIONS. 

A  COMMUNICATION. 

As  we  reflect  upon  some  of  the  de- 
tails of  our  college  life,  upon  its  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages  and  upon  our 
work  in  the  class  room,  the  question 
that  very  naturally  presents  itself  first 
to  our  minds  is  whether  college  is 
really  of  practical  benefit  to  us. 

We  may  see  in  our  own  experience 
that  in  some  cases  an  immeasurable 
amount  of  good  is  obtained,  but  in 
many  cases  also  the  effect  of  college 
life  is  in  the  opposite  direction.     Very 


few,  I  think,  believe  that  the  only  good 
we  get  here  is  drawn  from  text  books 
and  chapel  attendance,  although  it 
must  by  no  means  be  supposed  that 
these  are  secondary  matters. 

All  things  have  their  tendency, 
either  for  good  or  for  evil.  Very  rarely 
we  see  a  man  coming  to  college  who 
apparently  has  no  interest  in  outside 
life,  does  not  mingle  with  his  fellow 
student  in  their  sport;  takes  no  part 
in  student  enterprises  or  the  social  life 
of  the  college,  but  with  the  sole  ambi- 
tion of  being  the  "star"  of  his  class, 
digs  and  grinds  day  in  and  day  out. 

Such  a  man,  though  he  may  "star"  in 
the  class  room,  which  is  a  very  good 
thing,  does  not  "star"  in  his  college 
life  as  a  whole.  He  is  at  once  put 
down  as  a  "greasy  grind,"  a  thing  which 
has  very  little  influence  among  its  so- 
called  friends. 

I  do  not  wish  anyone  to  understand 
that  I  take  the  position  that  it  makes 
little  difference  whether  or  not  a  man 
gets  his  lessons.  Far  from  it.  That  is 
at  least  supposed  to  be  the  main  pur- 
pose of  his  coming  away  to  school. 
But  there  are  other  things  which  to  my 
mind  are  of  as  just  as  great  importance 
as  daily  recitations. 

The  person  who  mingles  with  his 
associates  to  a  large  extent,  takes  part 
in  their  fun  and  frolics  and  occasion- 
ally, to  use  a  slang  expression,  raises 
a  little  Cain,  will  be  better  prepared  at 
the  end  of  his  four  years  to  enter  upon 
the  heavy  duties  of  life  than  the  one 
who  lives  the  hermits,  life  and  does 
nothing     but    study,     eat    and    sleep. 
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There  is  other  knowledge  to  be  ob- 
tained besides  what  we  get  from 
books. 

A  spirited  youth  cannot  keep,  alto- 
gether out  of  mischief,  and  sometimes 
as  a  result  out  of  trouble,  and  for  this  a 
reasonable  faculty  will  make  due  allow- 
ance. However,  we  must  remember 
that  there  is  a  limit  to  all  things  and 
that  most  things  are  capable    of   being 

carried  too  far.

What  university  has  better  facilities 
for  chapel  services  than  Lake  Forest? 
The  new  chapel  is  as  fine  as  could  be 
desired  and  the  student  feels  uplifted 
and  improved  simply  by  attending  di- 
vine services  in  such  a  beautiful  room. 
But  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  place  the 
magnificent  music  of  the  pipe  organ 
and  the  singing  of  a  skilled  choir  at 
every  service  and  the  benefits  may  not 
be  considered  small. 

Special  efforts  are  being  made  to 
furnish  music  of  a  superior  quality  at 
all  times,  and  as  often  as  possible  train- 
ed singers  from  Chicago  and  other 
places  will  render  solos,  both  vocal  and 
instrumental.  While  chapel  attend- 
ance is  not  compulsory,  every  student 
feels  that  he  will  miss  something  if  he 
does  not  attend,  and  as  the  service  is 
at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  he  seldom  has 
any  excuse  for  absence. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  general 
average  of  students  atttending  chapel 
is  almost  as  high  with  no  rules  govern- 
ing the  matter  as  when  strict  rules  are 
in  effect.  The  Dean  of  the  college 
usually  conducts  the  religious  exercises 
but  at  times  the  President,  other 
members  of  the  faculty  or  visiting 
ministers,  take  charge  of   the    services. 

The  music  is  almost  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  a  member  of  the  student 
body  who  is  an  excellent  musician  and 
being  in  touch  with  the  students  can 
better  choose  the  music  most  appre- 
ciated by  them. 

The  college  is  fortunate  in  thus  being 
favored  and  the  students  should  con- 
tinue to  show  their  loyalty  by  being 
present  at  the  chapel  services  just  as 
often  as  possible,  and  by  bringing  all 
visitors  to  this  most  pleasant  of  every 
day  college  meetings.

The  principle  theme  of  tne  meeting 
of  the  Zeta  Epsilon  literary  society 
last  Friday  evening  was  Russia.  The 
fact  that  Russia  is  making  such  rapid 
strides  in  civilization,  and  is  becoming 
one  of  the  powers  of  the  world  that 
must  be  considered  in  affairs  in  the  far 
east,  made  the  subject  an  unusually 
interesting  one. 

The  first  literary  number  was  a  paper 
on  the  "Growth  of  Russia,"  by  H.  B. 
Willis. 

Boland's  paper  on  the  "Russian 
Army"  and  Yeoman's  paper  on  "Edu- 
cation in  Russia"  were  both  instructive 
and  full  of  interesting  facts. 

The  question  for  debate  was  "Re- 
solved that  Russia  is  determined  to  be- 
come the  greatest  power  in  Europe." 
The  question  was  affirmed  by  J.  W. 
Preston  while  J.  Clos  denied  It.  The 
debate  was  hotly  contested  and  lively 
spirit  was  shown.  Both  debaters  spoke 
from  manuscript  yet  they  held  the  at- 
tention of  the  society  from  start  to  fin- 
ish. The  decision  of  the  judges  stood 
two  for  the  affirmative  and  one  for  the 
negative. 

McKee  gave  a  talk  on  Car- 
thage College.

BIOLOGY  CliUB  MEETS. 

Professor  Needham  delivered  the  first 
lecture  of  the  year  on  "The  Dragon  Fly 
Nymph,"  in  the  Biology  lecture  room 
Friday  afternoon.  The  professor  has 
been  making  an  exhaustive  study  of 
this  comparatively  unknown  insect  and 
has  gradually  gottci  together  the 
finest  collection  of  specimens  in 
America.  Using  these  to  il  lustrate,  he 
gave  a  very  interesting  account  of 
their  habits,  dwelling  especially  on 
their  adaptation  to  their  environment.

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Review  of  Cad  Football  Squad  for  ' 


The  task  of  writing  a  resume  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Cad  football  team 
this  fall  could  be  accomplished  in  three 
words — "Western  Academic  Cham- 
pionship." But  that  has  become  such 
a  familiar  term  among  the  inhabitants 
of  the  middle  west  as  to  be  entirely  in- 
sufficient. 

The  team  began  work  with  a  few  of 
the  old  players,  fewer  good  new  men, 
and  still  fewer  bright  prospects.  The 
old  players  here  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  were  Swift,  Thompson  and 
Oliver.  Burke  and  Stark  entered  the 
academy  later  and  added  strength  to 
the  team. 

Work,  hard  work,  with  lots  of  enthu- 
siasm and  large  quantities  of  the  "do 
or  die"  spirit  accomplished  wonders. 
Every  man  on  the  team  felt  it  to  be 
his  own  personal  business  to  win  every 
game — and  they  did  it. 

English  High  School,  with  confidence 
won  with  the  '99  Cook  county  cham- 
pionship, came  to  Lake  Forest  ex- 
pecting an  easy  victory.  The  victory 
was  easy,  for  Lake  Forest.  Score,  24 
to  o. 

Hyde  Park  came  next,  expecting  to 
repeat  the  operation  they  performed 
in  '99.  Although  they  played  football 
fast  enough  to  win  second  place  in 
Cook  county  this  year,  Lake  Forest 
wTas  a  little  faster  as  the  score  of  5  to  C 
showed. 

The  next  game  was  with  Northwest- 
ern University,  at  Evanston.  Although 


the  Cads  suffered  from  stage  fright 
during  the  first  fifteen  minutes  and  al- 
lowed Northwestern  to  score  three 
times,  they  managed  to  take  a  decided 
brace  and  during  the  last  forty  minutes 
of  play  held  the  'Varsity  for  downs  re- 
peatedlyand  forced  the  college  men  to 
kick. 

Lewis  Institute  had  much  to  say 
during  the  game,  but  a  score  of  18  to 
0  against  them  sent  them  home  in 
silence. 

South  Side,  rejuvenated  by  the 
coaching  of  Mr.  Nichols,  came  next. 
They  had  a  crowrd  of  seventy-five  root- 
ers who  were  conspicuous  by  their  si- 
lence. Although  they  now  present  a 
claim  for  the  academic  championship, 
Lake  Forest  found  them  very  easy. 

The  next  game  was  against  the 
husky  college  boys  at  Naperville,  111. 
Although  they  averaged  fifteen  pounds 
per  man  heavier  than  the  academy 
team  they  lost  by  a  score  of  5  to  0. 

Smarting  from  last  year's  Waterloo 
at  Culver  the  team  went  there  to  win 
back  their  laurels.  "Do  or  die"  was 
the  motto.  They  are  still  alive  since 
Culver  was  "done"  by  a  score  of  10 
to  0. 

Battery  D's  giants  next  came  here 
and  in  a  good  stiff  practice  game  were 
defeated  5  to  0. 

The  academy's  old  rivals,  Morgan 
Park  were  next.  Without  having  suf- 
fered a  defeat  since  '94,  and  with  a  tie 
game  last    year,   they    came    to    Lake 
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Forest,  and  on  a  sticky,  slow  field  lost 
by  a  score  of  1 1  to  5.  The  game  was  a 
good  hard  one,  with  Lake  Forest 
always  on  top.  This  score  is  the  only 
blot  made  on  the  Cad  record  by  an 
academic  team. 

Northwestern  Military  Academy, 
claimants  of  every  championship  that 
a  boy's  fertile  brain  can  devise,  came 
next.  The  cadets  blew  their  own  horn 
most  vigorously  before  the  game,  but 
when  the  first  half  ended   with  a    score

of  22  to  o  in  Lake  Forest's  favor  the 
horns  were  silent.  Touchdowns  were 
made  so  rapidly  in  the  second  half  that 
a  special  committee  had  to  be  appoint- 
ed to  keep  track  of  the  score.  Final 
score,  something  less  than  100  to  o. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to 
the  coaches — Professors  Hibbeler, 
Rendtorf,  Whyte  and  Albro,  who  have 
brought  out  such  a  winning  team.  The 
new  men    were    developed    from    raw 


material  by  hard  personal  work  on  the 
part  of  the  coaches.  The  personnel  of 
the  team  is  as  follows:

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Revised  Football  Game. 

Lake  Forest  may  have  the  honor  of 
being  the  inventor  of  a  new  style  of 
football.  For  several  afternoons  the 
fellows  in  their  love  for  football  have 
gathered  on  the  athletic  field,  and  after 
selecting  two  captains  have  chosen 
sides  and  played  what  they  call  the 
"kicking  game."  The  players  are  not 
allowed  to  run  with  the  ball  or  bat  it 
with  the  feet  or  hands,  the  whole  ob- 
ject being  to  catch  the  ball  fairly  and 
return  it  toward  the  opponent's  goal, 
where  a  score  can  be  made  either  by  a 
drop  or  place  kick.

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Social  Settlements  in  American  Cities. 


The  university  extension  movement, 
as  is  well  known,  preceded  the  social 
settlement  movement.  Tombe  Mall, 
the  first  university  settlement,  was  es- 
tablished about  fifteen  years  ago.  In 
these  fifteen  years  the  settlement  idea 
has  taken  a  firm  hold  of  the  universi- 
ties and  to  some  extent  of  the  churches, 
ami  as  a  result  there  are  now  some 
seventy-five  of  these  social  clearing 
houses,  of  which  forty-five  are  in 
American  cities  and  eleven  of  these  in 
in  Chicago,  where  the  first  settlement 
founded  was  Hull  1  louse,  established 
in  1889.  These  Chicago  settlements 
have  formed  themselves  into  a  settle- 
ment federation  that  meets  quarterly  to 
discuss  problems  of  city  life. 

The  head  workers  in  the  different 
settlements  do  not  claim  to  rank 
among  the  most  intellectual,  yet  on  ac- 
count of  their  studies  of  the  social 
conditions  among  the  poor  in  our  large 
cities  and  their  experience  in  trying  to 
find  the  most  satisfactory  method  of 
furthering  social  progress  their  opin- 
ions are  recognized  as  being  of  no 
small  value. 

Their  knowledge  of  what  is  actually 
occuring  within  society  makes  their 
conclusions  important,  and  their  con- 
clusions are  of  double  importance  be- 
cause they  come  from  within  the  social 
stream  itself  and  because  every  com- 
munity has  its  own  peculiarities,  from 
which  it  naturally  follows  that  every 
settlement  must  have  its  own  peculiar 
methods. 


Social  settlements,  bring  reciprocal, 
and  broadly  religious  in  their  methods, 
plant  themselves  at  the  point  of  great- 
est need  in  the  modern  city,  striving  to 
make  life  more  wholesome  and  sincere, 
the  environment  more  elevating,  and  to 
bring  the  classes  of  society  nearer  to- 
gether by  adding  the  social  function  to 
democracy. 

The  method  of  their  work  is  scien- 
tific in  that  it  is  reciprocal,  mediatory 
and  positive  along  the  lines  of  social 
evolution.  It  takes  society  as  it  finds 
it  and  studies  the  real  facts  in  the  lives 
of  the  people  sympathetically.  It  tries 
to  test  economic  and  social  laws  by 
actual  experimentation  in  turning  the 
lives  and  forces  of  the  community  into 
channels  that  the  students  of  social 
science  have  discovered  to  be  socially 
ethical. 

This  coming  into  a  more  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  the  facts  in  their 
neighbors'  lives  has  worked  a  change 
jn  the  attitudes  of  the  residents  in  the 
settlements  toward  many  matters.  .A 
good  evidence  of  this  is  the  altered 
sentiment  now  expressed  by  the  Chi- 
cago settlers  in  regard  to  the  saloon. 
They  at  first  looked  upon  all  saloon 
keepers  as  the  agents  of  vice  and 
crime  and  accordingly  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  them.  But  as  the 
facts  became  known  to  them  they 
found  that  there  were  two  kinds  of 
saloons — the  neighborhood  and  the 
concert  type.  Most  of  the  keepers  of 
the   neighborhood    saloons    were    for- 
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eigners  who  respected  their  families 
and  business  and  looked  upon  them- 
selves as  good  citizens.  They  allowed 
no  immorality  or  disorder  in  their 
saloons  and  many  of  them  were  loud 
in  denouncing  corrupt  politics. 

The  concert  saloons  were  centers  of 
immorality  and  hotbeds  of  crime. 
Here  lewdness,  profanity  and  drunken- 
ness were  opened  up  to  the  public. 

When  the  residents  of  Chicago  Com- 
mons took  steps  to  organize  a  council 
of  the  civic  federation  some  of  the  bet- 
ter class  of  saloon  keepers  applied  for 
admittance  as  members  and  a  question 
arose  as  to  whether  they  should  be  re- 
jected simply  because  they  were  saloon 
keepers,  while  otherwise  they  were  the 
kind  of  men  that  were  wanted.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  the  broader  pol- 
icy was  good  common  sense,  for  it 
closed  up  all  the  concert  saloons  and 
finally  sent  au  independent  alderman 
to  the  city  council. 

Thus  a  common  ground  was  recog- 
nized, upon  which  both  could  stand. 
This  position  of  the  settlement  was  a 
protest  against  the  spirit  that  masses 
the  saloon  element  on  one  side  and 
says  that  every  one  connected  with  it 
should  be  ostracised.  Other  cases 
could  be  cited,  but  this  one  is  sufficient 
to  show  the  thoroughness  of  settle- 
ment investigation. 

The  educational  work  of  the  Chicago 
Commons  and  other  settlements  aims 
to  awaken  among  the  people  a  greater 
interest  in  educational  advantages  and 
therefore  the  branches  taught  in  their 
night  schools  cover  every  side  of  life 
not  provided  for  in  other  institutions 
in  the  community.  This  instruction  is 
made  as  pleasant  and  sociable  as  pos- 
sible. 

The  Chicago  Commons,  and  proba- 
bly all  the  settlements  are  alike  in  this 
respect,   is    not    a    fixed    organization 


with  complicated  machinery  of  officers 
and  committees,  but  on  the  contrary 
is  an  open  clearing  house  for  the  fair 
exchange  of  thought.  Its  motto  is: 
"Welcome  to  all,  favors  to  none." 

This  function  of  the  settlement  as  a 
social  clearing  house,  where  rich  and 
poor,  learned  and  ignorant,  Catholic 
and  Protestant,  capitalist  and  laborer 
can  meet  on  a  common  ground  and 
find  that  they  are  all  brothers  is  the 
ideal  for  which  the  settlement  stands. 

Those  who  dwell  in  these  settlements 
do  not  make  a  great  noise  about  their 
work  but  go  quietly  about  their  mo- 
mentious  task  of  educating  the  poor  in 
our  large  cities  and  by  so  doing  to  les- 
sen the  breach  between  the  classes  of 
our  people. 

They  say  "We  have  freed  the  negro 
and  given  him  the  right  of  franchise, 
yet  he  is  practically  ostracised  so  far 
as  the  social  functions  of  our  life  are 
concerned.  We  invite  immigrants  to 
our  shores  and  when  they  arrive  treat 
them  as  inferior  to  us." 

They  maintain  that,  to  do  away  with 
this  state  of  affairs  and  to  establish 
social  equality  in  our  country,  thus 
making  our  government  Democratic  in 
fact  as  well  as  in  form,  is  the  great 
problem  which  confronts  this  nation 
today.  They  have,  it  would  seem, 
taken  an  excellent  way  to  bring  about 
a  solution  of  this  problem,  for  begin- 
ning, as  they  have  done,  at  the  very 
bottom,  they  are  preparing  the  people 
for  social  equality. 

To  attain  this  end  they  may  labor 
for  years  and  perhaps  they  will  never 
succeed,  but  even  if  they  do  not  suc- 
ceed tneir  labor  will  not  be  lost,  for  it 
cannot  fail  to  elevate  both  mentally 
and  morally  the  people  upon  whom  it 
it  is  spent.

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BRYANTS  PATRIOTIC  POEMS. 

Among  a  selection  of  seventy-one  of 
Bryant's  poems  it  is  found  that  about 
fifteen  of  them  are  what  may  well  be 
termed  patriotic  poems.  In  this  num- 
berare  included  not  only  those  poems 
which  relate  to  America  but  also  to 
those  which  relate  to  Greece  or  to 
other  countries  where  liberty  has  been 
forced  to  struggle  for  existence.  Bry- 
ant's patriotic  poems  appeal  to  the 
average  reader  as  being  among  his 
best,  although  they  must,  of  course, 
take  a  second  place  to  Thanatopsis  and 
perhaps  to  one  or  two  others  of  his 
poems. 

Among  the  best  of  the  poems  in  this 
class  are:  "The  Antiquity  of  Free- 
dom," "Our  Country's  Call,"  "Seventy- 
Six,"  and  "The  Song  of  Marion's  Men." 
All  these  poems  are  full  of  ardent 
patriotism  and  from  reading  them  one 
can  scarcely  help  coming  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  man  who  wrote  them  must 
have  been  intensely  patriotic  and  wed- 
ded to  the  cause  of  liberty.  Even  one 
who  has  not  studied  the  life  of  Bryant 
must  come  to  the  same  conclusion.  In 
"The  Antiquity  of  Freedom"  Bryant 
speaks  thus  of  freedom: 
O  Freedom — A  bearded  man, 
Armed  to  the  teeth,  art  thou  ;  one  mailed  hand 
Grasps  the  broad  shield,  and  one    the   sword  ; 

thy  brow, 
Glorious  in  beauty  though  it  be,  is  scarred 
With  tokens  of  old  wars  ;  thy  massive  limbs 
Are  strong   with    struggling.     Power    at    thee 

has  launched 
His  bolts,  and  with  his  lightnings  smitten  thee  ; 
They  could  not  quench  the  life  thou  hast  from 

heaven. 
Is  not  this  a  truthful  picture?  "Arm- 
ed to  the  teeth,"  he  would  have  us 
know  that  freedom  must  ever  be  on 
its  guard;  "Glorious  in  beauty  though 
it  be,  is  scarred — ,"  he  shows  us  that 
centuries  of  struggle  for  existence  have 
not    marred    the    beauty    of    liberty. 


"Seventy-Six,"  which  starts  out,  "What 
heroes  from  the  woodland  sprung — ■,"" 
is  a  stirring  piece,  It  shows  in  a  very 
pleasing  manner  the  spirits  which  ani- 
mates the  heroes  of  the  revolution. 
"The  Song  of  Marion's  Men"  tells  of 
the  effectiveness  of  the  warfare  waged 
by  Marion.  As  to  form  some  of  Bry- 
ant's patriotic  poems  are  lyrical  while 
some  are  narrative,  but  all  show  in  a 
greater  or  less  degree  the  intense  pa- 
triotic nature  of  Bryant.

M.  Ransom,  Seward  A.  Simons,  Wm. 
Burnet,  Jr. 

Soon  after  its  appointment  the  com- 
mittee invited  the  following  named 
gentlemen  to  act  as  members  of  an 
advisory  committee  on  sports:  Hon. 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  Walter  Camp,  C. 
C.  Cuyler,  C.  S.  Hyman  (Canada)  C. 
H.  Sherrill,  A.  A.  Stagg,  Benjamin 
Ide  Wheeler,  Casper  Whitney.  The 
appointment  of  this  advisory  commit- 
tee emphasizes  the  desire  of  the  com- 
mittee to  have  all  amateur  compe- 
titions occupy  the  highest  possible 
plane. 

The  Stadium,  with  a  seating  canacity 
of  12, coo  is  beautiful  in  design  and 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful architectural  creations  of  the 
Exposition.  It  will  surround  a  quar- 
ter mile  track  with  ground  area  ample 
for  the  requirements  of  all  the  events 
proposed. 

As  to  the  nature  of  the  athletic 
events  planned,  it  may  be  said  that 
amateur  sports  of  all  kinds  will  be  en- 
couraged as  representing  the  most  de- 
sirable of  athletic  competitions,  and 
the  members  of  the  committee  on 
sports,  being  college  graduates,  partic- 
ularly wish  to  make  a  special  feature 
of  college  sports.  In  the  manage- 
ment of  Inter-Collegiate  events,  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  committee  that  the 
various  college  associations  be  invited 
to  undert  "-e  as  far  as  possible  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  necessary  details 
connected  therewith. 

Although  amateur  sports  will  com- 
prise a  large  part  of  the  programme, 
it  is  proposed  to  have  such   a  number 


of  professional  events  as  will  allow 
visitors  an  opportunity  to  witness  the 
athletic  skill  of  the  best  professionals. 
The  character  of  prizes  that  will  be 
offered  has  not  yet  been  definitely  de- 
termined upon,  but  the  assurance  may 
be  given  Jiat  prizes  will  be  awarded 
of  value  as  lasting  souvenirs  of  athletic 
success  at  the  exposition. 

It  is  proposed  to  arrange  a  number 
of  college  baseball  and  football  games, 
and  it  is  especially  desired  by  the  com- 
mittee that  the  eastern  inter-collegiate 
(I.  A.  A.  A.)  track  meeting  be  held  in 
Buffalo  next  year. 

An  ideal  program  might  be  to  hold 
in  the  Stadium  the  eastern  inter-col- 
legiate meeting,  then  the  western  in- 
ter-collegiate meeting;  these  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  Pan-American  meeting 
open  to  competitors  in  the  two  prev- 
ious meetings  and  to  represantatives 
of  other  inter-collegiate  associations. 

Other  inter-collegiate  events  have 
been  considered,  such  as  lacrosse, 
Cross  Country  running  with  start  and 
finish  in  the  Stadium,  etc.,  etc. 

The  committee  on  sports  hope  that 
the  Exposition  may  have  a  full  college 
representation.  It  is  prop  ised  to  hold 
many  other  sports  in  the  Stadium,  the 
A.  A.  U.  championship,  lawn  tennis, 
lacrosse,  cycling,  Association  football, 
water  sports,  trap  and  target  shooting, 
etc.  etc.

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fOR  AN    ATHLETIC    BENEFIT. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  college 
athletic  association  met  Friday  after- 
noon to  discuss  various  financial  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  athletics  of  the 
college.  The  most  important  matter 
under  consideration  was  the  ways  and 
means  of  raising  a  certain  sum  of 
money  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
teams  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
and  to  liquidate  a  small  outstanding 
debt. 

The  disbanding  of  the  football  team 
and  the  consequent  cancellation  of  the 
schedule  deprived  the  association  of 
the  very  considerable  revenue  that  is 
usually  derived  from  the  football 
games  and  thus  the  treasury  is  much 
more  nearly  empty  than  is  usual  at  this 
time  of  the  college  year. 

The  board  of  directors  has  a  com- 
mittee at  work  upon  plans  for  an  en- 
tertainment of  some  kind,  the  proceeds 
from  which  will  be  devoted  to  athlet- 
ics; but  the  main  controversy  seems  to 
be  as  to  whether  outside  professional 
talent  shall  be  secured  or  an  entertain- 
ment be  gotten  up  in  which  college 
men  and  women  exclusively  shall  take 
part. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  plenty 
of  talent  among  the  college  students  to 
give  an  excellent  drama  or  comedy, 
and  music  could  be  furnished  in  abun- 
dance; but  to  prepare  for  such  an  even- 
ing's entertainment  would  require  a 
great  deal  of  work  and  time,  and  many 
students  have  not  the  leisure  to  devote 
to  such  work. 

The  board  will  hold  another  meet- 
ing this  week  to  take  some  definite 
action  iu  the  matter.

AMONG  THE  EXCHANGES. 

At  the  annual  Harvard-Yale  debate 
held  in  Cambridge  December  the  sev- 
enth, Harvard  won.  The  question  dis- 
cussed was  ''Resolved,  That  the  United 
States  should  permanently  hold  the 
Philippine  Islands."  Harvard  had  the 
affirmative. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Gunsolus,  who  was  talked 
of  as  a  possible  president  for  North- 
Western  University  has  positively  re- 
fused to  have  his  name  considered. 
Iowa  College  is  having  similar  difficu- 
ties  in  its  effort  to  secure  a  suitable 
executive. 

Columbia  University  has  recently 
been  the  scene  of  many  bloody  con- 
tests between  the  freshmen  and  soph- 
omores, caused  by  the  numerous  at- 
tempts of  the  latter  to  enforce  a  num- 
ber of  rigorous  rules  made  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year. 

On  Friday,  November  thirtieth,  the 
day  set  apart  by  President  Harper  of 
Chicago  for  the  celebration  of  their 
Thanksgiving  Day  victory,  the  stu- 
dents of  that  university  held  the  most 
enthusiastic  demonstration  ever  seen 
in  the  west. 
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Docs  a  College  Education  Pay? 

Last  spring,  in  the  Saturday  Even- 
ing Post,  in  the  only  article  which  for- 
mer President  Cleveland  had  at  that 
time  ever  contributed  to  a  magazine, 
he  asked  and  answered  the  question: 
"Does  a  College  Education  Pay?  "His 
conclusion,  expressed  with  his  usual 
clearness  and  vigor,  was  that  it  did. 
When  some  people  get  a  surplus  of 
money  they  are  apt  to  think  them- 
selves above  mere  mercenary  motives 
or  conditions,  and  thence  comes  a  cer- 
tain self-satisfied  feeling  of  superiority. 
Mr.  Cleveland  proved  that  education, 
even  when  measured  by  mercenary 
standards,  shows  large  profits. 

Curiously,  the  messages  that  came 
this  month  from  the  leading  collegiate 
institutions  all  agreed  upon  one  point, 
and  that  was  the  wonderful  recogni- 
tion among  leading  men  of  the  mone- 
tary value  of  higher  and  skilled  educa- 
tion. They  have  found  that  the  college 
really  does  pay.  The  self-made  man, 
who  has  been  boasting  that  he  got 
along  in  the  world  without  a  college 
education,  finds  not  only  that  his  son 
is  better  off  with  these  additional  op- 
portunities, but  that  he  himself  profits 
more  largely  by  having  college  men  in 
his  employment. 

Here  is  an  illustration.  It  comes 
from  two  of  the  technical  departments 
— those  of  chemistry  and  mechanical 
engineering — of  one  of  the  leadiug 
universities  of  the  world.  Last  June 
these  two  departments  turned  out 
about  fifty  graduates.  Every  single 
one  of  them  secured  a  remunerative 
position  at  once,  and  the  leading  con- 
cerns would  have  taken  nearly  as  many 
more.  A  young  graduate,  not  yet 
turned  twenty,  became  the  chemist  of 
a  company  in  one  of  the  large  cities. 
There  were  certain  by-products  which 
were  an  entire  waste  to   the    company. 


He  was  asked  to  experiment  with  them 
and  see  if  he  could  get  anything  out 
of  them.  Within  three  months  he  had 
succeeded  with  one  of  the  products 
and  at  once  received  a  handsome  in- 
crease of  salary. 

"The  coal  regions,"  said  the  pro- 
fessor who  read  the  young 
man's  letter  in  which  he  told  of 
this  experience,  "are  full  of  waste  pro- 
ducts that  must  be  utilized  for  the  ben- 
efit and  profit  of  their  owners,  and  it  is. 
the  same  in  all  other  sections  and  in  all 
other  businesses." 

Education  is  becoming  so  popular, 
not  only  because  it  is  the  best  thing  in 
itself,  but  also  because,  when  reduced 
to  dollars  and  cents,  it  pays,  and  that 
with  some  is  the  test. — Saturday  Even- 
ine  Post.

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PRESIDENTS    RECEPTION. 

Monday  afternoon  the  faculties  and 
students  of  the  different  Liberal  Arts 
departments  of  Lake  Forest  Univer- 
sity gathered  in  the  Durand  Art  In- 
stitute at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  J.  G.  K. 
McClure  to  take  formal  recognition  of 
the  generosity  of  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons 
who  has  recently  made  such  welcome 
gifts  to  the  college.  Owing  to  sick- 
ness in  the  family  of  Dr.  Pearsons  he 
was  unable  to  be  present. 

Many  of  the  trustees  were  also  ab- 
sent owing  to  the  fact  that  the  hour  of 
the  meeting  conflicted  with  their  hours 
of  business,  but  many  of  them  sent  let- 
ters expressing  their  gladness  that 
such  gifts  had  been  received  by  the 
college  and  sending  messages  of  in- 
terest. At  the  opening  of  the  meet- 
ing the  college  banjo  club  played  a  se- 
lection. Rev.  L.  J.  Davies  offered 
prayer  and  the  University  song  was 
sung  by  the  audience.  Dr.  McClure 
then  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tions which  were  adopted  by  a  unani- 
mous vote: 

We  the  faculties  and  students  of  le  c'e 
partments  of  Liberal  Arts  of  Lake  Forest  Uni- 
versity, assembled  this  day  in  the  Durand 
Art  Institute  at  Lake  Forest,  unanimously 
and  enthusiastically  express  to  Dr.  D.  K. 
Pearsons  our  gratitude  for  his  splendid  gift  to 
the  permanent  endowment, of  our  university. 
We  recall  with  abiding  appreciation  that  it 
was  his  magnificent  offer  of  $100,000  provided 
$4000,000  additional  be  raised,    that   in    1888 


gave  the  university  its  assured  foundation 
and  secured  the  developement  of  all  its  inter- 
ests. The  endowment  then  obtained  was  the 
means  whereby  the  university  was  enabled  to 
continue  its  work  and  increase  its  facilities. 

Today  as  the  latest  benefaction  of  Dr. 
Pearsons  commands  our  thought  and  the  hap- 
py results  of  his  offer  to  provide  $25,000  on 
condition  that  $100,000  additional  be  obtained 
for  endowment,  are  warming  four  hearts,  we 
desire  to  assure  Dr.  Pearsons  of  our  truest 
gratitude  and  to  extend  to  him  our  every  high- 
est wish.  We  recognize  that  his  gift  has  been 
the  means  of  stimulating  other  gifts  for  the 
most  worthy  and  most  essential  factor  of  uni- 
versity life — namely  general  endowment.  We 
believe  that  he  has  acted  in  the  line  of  the 
most  far-seeing  wisdom  in  thus  securing  for 
us  this  general  endowment,  and  we  thank  him 
not  alone  for  the  great  generosity  of  his  gift 
but  also  for  the  useful  permanency  of  his  gift. 
We  send  him  today  our  affectionate  greeting. 
We  assure  him  that  so  far  as  lies  in  our  power, 
we  will  make  every  effort  to  advance  our  uni- 
versity so  that  it  shall  answer  to  his  wishes 
and  shall  be  an  enrichment  of  the  world.  We 
invoke  upon  him  and  upon  all  our  university 
life  those  blessings  of  God  whereby  he  shall 
have  his  heart  filled  with  joy  and  the  univer- 
sity shall  build  up  men  and  women  to  the 
glory  of  God. 

Miss  Stone,  of  Ferry  Hall,  sang  a 
very  pleasing  solo,  after  which  Dean 
Halsey  addressed  the  meeting,  speak- 
ing of  the  various  benefactors  of  the 
college  in  times  past  and  present. 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  Pro- 
fessor Stuart  spoke,  dealing  with  the 
efforts 'of  our  esteemed  President  in 
behalf  of  the  college,  and  the  afternoon

DRAMATIC  CLUB. 

The  entertainments  given  by  the 
musical       clubs        on        their  trip 

this  spring  will  have  a  new  feature  in 
the  way  of  farces.  This  will  necessi- 
tate the  organization  of  a  dramatic  club 
in  addition  to  the  usual  musical  clubs. 
Robert  J.  L.  Matthews  was  recently 
elected  leader  of  the  dramatic  club, 
and  work  on  the  plays  will  begin  as 
soon  as  preliminary  arrangements  can 
be  made. 

Much  difficulty  is  involved  in  this 
new  venture,  on  account  of  inexper- 
ience, but  with  Mr.  Matthews'  peculiar 
fitness,  and  the  abundance  of  good 
material,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  dra- 
matic club  will  prove  as  much  of  a  suc- 
cess as  the  other  clubs  have  in  past 
years.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  have 
a  professional  man  to  instruct  the  club 
in  a  few  rehearsals  before  the  trip. 

Lake  Forest  University,  in  undertak- 
ing this  new  feature,  is  only  doing 
what  is  being  done  in  the  larger  uni- 
versities. The  public  is  growing  tired 
of  the  usual  glee  club  entertainment 
and  will  welcome  a  change. 

College  men  nearly  always  gain  the 
sympathy  of  their  audiences,  and  thus 
whatever  defects  there  may  be,  arising 
from  the  inexperience  of  the  players, 
will  be  sure  to  be  overlooked. 


ENDOWMENT  EUND  ENLARGED 

The  opening  of  the  new  year  found 
Lake  Forest  richer  by  $125,000.  Last 
February  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons  offered  to 
give  $25,000  to  the  endowment  fund 
of  Lake  Forest  provided  the  university 
raised  $100,000  by  January  I.  1901. 
Upon  the  appointed  day  it  was  found 
that  the  trustees  had  met  the  require- 
ments and  had  secured  the  gift. 

Soon  after  the  announcement  of  Dr. 
Pearsons' offer  last  February,  Henry 
C.  Durand  came  forward  with  a  gift  of 
$20,000,  leaving  $80,000  to  be  raised 
from  other  sources.  This,  President  J. 
G.  K.  McClure  and  the  board  of  trus- 
tees set  about  to  accomplish,  with  the 
results  already  stated.  A  large  por- 
tion of  the  money  given  was  donated 
by  friends  of  the  university  who  have 
requested  that  their  names  be  withheld 
from  the  public.  The  Presbyterian 
churches  of  Chicago  raised  $7,500  for 
the  fund  during  the  last  week  of  the 
old  year. 

The  endowment  of  this  institution 
now  amounts  to  $726,000,  and  this 
places  the  university  upon  a  financial 
basis  gratifying  to  its  friends.  It  is  the 
second  time  that  Dr.  Pearsons  has  fav- 
ored Lake  Forest.  In  1888  he  gave 
$100,000  after  the  trustees  had  raised 
$400,000  to  go  with  it.  Of  this  amount 
$50,000  was  used  to  found  the  chair  of 
political  and  social  science  now  occu- 
pied by  John  Halsey,  dean  of  the  uni- 
versity, and  the  remainder  established 
the  Pearsons  loan  fund.  Out  of  this 
fund  needy  students  are  permittted  to 
borrow  in  sums  of  $100  by  giving  a 
note  endorsed  by  parent  or  responsi- 
ble people. 

Concerning  the  gift  and  the  increase 
in  the  endowment  func1  President

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PRELIMINARY  DEBATE 

The  preliminary  debate  held  to 
•choose  speakers  to  represent  the  col- 
lege in  the  debate  with  Illinois  College 
at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  was  the  first 
student  gathering  other  than  chapel 
exercises  to  be  held  in  the  new  chapel. 

Professor  Halsey  presided,  and  after 
the  usual  form  of  opening  the  meet 
ing  the  question  was  announced:  "Re- 
solved that  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  extends  over  Porto 
Rico." 

Mr.  J.  F.  Scouller,  the  first  speaker 
took  the  affirmative  and  presented  a 
clear  and  logical  argument  in  excellent 
style  showing  plainly  that  his  facts  had 
been  well  worked  out  and  carefully  ar- 
ranged. 

The  second  speaker  Mr.  J.  Clos,  also 
chose  to  present  the  affirmative  side 
of  the  question.  Mr.  Clos  had  a  re- 
markably cool  and  self-possessed  bear 
ing  upon  the  stage  and  delivered  a  care- 
fully prepared  argument  that  held  the 
attention  of  his  audience. 

Mr.  George  Mallory  who  appeared 
third  on  the  program  supported  the 
affirmative.  In  the  interval  following, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Stark  sang  "The  Lost 
Chord." 

Mr.  George  Rogers  speaking  for  the 
affirmative  presented  to  his  audience  a 
splendid  argument  in  excellent  style. 
The  last  two  speakers,  Mr.  Boland  and 
Mr.  D.  F.  Biggs  took  the  negative. 
They  both  brought  out  many  points 
that  destroyed  arguments  that  had 
been  given  earlier  in  the  evening,  but 
the  judges,  Professors  Smith,  Bridg- 
man  and  Needham  gave  all  three  de- 
cisions to  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Rogers 
was  given  first  place  with  Mr.  Scouller 
a  close  second  and  Mr.  Mallory  in  third 
place.  All  three  of  these  men  are 
skilled  speakers,  having  taken  part  in 
many  contests.     Mr.  Rogers   was   one 


of  the  winners  of  the  Commencement 
Bulletin  debate  of  1900  and  was  first  in 
the  Freshman-Sophomore  Declama- 
tion Contest  of  1900.  Mr.  Scouller 
was  one  of  the  winners  of  the  Com- 
mencement Bulletin  debate  of  1899. 
Mr.  Mallory  was  one  of  the  winners  of 
the  Commencement  Bulletin  debate  of 
1899  and  was  second  in  the  Freshman- 
Sophomore  declamation  contest  of  last 
year. 

With  these  three  men  to  represent 
the  college  it  will  require  some  little 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  students  of 
Illinois  College  to  produce  a  team  that 
can  win  in  a  contest  with  Lake  For- 
est. 

A  fairly  good  audience,  consisting 
largely  of  students,  was  present  and 
the  debaters  were  encouraged  and  as- 
sisted by  the  attention  and  enthusiasm 
displayed. 

At  the  close  of  the  debate  while  the 
judges  were  comparing  notes  and  com- 
ing to  a  decision,  Mr.  R.  J.  L.  Matt- 
hews rendered  an  excellent  numberon 
the  pipe-organ. 

AMONG  THE   EXCHANGES. 

The  University  of  Chicago  this  year 
will  probably  lead  the  other  institutions 
of  learning  in  the  number  of  students 
enrolled.

The  first  number  on  the  program  was 
a  talk  on  "The  Moral  Value  of  the  Sa- 
loon."

Basket  Ball  in  Athletics. 

There  are  few  forms  of  indoor  ath- 
letics that  are  attracting  more  attention 
throughout  the  country  than  basket 
ball.  This  is  a  sport  that  has  sprung 
up  in  recent  years  but  its  growth  has 
been  rapid  and  its  popularity  is  as 
strong  in  the  western  schools  as  in 
those  of  the  east. 

Five  years  ago  this  game  was  looked 
upon  as  fitted  only  for  the  co-eds  but 
this  view  has  changed  radically  and 
this  season  shows  basket  ball  teams  or- 
ganized by  the  men    in     nearly     every 


college  of  the  east,  at  the  various  reg- 
imental posts  of  the  country  as  well  as 
in  the  different  Y.  M.  C  A.  associa- 
tions of  the  large  cities.  The  enthusi- 
asm for  the  game  shown  by  Yale  Uni- 
versity whose  team  recently  took  a 
western  trip  is  familiar  to  every  one 
who  is  interested  in  college  athletics. 

The  Amateur  Athletic  Union  made 
basket  ball  one  of  its  championship 
sports  in  1897,  and  the  popularity  of 
the  game  dates  from  that  event.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  at  present 
3,000  basket  ball  players  distributed 
among  the  various  states  from  Maine 
to  California.  That  the  west  is  superior 
in  the  game  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
the  Yale  team  lost  ten  out  of  the  eleven 
games  played  during  its  tour.  The 
trip  however  was  a  financial  success,  as 
many  as  5,000  persons  having  attended 
some  of  the  games. 

That  basket  ball  does  appeal 
especially  to  girls  and  young 
women  cannot  be  disputed,  but  it 
is  a  great  mistake  to  think  that  it 
can  have  no  broader  interest.  The 
game  requires  great  endurance,  strong, 
quick,  movements,  and  a  clear  head. 
As  a  health  producer  it  ranks  with  the 
best  of  indoor  sports.  That  a  more 
active  interest  in  the  game  at  Lake 
Forest  has  not  been  shown  is  a  cause 
of  regret.  The  splendid  facilities 
possessed  of  carrying  on  this  sport 
should  be  made  use  of  to  a  greater  ex- 
tent.

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 
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Athenaean, 

At  Athenaean  Friday  evening  a 
Tennyson  program  was  rendered.  The 
main  feature  of  the  evening  was  an  ex- 
tremely interesting  and  instructive  talk 
by  Professor  Jack  on  the  life  and  char- 
acter of  Lord  Tennyson. 

Professor  Jack  said  that  Tennyson 
was  a  man  who  never  felt  a  financial 
want.  Although  not  wealthy  it  was 
never  necessary  for  him  to  work  or 
sell  a  poem  because  he  needed  money, 
excepting  upon  one  occasion.  That 
was  when  a  boy  of  fifteen  he  and  his 
brother  sold  their  first  set  of  poems  for 
twenty  pounds  which  they  could  raise 
in  no  other  way. 

Tennyson  was  born  and  reared  in  a 
village  containing  not  more  than  sixty 
inhabitants.  Here  he  lived  until  forty 
years  of  age,  thus  losing  what  we  con- 
sider today  to  be  an  advantage,  the  ex- 
perience of  city  life. 

The  lasc  point  which  Professor  Jack 
made  was  that  Tennyson  was  a  man 
who  was  never  in  a  hurry.  He  was 
seventeen  years  in  writing  "In  Memor- 
iam,"  and  worked  26  years  on  the 
"Idylls  of  the  King"  before  pub- 
lishing them.  At  the  end  of  his  talk 
Professor  Jack  exhibited  to  the  society 
a  part  of  his  rare  collection  of  writings 
and  mementoes  of  the  poet.  After 
Professor  Jack,  E.  O.  Lansing  read  a 
paper  on  Enoch  Arden. 

The  debate:  "Resolved  that  Liter- 
ature is  more  important  educationally 
than  History."  It  was  won  by  Kinsley 
for  the  negative.  McClure  spoke  for 
the  affirmative. 

Zeta    Epsilon. 

The  program  of  the  Zeta  Epsilon 
society  last  Friday  night  was  of  unus- 
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ual  merit,  each  production  showing 
much  thought  and  good  preparation. 
The  first  was  a  talk  on  the  fallacies  of 
the  Socialists'  theories  by  J.  W.  Pres- 
ton. His  talk  was  confined  to  the 
theories  that  any  loss  to  the  capitalist 
benefits  the  laboring  man.  He  suc- 
ceeded in  disproving  this  idea.  The 
best  talk  of  the  evening  was  by  A.  G. 
Howland  who  spoke  on  "The  Public 
School  as  a  Social  Leveller."  Mr. 
Howland  said  in  substance  that  the 
public  school  did  not  effect  an  equili- 
brium by  lowering  the  upper  class  of 
society  and  raising  the  lower,  but  that 
it  raised  the  lower  element  to  a  level 
with  the  upper. 

Jean  Clos  gave  a  talk  on  the  char- 
acter of  Fra  Albertus  and  the  Phlistine 
and  illustrated  his  talk  with  several 
readings.  D.  P.  Douglass  read  a  pa- 
per on  "Modern  Factory  Methods"  de- 
scribing the  different  methods  factor- 
ies used  to  increase  the  comforts  of 
their  employes  and  thereby  increasing 
their  efficiency  as  workers. 

The  debate,  "Resolved,  that  the 
Army  Canteen  should  be  abolished" 
was  affirmed  by  Jacob  Spoolman  and 
denied  by  D.  W.  Rotroff.  Mr. 
Spoolman  maintained  that  the  fact 
that  so  many  saloons  started  up  around 
army  posts  after  the  canteens  were 
abolished  was  not  an  argument  in  fa- 
vor of  canteens  but  proved  that  the 
canteen,  did  not  decrease  the  demand 
for  liquor.  Mr.  Rotroff  claimed  that 
with  the  canteen,  there  was  not  so 
much  temptation  to  use  liquor.  The 
judges  decided  in  favor  of  the  affirm- 
ative.

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Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges. 

In  accordance  with  a  custom  of 
years  standing,  Thursday,  January  31, 
has  been  set  aside  as  a  day  of  prayer 
for  colleges.  Although  the  day  set 
apart  by  the  student  body  at  Versailles 
comes  some  weeks  later,  President 
McClure  has  thought  it  best  to  follow 
the  tradition  of  the  university  by  ob- 
serving the  last  Thursday  in  January. 
Accordingly  all  classes  are  dispensed 
with  and  every  student  of  the  three 
undergraduate  departments  is  asked  to 
attend  the  morning  service  in  the 
chapel  of  the  college  where  Dr.  Vance, 
of  Hyde  Park,  will  deliver  an  appro- 
priate address.  In  the  afternoon  sim- 
ilar services  are  to  be  held  at  Ferry 
Hall  and  the  academy. 

It  seems  particularly  fitting  that  we 
should  have  this  opportunity  to  pause 
at  the  end  of  our  first  semester's  work 
and  review  with  the  utmost  seriousness 
the  work  that  we  have  done  or    should 


have  done  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  the  remaining  half  year.  Let 
us  spend  the  leisure  moments  of  this 
day  meditating  upon  the  higher  and 
more  essential  problems  of  the  life  that 
is  before  us  and  inbibe  from  its  spirit 
truer  and  nobler  ambitions. 

Athletic   Finances. 

As  a  result  of  a  recent  speech  made 
by  Coach  Hollister,  of  Northwestern 
University,  the  students  of  that  insti- 
tution have  voted  to  tax  themselves  25 
cents  every  semester  for  athletic  pur- 
poses. This  plan  will  add  $300  a  year 
to  the  athletic  fund.  This  tax  is  not 
compulsory  but  it  is  thought  that  every 
student  will  comply  with  the  wish  of 
the  majority,  especially  as  refusal  to  do 
so  will  debar  such  a  one  from  member- 
ship in  the  athletic  association. 

The  need  of  some  similar  action  at 
Lake  Forest  is  too  manifest  to  need 
any  elaboration.  Lack  of  any  consid- 
erable source  of  revenue  has  left  our 
athletic  association  stranded  financially 
at  the  opening  of  every  year.  What- 
ever is  accumulated  during  the  football 
season  is  always  expended  on  the  base- 
ball and  track  teams  .  The  Stentor 
urges  most  earnestly  that  the  students 
consider  this  matter  and  take  some 
action  whereby  the  athletics  of  Lake 
Forest  shall  receive  more  adequate 
financial  support. 


The  spirit  toward  athletics  shown  by 
the  men  of  Lake  Forest  college  is 
something  in  which  at  least  they  can- 
not take  pride.  At  last  Saturday's 
game  there  were  not  more  then  ten 
college  men  present.  Under  such 
conditions  is  it  a  wonder  that  we  do 
not  have  more  victories  teams.  So 
long  as  nine-tenths  of  the  college  men 
sit  about  their  rooms  and  "knock"  the 
ten  or  twelve  players  who  are  striving 
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to  uphold  the  honor  of  the  university 
will  our  present  athletic  troubles  con- 
tinue. It  is  hoped  that  the  time  will 
come  when  the  student  body  as  a 
whole  will  display  more  energy  than 
that  required  to  eat  and  sleep.  Why 
not  wake  up,  take  a  brace  and  every- 
body turn  out  to  the  two  remaining 
games  on  the  indoor  schedule.  This 
invitation  extends  to  instructors  and 
students  alike. 


MEMORIAL  SERVICES. 

Services  in  memory  of  the  late 
Queen  Victoria  were  held  in  the 
Presbyterian  church  on  Sunday  even- 
ing. Addresses  by  Dean  Halsey, 
Professor  Stuart,  and  others  as  well  as 
the  singing  of  several  favorite  songs  of 
Victoria  and  her  son  Albert  Edward 
constituted  the  exercises  of  the  even- 
ing. 

Dean  Halsey  spoke  at  some  length, 
touching  upon  the  historical  events 
connected  with  the  reign  of  Queen 
Victoria  and  pronouncing  an  eulogy 
upon  the  noble  woman  who  had  for 
sixty-three  years  reigned  supreme  in 
the  hearts  of  her  many  subjects.  Pro- 
fessor Stuart  read  a  poem  written  by 
Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning  soon  after 
Victoria's  coronation  and  showed  in 
what  a  wonderful  manner  her  prophe- 
cies regarding  the  reign  of  the  queen 
had  been  fulfilled.  Mr.  Holt  then 
read  a  memorial  poem  written  by  a 
Lake  Forest  resident  who  desired  to 
have  her  name  kept  secret. 

The  meeting  closed  with  a  few  fitt- 
ing remarks  by  President  McClure.

On  the  Banks  of  the  Saluda. 

"What  winning  graces  !    What  majestic  mien  ! 
She  moves  a  goddess,  and  she  looks  a  queen  ! 
Yet  hence,  O  heaven  !     Convey  that  fatal  face, 
And  from  destruction  save  the  Trojan  race." 

Near  the  boundary  between  the  Car- 
olinas  a  stream  of  considerable  width 
flows  into  the  Saluda  river.  Its  length 
however  is  such  that  one  passing  up  it 
soon  reaches  its  source,  but  the  short 
journey  takes  one  through  a  country 
even  today  so  replete  with  beauties  of 
nature  that,  were  it  located  anywhere 
but  in  Virginia  or  the  Carolinas,  so  full 
of  such  places,  it  would  be  the  Mecca 
of  many  a  tourist. 

There  is  a  legend  of  a  beautiful  girl 
who  lived  in  this  region,  whose  per- 
sonal attractions  alone  merited  the 
name  of  Helen,  but  the  resemblance  is 
complete  when  one  knows  the  number 
of  southern  Trojans  lured  on  to  de- 
struction by  her  fatal  face.  Her  career 
finally  ended  in  the  denoument  of  this 
story. 

At  one  time  there  were  three  Tro- 
jans struggling  for  recognition.  One 
fair  haired  and  blue  eyed,  who  had 
drifted  across  the  seas  to  the  new 
country;  a  second,  with  the  dark  face 
and  graceful  carriage  of  the  Creole;  and 
the  third,  a  man  of  ordinary  appear- 
ance, but  of  considerable  strength  of 
body.  At  first  the  battle  was  to  the 
strong.  To  the  fair  and  the  dark  Tro- 
jans there  seemed  to  be  an  affinity  be- 
tween the  two  that  they  could  not  un- 
derstand. Day  after  day  the  lives  of 
the  four  ran  parallel;  now  one  of  the 
three  seeming  to  forge  ahead  of  the 
other  two  in  the  race  for  favor  at  the 
hand  of  the  fair  Helen,  and  then  again 
when  seemingly  at  a  point  of  winning 
the  race,  receiving  some  check  that 
would  put  him  behind  the  others. 

When  in  the  company  of  the  dark 
Trojan  the  goddess   of  the    wilderness 
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seemed  full  of  that  sparkling  gayety 
inherent  in  the  blood  of  southern 
women,  and  the  woods  often  rang  with 
peal  after  peal  of  her  intoxicating 
laughter  as  they  wandered  together. 
With  the  fair  Trojan  her  demeanor 
varied  in  moods  as  rapidly  changing  as 
the  shadows  and  rifts  of  sunlight  play- 
ing on  the  brook  near  them.  His  frank 
open  hearted  teutonic  nature  denied 
him  the  savoir  faire  of  employing  the 
chivalric  terms  of  flattery  so  natural  to 
the  creole,  and  he  despaired  of  success, 
cursing  his  inability  to  arouse  an  inter- 
est in  the  heart  of  the  girl. 

To  the  disinterested  observer,  how- 
ever, an  artificial  coldness  was  easily 
descernable,  and  now  and  again  a  deli- 
cate flush  would  betray  the  sincerer 
thoughts  of  the  girl.  Her  relation  to 
the  third  Trojan  was  strange.  He 
seemed  to  exercise  a  sort  of  guardian- 
ship over  her  which  she  accepted  with 
a  gentle  tenderness. 

The  beautiful  wilderness  invited  the 
quartette  to  many  long  journeys 
through  it,  and  upon  one  of  these  occa- 
sions when  the  exuberant  spirits  of  the 
girl  were  at  overflowing,  she  preemp- 
torily  demanded  to  be  placed  on  the 
bank  of  the  stream  down  which  they 
had  been  drifting  and  commanded  the 
Trojans  to  row  to  the  other  side.

The 
Dents  are  contemplating  a  trip  through 
the  east  and  also  several  large  cities  in 
Canada. 

In  an  indoor  baseball  game  at  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  last  Wednesday,  J.  D. 
Henderson  received  injuries  which 
proved  fatal.  He  met  with  the  acci- 
dent while  he  was  putting  out  a  man 
at  the  home  plate.  He  was  knocked 
down  and  sustained  a  compound  frac- 
ture of  the  leg  and  the  shock  proved 
fatal. 

The  athletic  association  of  North- 
western University  is  soon  to  be  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  state. 

At  a  conference  between  the  row- 
ing committees  of  Harvard  and  Yale, 
held  recently,  the  details  of  the  next 
races  between  the  crews  were  decided. 
The  races  will  be  held  at  New  London 
on  June  27. 

The  Fond  du  Lac  Athletic  club  bas- 
ket-ball team  will  leave  March  15  for 
a  3,000-mile  trip,  one  of  the  longest 
ever  taken  by  an  athletic  club  team. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Yale  foot 
ball  association  was  recently  held  at 
New  Haven  with  an  attendance  of 
nearly  1000.  Charles  D.  Francis,  1902, 
was  elected  manager  of  the  eleven: 
Manager  Hixon,  the  retiring  head  of 
the  association,  reported  that  the  re- 
ceipts during  the  season  of  1900  had 
reached  the  unprecedented  sum  of 
$44,428.66.  The  expenditures  were 
$22,356.89  and  the  net  receipts  $22,- 
071.77. 

The  Oxford-Cambridge  boat  race 
will  take  place  on  March  30.  The  first 
race  was  rowed  in  1829  at  Henley-on- 
Thames    and     was    won     by     Oxford. 
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Seven  years  elapsed  before  a  second 
contes:  and  three  before  the  third. 
Then  it  was  rowed  annually  for  four 
years.  Between  1842  and  1856  there 
were  only  five  races,  but  since  that 
date  there  have  been  annual  contests. 
The  fastest  time  ever  made  in  the  race 
was  in  1893,  when  the  Oxford  crew 
rowed  the  course  with  the  tide  in 
i8:47-  

PROFESSOR  ELISHA  GRAY. 

At  the  chapel  services  Monday  Professor 
Thomas  gave  a  talk  on  the  late  Elisha  Gray, 
whose  recent  death  has  attracted  universal  at- 
tention. Professor  Gray  ranked  among  the 
first  scientists  and  inventors  of  the  world. 
Among  his  inventions  might  be  mentioned  the 
telephone,  the  "electro-harmonic  telegraph,' 
the  needle  enunciator  and  an  instrument  by 
which  ships  at  sea  could  detect  tne  approach 
of  other  vessels. 

Professor  Gray,  who  lived  at  Highland  Park, 
had  a  large  circle  of  friends  at  Lake  Forest. 
His  acquaintance  with  Professor  Thomas  had 
extended  through  a  period  of  twelve  years. 
In  his  talk  before  the  students  Professor 
Thomas  paid  a  very  fitting  tribute  to  the  life 
of  the  great  scientist.  He  told  how  Dr.  Gray 
being  born  in  poverty,  had  pushed  his  way  up- 
ward through  adversity  and  want  until  his 
name  had  become  known  in  educated  circles 
throughout  the  world. 

But  it  was  not  as  a  scientist,  said  Professor 
Thomas,  but  as  a  man,  that  Dr.  Gray  attained 
his  highest  greatness.  It  was  his  simpleness, 
naturalness  and  his  genuineness  that  marked 
him  above  all  other  things.  He  was  not  mar- 
red, as  some  men  are,  by  specialty,  but  was  a 
student  of  art,  and  politics  and  literature.  He 
was  not  only  a  discoverer,  but  was  a  combina- 
tion of  those  great  and  noble  elements  which 
make  up  the  true  christian  and  the    true   man.

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DAY  OP  PRAYER. 

The  day  of  prayer  for  colleges  was 
religiously  observed  by  the  students 
and  faculty  of  Lake  Forest.  Services 
were  held  at  college  chapel  in  the 
morning  and  at  Ferry  Hall  and  acad- 
emy chapels  in  the  afternoon. 

Dr.  Vance  delivered  a  stirring  ad- 
dress at  the  morning  service.  Taking 
for  his  text  the  words  of  St.  Paul, 
"Covet  ye  therefore  the  best,"  he  in- 
terpreted this  passage  in  a  striking 
manner,  and  emphasized  its  application 
to  everyday  christian  living.  Dr.  Vance 
portrayed  christians  of  today,  as  they 
are  and  as  they  should  be,  and  classified 
them  in  four  groups,  those  who  regard 
their  life  and  work  as  "good  enough," 
"as  good  as  others,"  "better  than 
others"  and  "the  best." 

The  speaker  deplored  the  prevalence 
of  that  indolent  contentedness  among 
masses  of  people  who  are  satisfied  to 
do  "as  father  did,"  forgetting  that  life 
is  either  advancement  or  retrogression 
and  that  stagnation  is  death.  Advo- 
cating the  cause  of  aggressive  pro- 
ductive Christianity,  he  denounced  the 
antiquated,  orthodox  contingent  Avho 
trust  to  the  efficacy  of  prayer  and 
meanwhile  forget  to  work.  We  be- 
come like  that  on  which  our  hearts  are 
fixed,  he  said,  therefore  we  should 
strive  to  be  and  to  do  the  best  that  our 
natures  will  permit.  Not  content  with 
mediocre  accomplishment,  let  each  en- 
deavor still  further  to  excel  himself. 

The  strong  appeal  of  Dr.  Vance  made 
a  deep  impression  on  his  audience. 


CONQUEST  OE  INDIEEERENCE. 


A  COMMUNICATION. 


The  effect  arising  from  the  contag- 
ious weakness  of  indifference  has  been 
forcibly  demonstrated  by  the  indispo- 
sition of  many  to  take  extreme  meas- 
ures as  resources  for  employment. 
Idleness  seems  preferable  to  applica- 
tion and  as  a  result  of  its  continuance, 
gives  birth  to  despondency  and  kin- 
dred destroyers  of  mind  and  body,  all 
of  which  emanate  from  the  apparently 
unharmful  indifference  entertained 
and  nourished  through  the  lack  of  am- 
bition. Many  believe  that  the  earn- 
ing of  a  living  is  the  only  object 
worthy  of  consideration,  and  they 
never  allow  their  gaze  to  penetrate 
beyond  that  line,  or  if  they  do,  the  il- 
lumination of  study  and  hard  mental 
work  seems  to  completly  dazzle  them 
into  the  belief  that  their  chances  of 
success  would  not  compensate  them 
for  the  effort.  To  overcome  this  in- 
difference, one  must  encourage  an  am- 
bition that  will  constantly  keep  you 
on  the  endeavor  toward  the  attainable 
object;  for  an  ambition  is  never  realized 
unless  coaxed  by  serious  industry, 
then  it  is  that  the  blue  haze  of  despair 
which  encircled  indifference,  gives 
place  to  the  crystallized  color  of  grow- 
ing intelligence,  thereby  bringing  into 
view  the  high  ideals  that  make  life 
profitable  and  bright.  Do  not  let  this 
indifference  eat,  like  rust,  all  that  is 
beautiful  in  life.  Just  stop  a  moment 
in  sincere  consideration  and  you  will 
acknowledge  your  mistake  and  wonder 
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why  it  was  that  you  never  could  see  it 
so  picturesque  before.  Then  deter- 
mine to  plant  in  the  distant  future  an 
aim  which  will  give  life  an  object,  and 
thus  the  employment  of  mind  will  de- 
vise means  of  labor  for  the  body.  The 
beginning  of  true  life  is  when  sincerity 
enters  into  it  and  leads  on,  as  if  by 
the  hand,  into  the  intricacies  of  knowl- 
edge and  its  surroundings,  thereby  cul- 
tivating in  the  hitherto  dormant  brain, 
the  talent  which  will  fit  the  individual 
for  some  profession,  and  as  all  values 
are  judged  from  contrasts  and  associa- 
tions, it  will  find  its  position  accord- 
ingly. With  the  increase  of  compet- 
ency will  come  greater  opportunities 
and  the  smaller  field  of  competion,  to- 
gether with  the  dividend  of  reward. 

It  is  especially  noticeable  among  col- 
lege students  that  they  allow  their  leis- 
ure moments  to  drift  by  with  few  ac- 
complishments apart  from  the  plain 
routine  of  their  studies.  Not  only  this, 
but  they  are  often  led  more  easily  than 
other  people  to  the  gratification  of  ap- 
petite that  if  continued  can  result  in 
nothing  but  evil. 

The  need  of  an  ideal,  an  object  by 
which  to  be  guided,  is  felt  if  one  would 
fathom  the  maze  of  life's  journey  and 
escape  a  ruinous  destination. 

On  the  other  hand  the  outlined  ca- 
reer would  trend  upward,  as  proven  by 
thousands  of  living  illustrations.  I 
therefore  commend  the  alternative  of 
recognizing  the  leisure  moments  by  an 
enforcement  of  will  power  that  will 
pursue  some'  steady  aim  in  life,  until  it 
becomes  of  prime  importance. 

A  young  man  should  not  think  his 
mind  is  not  strong  enough  to  compre- 
hend a  course  of  study,  and  instead  of 
avoiding  it  as  many  do,  give  this  "sec- 
ond line  of  business"  attention.  Don't 
be  content  with  your  lot  until  you  see 
in  the  near  future  some  other   line    of 


work  to  which  you  can  turn  as  a  result 
of  your  persistent  application.  Be  sys- 
tematic in  your  study,  and  above  all  do 
not  lose  interest,  for  interest  is  the 
foundation  upon  which  many  men  base 
theirsuccess.  So  I  say,  dust  your  books, 
open  wide  their  pages,  and  draw  into 
life  the  breath  of  knowledge,  and  you 
will  ultimately  receive  a  golden  reward; 
if  not  in  worldly  medium,  it  will  surely 
be  in  reputation,  and  reputation  is  the 
standing  advertisement  of  success — 
while  money  is  but  a  servant.  The 
most  coveted  thing  to  worldly  eyes  is  a 
true  character,  for  the  person  who  has 
such  is  crowned  with  the  wreath  of  re- 
spect, and  robed  in  the  linen  of  dignity, 
both  of  which  command  attention  and 
admiration.  Surely  such  a  position  is 
envious,  but  it  can  never  be  attained 
unless  you  put  in  emphatic  relief  on 
your  will  the  words,  "I  shall,"  then  will 
follow  the  tug-of-war,  in  which  you 
must  pull  your  strongest  until  your  op- 
ponent is  drawn  over  the  line  of  de- 
markation.

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Dean  Mdsey  on  Russia's  Expansion. 


In  a  current  number  of  the  Interior 
appears  an  able  article  on  the  expan- 
sion of  Russia  by  Dean  J.  J.  Halsey,  of 
Lake  Forest  University.  The  article 
has  been  extensively  quoted  by  the 
press  of  the  country.  The  subject  is 
of  special  interest  at  this  time  to  stu- 
dents who  are  watching  the  movements 
of  the  great  powers  in  their  struggle 
for  supremacy.  The  article  in  part  is 
as  follows: 

Russia  today  means  a  population  of 
123,000,000.  or  three  times  the  popu- 
lation of  any  other  state  but  our  own, 
and  nearly  double  ours.  This  great 
mass  of  people  is  in  the  main  of  kin- 
dred biood,  and  animated  by  a  single 
spirit — satisfaction  with  themselves 
and  their  own  country.  They  are  one 
of  the  most  law-abiding  and  docile  of 
races,  and  their  rapid  development  in 
wealth,  in  industrial  and  commercial 
ways,  in  a  larger  view  of  their  respon- 
sibility in  the  world,  can  only  accrue 
to  the  benefit  of  mankind  in  general. 
It  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  human- 
ity and  even  of  the  selfish  interests  of 
international  trade  to  have  them  rea- 
lize the  aspirations  of  their  rulers,  and 
come  out  of  their  isolation  into  full 
touch  with  the  twentieth  century.  Si- 
beria, like  the  "great  American  desert" 
as  a  geographical  bugaboo  has  dissap- 
peared  from  our  maps,  or  at  least  has 
been  relegated  to  latitute  sixty-four. 
For  nine  hundred  miles  south  of  that 
line    stretches    a    belt    three      thous- 


and miles  long,  full  of  the  potential 
fourfold  wealth  of  forest,  mine,  ranch 
and  farm.  Soon  that  other  parallelism, 
which  mentioned  it  in  the  same  breath 
with  Botany  bay,  will  be  a  matter 
merely  of  historical  interest,  for  the 
government  edict  is  even  now  being 
shaped  which  will  end  all  penal  trans- 
portation, and  the  great  railway  has 
already  poured  so  many  free  colonists 
into  this  virgin  northland  that  the  con- 
vict settler  is  today  in  a  small  minor- 
ity. 

Is  it  not  admirable — the  way  in 
which  this  patient,  silent  people  has 
gone  at  its  self-elected  yet  God-ap- 
pointed task-or  self-development,  of 
national  expansion?  Not  a  word  has 
been  said  against  this  growth,  but  may 
be  said  against  the  great  American 
people,  as  they  have  flowed  over  the 
Alleganies  and  Mississippi,  prairie  and 
mountain,  to  the  golden  opportunity 
of  the  West.  No  obstacles  other  than 
those  of  nature  barred  our  way.  No 
concert  of  nations  pre-empted  our 
conquests,  or  drove  us  from  the  path- 
way of  destiny.  And  although  Rus- 
sia has  reversed,  in  her  latest  move- 
ment, the  procession  of  Berkeley's 
prophecy,  has  she  not  simply  followed 
our  example  as  she  has  turned  her  face 
from  her  international  frontage  ocean 
to  find  another  on  the  backward  verge 
of  her  "hinterland?"  That  the  sub- 
jugation of  inferior  races  to  the  supre- 
macy of  the  "great    White    Czar"    has 
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been  attended  by  wrong-doing  and 
violence  no  one  will  deny.  But  that 
it  has  been  beneficient  in  its  main  pur- 
pose and  large  results  we  may  call  re- 
luctant Englishmen  to  testify.  As  far 
removed  from  a  Russophil  tendency 
as  any  man  living  is  Archibald  R. 
Colquhoun,  yet  in  his  latest  book  he 
says:  "It  would  be  unjust  not  to  note 
the  fact  that  the  general  influence  of 
Russia  in  the  territories  she  has  ac- 
quired in  the  far  East  has  been  for 
good.  Not  only  has  she  introduced  a 
higher  degree  of  civilization,  but  she  has 
opened  up  vast  regions  to  commercial, 
scientific  and  general  development, 
not  shrinking  from  the  initial  expendi- 
tures involved  in  the  construction  of 
roads  and  other  means  of  communica- 
tion through  difficult  and  often  dan- 
gerous territories.  And  these  benefits 
are  already  apparent  in  Manchuria, 
where  from  the  very  commencement 
of  the  Russian  occupation,  a  silent 
transformation  has  been  taking  place, 
and  is  now  proceeding  at  lightning 
speed." 

This  is  from  the  man  who  this  year 
devotes  a  whole  book  to  "Russia 
Against  India."  And  Mr.  James,  an 
Indian  official,  after  a  thorough  survey 
of  Manchuria,  wrote  as  long  ago  as 
1887:  "It  was  intolerable  that  a  great 
continental  highway  like  the  Amur 
should  be  closed  forever  to  commerce, 
and  vast  regions  to  colonists,  simply 
because  of  China's  crass  obstructive- 
ness.  Had  the  Chinese  government 
seemed  likely  to  give  the  regions  of 
the  Amur  the  semblance  of  a  civilized 
administration,  our  sympathies  might 
have  been  with  her.  But  she  pursued 
the  insane  policy  of  keeping  tens  of 
thousands  of  square  miles  simply  a 
desert,  and  preventing  the  develop- 
ment of  Russian  civilization  in  Eastern 
Asia.     And  Russia,  to  her   credit,    has 


since  the  annexation  spent  large  sums 
of  money,  and  made  increasing  efforts 
to  develop  prosperous  agricultural  com- 
munity and  open  out  commerce  in  re- 
gions of  which  China  was,  after  all, 
only  nominally  mistress,  and  by  the 
cession  of  which  she  lost  nothing." 

Manchuria  is  already  in  the  hands  of 
Russia.  But  for  the  recent  Chinese 
outbreak  against  "foreign  devils"  her 
trains  would  already  pull  out  of  Mos- 
cow for  the  journey's  end  at  Port  Ar- 
thur. Before  another  season  the  route 
will  be  completed,  What  can  any  well 
wisher  of  the  human  race  and  believer 
in  progress  better  wish  for  all  those 
misgoverned  and  unutilized  border 
lands  of  China,  that  stretches  from  the 
Pamirs  to  Korea — 4,oco  miles  of  stag- 
nation, tempered  by  anarchy — than 
that  they  should  pass  beneath  the  firm 
and  equal  rule  of  a  life-giving  govern- 
ment. Better  such  a  fate,  even  for 
China,  herself,  then  that  she  should 
oscillate  between  the  infamy  of  her 
present  administration  and  the  alterna- 
tive danger  of  division  among  the  rob- 
ber nations  that  with  no  natural  pro- 
cess of  expansion  urging  them  on,  are 
now  preying  upon  her  coast  lands.

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Athletic   Association  Meets. 

The  college  athletic  association  met 
in  the  college  chapel  last  Monday  after- 
noon. A  majority  of  the  student  body 
was  present,  the  number  of  young  la- 
dies in  attendance  being  especially 
gratifying.  President  Burnap  called 
the  meeting  to  order  and  after  the 
routine  business  had  been  transacted  a 
motion  was  made  by  Donald  Frazier 
Biggs,  the  base  ball  manager,  that  the 
proper  authorities  be  requested  to  in- 
sert in  the  semester  bills  a  charge  of 
one  dollar  for  athletics,  the  sum  thus 
obtained  to  be  used  in  the  support  of 
the  various  teams.  The  motion  was 
carried  without  a  dissenting  vote.  This 
request  will  be  laid  before  the  faculty 
without  delay  where  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  favorably  considered. 

Under  the  present  plan  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  per  semester  is  of  course 
voluntary,  but  very  few  will  refuse  to 
pay  such  a  reasonable  amount  toward 
the  support  of  so  important  a  feature 
of  college  life  as  athletics.  In  adopt- 
ing such  a  measure  the  association  is 
merely  following  the  precedent  of 
many  other  universities  in  which  the 
plan  has  been  tried  and  found  to 
succeed. 

This  action  of  the  students  places 
the  base  ball  management  upon  a 
secure  footing  and  will  be  a  great  en- 
couragement to  track  men. 

As  a  result  of  disbanding  the  foot 
ball  team  last  fall  the  treasury  is  in  a  de- 
pleted condition  and  some  extraordi- 
nary plan  was  necessary.  If  the  students 


respond  to  the  payment  of  the  bills  as 
enthusiastically  as  they  voted  at  the 
meeting,  the  treasurer  will  soon  be  en- 
abled to  meet  all  the  demands  of  the 
various  managers. 

E.  G.  Banta,  who  has  been  the  ath- 
letic association  treasurer  during  the 
last  semester,  handed  in  his  resigna- 
tion and  R.  R.  Ross  was  elected  to  fill 
the  position.  There  being  no  further 
business  the  meeting  adjourned.

A  movement  is  on  foot  to  induce  all 
the  American  colleges  to  adopt  a  uni- 
form basis  for  the  test  of  strong  men. 
It  is  true  that  a  so-called  intercollegiate 
strength  test  is  in  vogue,  but  only  few 
colleges  recognize  the  need.  It  is 
possible  that  an  athlete  who  in  Har- 
vard acquires  the  highest  percentage 
will  make  only  a  mediocre  showing  at 
Yale.  When  Carver  of  New  Haven 
visited  Chicago  last  year  he  was  much 
surprised  over  the  way  tests  were 
made  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Dr.  Racroft  of  the  latter  institution, 
who  has  made  a  study  of  testing  the 
strength  of  the  maroons,  is  in  favor  of 
a  uniform  set  of  rules  to  govern  all  in- 
stitutions of  learning. 


For  the  last  time  the  indoor  meets 
of  the  Univertity  of  Chicago  will  be 
held  this  year  in  the  old  weather-beat- 
en "gym."  Coach  Stagg  said  last  week 
that  it  is  the  expectatian  of  the  author- 
ities to  have  the  new  gymnasium 
ready  for  next  winter's  work.  For 
years  the  old  "gym"  was  the  only  pos- 
sible indoor  track  for  athletics,  and 
nearly  all  the  Chicago  athletes  from 
colleges,  high  schools  and  clubs  have 
received  instruction  and  running  prac- 
tice upon  the  track.

Professor  Thomas  repre- 
sented the  old  orthodox  clergyman  of 
the  peroid. 

Professor  Thomas  made  the  address 
of  welcome  which  was  replied  to  by 
Professor  Stuart.  Following,  Dean  Hal- 
sey  spoke  of  the  "Young  Men  of  the 
Revolution;"  Miss  Sargent  on  "Colon- 
ial Life,"  and  Professor  Burnap  on 
"George  Washington."  Refreshments, 
consisting  of  doughnuts,  pumpkin  pie, 
cider  and  other  revolutionary  delicacies 
were  served.  Miss  Hull,  Miss  Hunt- 
ington, Mrs.  White,  Mr.  Albro,  Mr. 
Jackson  and  Professor  Hibbeler  danced 
the  minuet  and  the  evening  closed  with 
the  Virginia  reel  in  which  everyone  par 
ticipated.  The  costumes,  many  of  them 
identical  ones  of  the  period,  the  pow- 
dered coiffures,  and  the  setting  as  a 
whole  made  a  very  pleasing  picture. 
It  hardly  seems  presumptuous  to  sug- 
gest that  the  University  Club  throw 
open  the  galleries  as  is  done  in  the 
United  States  Senate,  upon  such  inter- 
esting occasions. 


EIRST  ANNUAL  JUNIOR  PROM. 

The  first  annual  junior  promenade 
for  the  students  and  alumni  of  Lake 
Forest  University  was  held  last  Thurs- 
day in  the  H.  C.  Durand  Art  Institute. 
The  prom  was  a  brilliant  success,  near- 
ly two  hundred  guests  being  in  attend- 
ance. About  seventy  couples  took 
part  in  the  grand  march. 

This  event,  which  is  regarded  as  the 
swell  social  event  of  the  year  at  Lake 
Forest,  was  proposed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  class  of  '02  several  weeks  ago  and 
from  that  time  the  class  worked  incess- 
antly to  make  their  social  function  a 
success.

Washington's  Birthday  Exercises, 

Impressive  anniversary  exercises 
were  held  at  Reid  Memorial  Chapel 
February  22,  in  commemoration  of 
Washington's  birthday.  Through  the 
kindness  of  Mrs.  Reid  the  chapel  had 
been  handsomely  decorated  with  flags 
and  flowers.  An  orchestra  of  local 
talent  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  N. 
D.  Pratt  added  effect  to  the  jubilant 
notes  of  the  pipe  organ.  The  enthu- 
siasm of  the  large  assemblage  was 
roused  by  many  patriotic  songs,  and 
hearty  applause  was  accorded  to  the 
soloists,  Miss  Mary  Lawton  Fales  and 
Miss  Efne  Stone.  Rev.  M.  Bross 
Thomas  led  in  prayer,  after  which 
Professor  John  J.  Halsey,  chairman, 
made  some  remarks  upon  the  purpose 
of  the  day's  celebration  and  read  a 
poem  on  "Washington"  by  James  Rus- 
sel  Lowell. 

The  speaker  of  the  day  was    Profes- 
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sor  W.  D.  Mackenzie,  D.  D-,  of  the 
Congregational  Seminary,  Chicago. 
Dr.  Mackenzie,  by  birth,  is  a  native  of 
Great  Britain  and  therefore  his  views 
on  Washington  and  the  American 
Revolution  are  especially  interesting. 
He  traced  the  development  of  freedom 
in  the  colonies  and  showed  how  the 
English  people  of  that  period  were 
themselves  fighting  against  the  tyran- 
ny of  George  III.  Disregarding  the 
council  of  his  wisest  ministers,  the  king 
attempted  to  foist  upon  all  his  subjects 
an  autocracy,  and  this  autocracy  was  as 
deeply  felt  by  the  inhabitants  of  Eng- 
land as  by  the  people  of  the  far-distant 
American  colonies. 

England  now  recognizes,  and  her 
school  children  are  now  being  taught, 
that  America  was  right  when  it  refused 
taxation  without  representation.  Had 
the  advice  of  the  great  Pitt  been  fol- 
lowed, the  separation  of  the  colonies 
from  the  mother  country  could  pos- 
sibly have  been  averted.  The  best 
Englishmen  of  that  age  denounced  the 
foreign  policy  of  the  king;  and  as  for 
the  mass  of  the  people,  they  were  ig- 
norant of  the  real  conditions  which  led 
to  the  Revolution.  At  no  time  were 
American  grievances  due  to  the  Eng- 
lish people;  they  were  caused  solely 
by  the  English  king  and  against  him 
alone  should  the  reproaches  of  Amer- 
ica be  directed. 

Continuing  Dr.  Mackenzie  described 
the  influence  of  Washington  on  the 
new  Republic.  The  earlydiscipline  of 
Washington  gave  him  power  to  lead  a 
people  in  a  great  crisis.  In  the 
French  and  Indian  war,  as  a  young- 
commander,  he  gained  self-control;  his 
strength  of  will  and  his  intellect  were 
put  to  severe  tests  and  he  triumphed. 
One  of  the  most  unselfish  of  men,  he 
sacrificed  himself  and  his  fortune  in 
the  cause  of   American   liberty.     How 


sublime  the  picture  of  Washington  at 
Valley  Forge  and  after  the  battle  of 
Long  Island:  the  anchor  of  a  nation, 
the  last  hope  of  a  despairing  people. 

Successful  at  last,  after  a  lono;  strug- 
gle,  he  is  called  upon  to  guide  a  young 
nation  in  peace  as  he  had  in  war. 
Again  our  admiration  is  called  forth 
by  his  sanity  of  judgment,  his  practi- 
cal statesmanship,  his  calm  dignity  as 
chief  magistrate,  his  love  of  justice, 
and  his  earnest  effort  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  his  countrymen.  Stronger 
than  Caesar  or  Napoleon  he  is  able  to 
renounce,  without  a  pang,  a  proffered 
crown,  clearly  recognizing  that  his 
country  will  be  great  so  long  as  it  re- 
mains free  from  the  monarchial  curse 
of  other  nations. 

Washington  was  grave  and  cour- 
teous in  address,  his  manners  were 
simple  and  unpretending,  his  silence 
and  the  serene  calmness  of  his  tem- 
per spoke  of  a  perfect  self-mastery; 
but  there  was  little  in  his  outer  bear- 
ing to  reveal  the  grandeur  of  soul 
which  lifts  his  figure  ,  with  all  the  sim- 
ple majesty  of  an  ancient  statue,  out 
of  the  smaller  passions,  the  meaner 
impulses  of  the  world  around  him. 
Whether  on  foot  or  in  the  saddle, 
wherever  his  blue  coat  with  buff  fac- 
ings was  seen — on  a  Sunday  parade, 
or  as  he  galloped  through  the  bullets 
to  meet  and  lead  back  into  the  fire  a 
retreating  regiment, — he  looked,  every 
one  of  his  many  inches,  the  king  of 
men  that  nature  made  him.  No  no- 
bler figure  ever  stood  in  the  forefront 
of  a  nation's  life. 


According  to  statistics  recently  corn- 
spiled,  there  are  472  colleges  in  the 
United  States,  the  total  value  of  the 
property,  including  grounds,  buildings 
and  apparatus,  being  estimated  at 
$150,000,000. 
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State  Convention  of  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

At  the  convention  held  in  Blooming- 
ton,  February  14  to  17,  the  state  asso- 
ciation of  Illinois,  which  has  not  exist- 
ed for  four  years,  was  reorganized  with 
headquarters  at  Bloomington.  This 
city  is  the  original  home  of  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  in  this  state,  as  it  was  at  the  I.  S. 
N.  U.,  at  Normal,  the  pleasant  little 
suburb  of  Bloomington,  that  the  first 
association  was  organized  in  1872.  The 
state  committee  was  also  elected  and 
consisted  of  six  of  the  prominent 
women  of  Bloomington  and  Normal, 
with  members  from  the  more  impor- 
tant college  and  city  associations. 

Interesting  addresses  were  given  by 
Rev.  Joseph  R.  Vance,  of  Chicago,  Mr. 
Walter  M.  Wood,  of  the  central  de- 
partment, Chicago  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and 
Miss  Bessie  McCoy,  who  passed  through 
the  seige  at  Pekin.  Of  a  particularly 
helpful  nature  were  the  bible  readings 
conducted  every  morning  of  the  con- 
vention by  Miss  May  N.  Blodgett,  who 


is  Bible  Secretary  for  the  Chicago  as- 
sociations; and  likewise  the  student's 
conferences,  led  by  Miss  Bertha  Conde 
(Smith,)  the  student  secretary  of  the 
American  committee. 

On  Sunday  the  delegates  attended 
the  regular  church  services  in  the 
morning.  Many  of  the  evening  aud- 
iences in  the  city  were  addressed  by 
the  convention  speakers.  The  session 
was  closed  by  a  very  impressive  fare- 
well service,  led  by  Miss  Louise  F. 
Shields,  acting  state  secretary. 

During  the  convention  a  very  inter- 
esting trip  was  arranged  for  the  dele- 
gates to  the  Wesleyan  college,  the  I.S. 
N.  U.  and  the  Orphan's  Home  north 
of  Normal.  About  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  delegates,  largely  from 
college  associations,  were  present. 
The  delegates  from  the  Lake  Forest 
association  returned  with  many  new 
ideas  and  an  increased  enthusiasm 
gained  by  coming  in  close  touch  with 
the  members  of  so  many  other  asso- 
ciations. 


Shut  Out  Smaller  Colleges. 

Members  of  the  faculty  conference 
from  the  nine  conference  colleges  met 
Saturday  at  the  Lexington  hotel,  Chi- 
cago, in  an  all-day  session  and  gave  a 
cold  shoulder  to  all  attempts  of  the  so- 
called  smaller  colleges  to  enter  the 
fold  of  the  new  Association,  which  is 
to  be  called  the  Intercollegiate  Con- 
ference Athletic  association.  Smaller 
colleges  are  not  to  be  admitted  under 
any  consideration.  It  was  thought  in- 
expedient, inasmuch  as  it  would  make 
the  conference  too  unwieldy. 

Requests  for  admission  from  Notre 
Dame,  as  well  as  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska,  Carleton  college,  Drake 
and  Grinnell,  were  refused  by  the 
committee.  Notre  Dame  will  compete 
as  a  guest,  but  the  other  colleges  may 
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have  a  track  meet  of  their  own,  as 
they  have  an  option  on  the  Ravens- 
wood  field  and  will  thus  force  the  I. 
C.  A.  A.  to  seek  a  new  field  for  its 
meet.  The  new  association  will  invite 
all  the  other  colleges  to  compete,  but 
the  eligibility  of  their  athletes  must  be 
passed  on  by  a  committee  of  three  ap- 
pointed by  the  conference  association. 

Many  changes  were  made  in  the 
constitution  as  drawn  up  by  the  grad- 
uate committee  to  the  nine  conference 
colleges.  The  graduation  committee 
had  so  worded  the  constitution  that 
all  power  would  be  taken  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  faculty  committee  at  the 
end  of  one  year  and  the  whole  con- 
trol would  fall  to  the  former  students. 
The  students  are  not  in  favor  of  main- 
taining such  exclusion  against  the  alien 
colleges  and  would  have  taken  steps  of 
leniency  toward  them  next  year  if  the 
professors  had  not  put  their  foot  on 
the  plan  in  its  infancy  Saturday. 

The  professors  cut  and  slashed  the 
constitution  proposed  by  their  stu- 
dents, so  much  that  it  was  almost  un- 
recognizable, and  when  they  finished 
their  day's  work  they  had  the  whole 
situation  within  their  grasp  and  com- 
plete control.  They  think  that  these 
nine  colleges  are  geographically  situ- 
ated so  that  they  ought  to  have  com- 
plete control  of  athletics  in  the  middle 
west. 


Gents'   Driving  Tourney. 

The  snow  races  held  on  Western 
avenue  last  Thursday  afternoon  were 
largely  attended  by  students  of  the 
university.

Lake  Forest  won  the  last  home 
game  of  the  season  from  the  Lincolns 
Saturday  evening  by  a  score  of  30  to  5. 
It  is  true  that  the  Lincolns  did  not 
have  all  their  regular  men,  but  what 
they  did  have  were  the  best  of  their 
team.  Lake  Forest  was  in  good  form 
and  every  man  played  his  best.  The 
batting  of  Betten,  Rumsey  and  Ross 
was  the  best  seen  in  Lake  Forest  this 
year,  while  the  fielding  of  these  men, 
with  that  of  Crippen,  was  remarkable. 
Stark  pitched  a  good  game  although 
he  had  a  lame  shoulder.  McCullough 
played  a  steady  game  at  first  and 
batted  well. 

Had  the  Varsity  started  out  at  the 
first  of  the  season  with  the  same  spirit 
and  dash  that  they  showed  against  the 
Lincolns,  no  doubt  the  championship 
banner  would  have  round  a  resting 
place  at  Lake  Forest.  On  comparing 
last  years  team  with  this  we  must  be- 
lieve that  there  has  been  a  great  gain 
made  this  year.

Blackler  of 
course  would  outclass  Stark  in  the  box 
having  several  years  of  experience 
back  of  him. 

Crippen  at  left  short  played  a  better 
fielding  game  this  year  then  last  but 
fell  off  in  batting.  Spencer  would 
have  a  good  deal  the  better  of  Cobb 
at  the  other  short  in  both  fielding  and 
batting,  while  McCullough  would  have 
the  better  of  Lewis  at  first  base.  Bet- 
ten and  Capt.  Rumsey  have  greatly 
improved  over  last   year    in    their    re- 
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spective  positions  and  the  same  may 
be  said  of  Denslow.  At  right  field, 
the  last  place,  Roosevelt  would  push 
McCarter.  Besides  his  fielding  and 
batting,  Roosevelt  is  valuable  as  a 
pitcher.  Then  the  teams  we  have  met 
this  year  are  not  to  be  compared  with 
those  of  last  year.  Last  year  our  op- 
ponents were  small  High  School  teams 
while  this  year  they  are  composed  of 
the  best  men  in  Chicago.

The  Spalding  indoor  ball  team  de- 
feated a  nine  from  the  West  Side  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  at  the  gymnasium  of  the  lat- 
ter team  Saturday  night  by  a  score  of 
6  to  2.  rhe  feature  of  the  game  was 
the  battery  work  of  Paul  and  Clark  of 
the  Spauldings.  Paul  struck  out  six- 
teen men  and  gave  four  hits,  while 
Craig  struck  out  twelve  men  and  was 
touched  up  for  the  same  number  of 
hits.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin  Athletic  association 
was  made  the  occasion  of  presenting 
to  the  students  some  facts  in  regard  to 
the  financial  standing  of  the  athletic 
department.  In  his  opening  remarks 
President  Chamberlain  stated  that  at 
the  meeting  a  year  before  the  associa- 
tion was  out  of  debt,  while  at  present 
it  was  in  debt  for  something  like  $3,000. 
Professor  C.  R.  Van  Hise,  faculty 
member  of  the  athletic  board,  follow- 
ed President  Chamberlain,  and  told  the 
students  that  unless  they  came  to  the 
front  liberally  with  subscriptions  it 
would  be  impossible  to  send  a  crew 
East  in  the  spring.  If  fraternities  and 
students,  he  said,  would  subscribe  half 
as  much  for  the  association  as  they 
had  expended  for  the  junior  "prom" 
festivities  it  would  put  athletics  on  a 
sound  basis.  It  was  announced  that 
subscription  papers  soon  would  be 
started  among  the  students.

Twelve  hundred  students  from  for- 
eign countries  attended  the  University 
of  Paris  last  year.

Dr.  Hadley,  president  of  Yale,  has 
begun  radical  changes  in  that  institu- 
tion. With  the  exception  of  the  fresh- 
man year  the  course  is  entirely 
elective,  and    has    been    shortened    to 
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three  years.  Greater  attention  is  di- 
rected to  specializing,  and  the  student 
may  elect  a  course  consistent  with  the 
profession  he  intends  to  follow. 

The  treasurer's  report  for  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  shows  that  the  ex- 
pense for  the  year  ending  June  30  was 
about  half  a  million  dollars. 

An  increase  of  interest  in  the  study 
of  English  is  noticeable  in  the  colleges; 
once  students  gave  their  whole  time  to 
Greek  and  Latin.  In  Yale,  out  of  320 
sophomores,  259  took  English,  124 
Greek,  203  Latin. 

An  exchange  contains  the  following 
interesting  item:  William  Smith 
came  near  losing  a  valuable  cow  last 
Saturday.  As  he  was  driving  the  cow 
into  the  barn  she  slipped  and  fell  on  the 
barn  floor  and  strained  her  milk. 

The  average  annual  expenditure  of 
the  class  of  '00  of  Princeton  for  four 
years  was  $719.56.  Thirty-one  men 
worked  their  way  through  college  en- 
tirely, and  thirty  more  in  part.  The 
average  age  at  graduation  was  twenty- 
one  and  one-half  years.

Services  at  Eort  Sheridan. 

Professor  Whyte  has  obtained  per- 
mission to  conduct  a  series  of  meetings 
Sunday  evenings  in  the  pavilion  at 
Fort  Sheridan  Park.  This  place  is  cus- 
tomarily used  by  vaudeville  shows. 

It  is  Mr.  Whyte's  purpose  to  conduct 
these  meetings  so  as  to  cultivate  among 
those  who  attend,  a  taste  for  something 
better  than  the  vaudeville  and  to  in- 
spire in  them  a  desire  for  the  gospel. 
He  is  positive  that  if  he  can  gain  afoot 
hold  among  them  he  can  do  a  perma- 
nent good. 

Sunday  evening  the  first  meeting 
was  held  and  fully  three  hundred  peo- 
ple attended.  The  program  consisted 
of  a  short  talk  by  Mr.  Whyte,  vocal  so- 
los, quartette  and  instrumental  music. 

At  the  close 
of  the  meeting  a  popular  vote  of  the 
audience  was  taken  to  see  if  they  de- 
sired the  meetings  continued.  The  re- 
sult was  unanimous  in  favor  of  a  con- 
tinuance. 
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Professor  INeedham's  Address, 

Bible  references  regarding  "Divis- 
ion of  Time"  was  the  subject  of  Pro- 
fessor Needham's  address  to  a  joint  as- 
sembly of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y. 
W.  C  A.  at  Lois  Durand  Hall  last  Tues- 
day evening. 

Beginning  with  the  allegorical  de- 
scription of  the  Creator,  Professor 
Needham  traced  the  development  of 
time  divisions  as  used  by  mankind 
throughout  the  ages.  Day  and  night 
summer  and  winter,  seed  time  and 
harvest,  dynasties  and  generations  are 
words  repeatedly  found  in  the  old  tes- 
tament Months  and  weeks  are  newer 
divisions  added  by  the  Jews;  hours 
were  first  spoken  of  in  the  time  of 
Christ,  while  the  smaller  divisions  of 
minutes  and  seconds  are  the  products 
of  a  busier  and  more  recent  period. 

The  growing  divisions  of  time  are 
alike  significant  to  the  scientist  and 
the  theologian,  inasmuch  as  they  mark 
new  stages  in  the  evolution  of  man  and 
register  different  periods  in  the  world's 
progress.  Humanity,  in  developing 
from  the  simple  to  the  complex,  be- 
came burdened  with  ^n  increase  of 
duties  in  the  discarge  of  which  it  ex- 
pended increased  effort  and  thus  learn- 
ed to  appreciate  the  value  of  time  and 
of  opportunity. 

Professor  Needham's  address  was 
calm,  concise  and  convincing.  It  con- 
tained many  kernels  of  wholesome 
truth,  so  welcome  to  the  open,  recep- 
tive mind.

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Indoor  Season  Ends. 

Last  Wednesday  evening  the  Varsity 
lined  up  against  the  Spaldings  of  Chi- 
cago for  their  last  league  game.  Only 
four  innings  were  played,  the  score  re- 
sulting in  favor  of  the  Spaldings  12  to 
4.  The  lights  in  the  hall  were  extreme- 
ly bad  and  were  largely  responsible  for 
the  large  score. 

Track  candidates  have  been  working 
hard  lately  under  coach  Jackson,  a  cap- 
tain not  having  yet  been  chosen.  The 
men  are  put  through  a  long  string  of 
exercises  before  the  regular  track  work 
in  order  to  get  them  in  good  condition 
by  the  time  the  weather  permits  work 
out  of  doors. 

Correspondence  is  being  kept  up 
with  Knox,  Illinois  and  Beloit  colleges 
in  regard  to  forming  an  athletic  league. 
So  far  the  signs  are  very  favorable  and 
there  is  every  probability  that  Lake 
Forest  will  be  able  to  arrange  a  meet 
with  the  above  named  colleges. 

Nearly  thirty  baseball  men  have  reg- 
istered with  captain  McCarter  and  will 
begin  work  the  last  of  the  month,  if  the 
weather  permits.  There  arc  many 
men  in  college  who  have  never  gone 
into  athletics  and  who  are  ignorant  of 
their  ability,  and  also  of  the  fact  that 
baseball  players  can  be  made.  All  the 
great  players  were  not  born  "cracker- 
jacks,"  but  gained  their  efficiency 
through  hard  work.  Every  man  should 
come  out  and  make  a  try  for  the  team. 

Manager  Rumsey  has  been  negotia- 
ting for  some  time  with  all  the  western 
colleges  for  football  dates,  and  so  far 
has  been  very  successful.  He  has  ar- 
rangements made  to  play  at  St.  Louis, 
Cincinnati  and  several  other  places  at 
some  distance  from  Chicago.  The  pros- 


pects for  a  good  football  team  this 
coming  fall  are  very  encouraging.  It 
looks  at  present  as  if  we  would  have 
three  center  men  who  can  tip  the  scales 
at  more  than  two  hundred  pounds. 
There  is  a  possibility  that  Captain  Mc- 
Carter's  brother  will  enter  college  next 
year.  He  is  an  old  and  experienced 
player  and  would  make  a  grea':  addi- 
tion to  the  football  squad. 

At  New  Haven  last  Saturday,  one 
hundred  and  fifty-four  men  appeared 
for  baseball  practice.

JOINTVILLE,  KAS.,  MARCH  5TH. 
Things  are  a  little  dull  here  today. 
Only  seven  or  nine  saloons  put  to  the 
bad.  After  going  into  the  highways 
and  byways  and  bringing  them  in,  we 
only  assembled  400  men,  women,  and 
hatchets — and     45     college     students. 


The  students  especially  were  all  snort- 
ing and  laying  back  their  ears  to  put 
down  the  booze — which  by  the  way 
seems  to  be  quite  characteristic  of  the 
species  even  outside  the  Sunflower 
state.

Before 
Carrie  left  for  Chi,  hatchets  were  at  a 
premium  but  she  came  back  with  a 
plethera  of  same  to  be  disbursed 
among  her  trusty  cohorts. 

The  first  saloon  entered  today  was 
run  by  Mike  Casey,  a  gentleman  of 
Hibernian  descent,  who  has  made  eons 
of  money  distributing  jags  at  so  much 
per  jag.  The  place  was  lit  up  like 
Seigel  &  Coopers,  and  had  the  Maze 
in  the  "also  ran"  category  for  mirrors.' 

Mike  had  a  phonograph  spouting 
"Dear  Midnight  of  Love"  and  was 
armed  to  the  Teddy  Roosevelts,  but, 
nothing  daunted,  we  began  our  little 
anvil  chorus  on  the  booze  factory 
and  contents.

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letics  in  Student  Life, 


In  the  history  of  education  bodily 
development  has  held  various  posi- 
tions. In  the  history  of  the  ancients 
physical  culture  is  found  holding  the 
highest  place,  very  much  as  the  ideal 
of  the  soldier  was  to  them  the  highest. 
Perhaps  the  Greeks  and  Romans  of  all 
these  reached  the  highest  develop- 
.rnent,  and  with  them  athletes  were 
held  in  the  highest  esteem,  ranking 
almost  in  popularity  with  their  greatest 
philosophers  and  statesmen.  In  the 
middle  ages  there  was  a  reaction 
among  scholars  from  this  position; 
students  closeted  themselves  in  mon- 
asteries and  gave  up  everything  to 
letters.  But  as  science  advanced  and 
learning  grew,  this  sedentary  life  was 
seen  to  be  incomplete  and  men  re- 
volted from  it.  Gradually  university 
students  became  more  and  more  ac- 
customed to  entering  on  various  sports 
till  the  athletic  spirit  grew  to  the  ex- 
tent of  holding  a  boat  match  between 
Oxford  and  Cambridge.  From  that 
time  till  now  the  athletic  spirit  has 
continued  to  grow  steadily.  In  col- 
lege athletics  of  today  thousands  of 
dollars  are  expended  yearly,  and  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  people  watch 
the  games,  while  in  the  football  or 
baseball  seasons  one  might  at  times,  if 
ignorant  of  the  truth,  wholly  mistake 
the  purpose  of  college  life. 

Let  us  then  look  carefully  at  the 
system  of  athletics.  Schools  are  or- 
ganized, laboratories   equipped  and    li- 


braries erected;  but  with  these,  and 
important  as  any,  is  put  in  the  gymna- 
sium. All  recognize  that  student  life 
cannot  be  carried  on  without  physical 
training,  and  that  mental  work  unac- 
companied by  any  physical  exercise, 
can  only  be  of  a  low  order.  But  just 
what  shall  this  exercise  be?  How  shall 
it  be  arranged  that  the  student  receive 
the  most  good,  the  most  pleasurably 
and  in  the  shortest  time?  Again  let 
us  look  at  athletics  as  they  are.  In  the 
fall  there  is  football,  followed  by  in- 
door baseball  in  the  winter,  and  by 
tennis  and  baseball  in  the  spring. 
These,  with  various  forms  of  track  ath- 
letics and  gvmnasium  work,  form  the 
curriculum. 

The  theory  on  which  this  curriculum 
is  based  is  that  mere  gymnasium  work, 
though  more  scientific  and  more  capa- 
ble of  even  good  results,  from  its  rou- 
tine nature  becomes  tiresome;  and  that 
various  games  may  be  used  to  break 
the  monotony  and  add  interest  to  the 
regular  work.  But  still  the  careful, 
scientific  training  is  counted  on  to  de- 
velop the  splendid  athlete.  For  no 
game  gives  evenness  of  development. 
Quoting  from  an  athletic  manual: 
"Football  developes  the  lower  limbs; 
rowing  the  legs  and  the  loins;  baseball 
the  legs  and  right  arm;  tennis  the  lower 
limbs  and  right  arm."  But  how  far 
one  is  carried  from  the  ideal  in  which 
the  work  shall  be  scientifically  directed 
to  physical  growth    rather    than    learn- 
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ing  any  particular  game  everyone  knows 
well.  The  excitement  of  games  has 
carried  everything  before  it  so  far  that 
play  for  the  sake  of  development  is 
rather  incidental  than  otherwise.  It 
has  become  the  fashion  to  play  and  to 
be  interested  in  playing  to  an  extent 
somewhat  subsersive  to  the  best  col- 
lege interests.  From  1850  to  1864  the 
football  matches  between  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  were  so  poorly  attended 
that  there  was  not  a  line  around  the 
field.  Now  all  London  is  out  to  see 
the  game.  The  same  applies  to  the 
various  other  sports. 

The  causes  for  this  intense  athletic- 
ism is  probably  due  most  largely  to 
two  rhi  igs:  The  excitement  belong- 
ing \.u  every  game  of  chance  or  skill, 
and  the  interest  evinced  by  the  public. 
A  youth  entering  college,  if  he  has  not 
already  acquired  an  athletic  mania 
through  the  extensive  and  flattering 
notices  athletes  receive  through  the 
press,  probably  will  soon  become 
somewhat  interested,  and  if  he  discov- 
er marked  abilities  in  any  such  direc- 
tion is  soon  placed  in  a  position  too 
flattering  to  be  lightly  given  up.  An 
unlimited  field  of  fame  is  opened  up 
before  him;  his  name  may  soon  be 
familiar  throughout  the  continent;  and 
those  who  not  long  before  looked 
down  on  him  with  scornful  pride  re- 
ceive him  now  with  graciousness.  At 
games  his  name  is  roared  out  by  the 
multitude,  and  himself  perhaps  borne 
about  in  triumph.  To  turn  from  all 
this  and  quietly  resume  the  necessary 
duties  of  student  endeavor  is  not  easy; 
it  is  seldom  done.  The  effects  of 
games  are  by  no  means  over  when  the 
game  is  done.  The  time  spent  in  re- 
viewing" past  adventures  or  counting 
up  future  probabilities  is  much  greater 
than  that  on  the  field.  Nor  does  the 
excitement  end  with  the  participants  of 


games.  The  whole  school  is  filled  with 
a  spirit  not  at  all  conducive  to  the  best 
efforts  in  any  other  than  athletic 
lines. 

Another' of  the  evils  of  this  spirit  is 
that  the  athlete  early  in  his  college  life 
becoming  severed  from  his  books,  and 
accustoming  himself  to  the  round  of 
trips,  games,  and  honors  that  fall  to  the 
successful  players,  will  never  again  be- 
come quite  settled  down  in  his  college 
life  to  the  seriousness  of  his  work;  and 
going  out  in  the  world  he  will  find  or- 
dinary life  extremely  stale  and  com- 
monplace, and  himself  hardly  in  the 
right  mood  to  form  for  himself  a  use- 
ful place  for  occupancy.  If  this  is 
doubted  one  need  only  look  around 
him  for  forms  of  proof;  they  exist. 

It  will  not  be  attempted  to  point  out 
the  methods  of  avoiding  these  evils 
and  still  retaining  the  benefits  derived 
from  athletics  as  now  carried  on  be- 
yond suggesting  that  all  these  im- 
mense matches,  large  regattas  and 
games  of  every  kind  played  before 
the  public  are  essentially  foreign  to 
the  true  university  spirit,  and  perhaps 
through  their  excitement  tend  more  to 
destroy  the  efficiency  of  work  done 
than  any  other  agent,  and  that  athletic- 
ism acts  more  strongly  against  the  per- 
sonal influence  of  the  faculty  than  any 
other  issue.  The  ideal  athletic  spirit  is 
that  which  seeks  development  for  the 
sake  of  perfection,  and  strength  for 
the  sake  of  beauty  and  usefulness. 
Any  system  losing  sight  of  this  is  fun- 
damentally wrong. 


Mammoth  preparations  are  being 
made  by  some  Chicago  citizens  in  an 
endeavor  to  have  the  Olympian  games 
of  1904  held  in  Chicago.  They  propose 
to  raise  $200,000  with  which  to  build  a 
stadium  and  defray  all  expenses  of  the 
games. 
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Freshman  Preliminary  Contest. 

At  Lois  Durand  Hall  Tuesday  after- 
noon, the  class  of  '04  held  its  prelimi- 
naries for  the  purpose  of  choosing  rep- 
resentatives to  the  freshman-sopho- 
more prize  declamation  contest.  Ten 
contestants  took  part  in  the  exercises 
and  the  following  were  selected  to 
sustain  the  honor  of  the  class:  Messrs. 
Clos,  'Ross,  Hudson,  Hamm  and 
Kinsley.  All  the  speakers  displayed 
unusual  merit  and  did  credit  to  them- 
selves and  the  class. 

During  the  intermission,  Mr.  Stark 
and  Miss  Willison  favored  their  class- 
mates with  music  and  song.  At  the 
close  of  the  exercises  the  young  ladies 
served  a  light  collation.  Many  kind 
wishes  of  success  were  extended  to  the 
chosen  champions  and  strong  hopes 
were  expressed  for  a  great  class 
victory. 


Missionary  Praise  Service. 

The  Missionary  Praise  Meeting  given 
by  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  Sunday  afternoon  was  an  in- 
teresting service.  Rev-  Philip  F.  Mat- 
zinger,  of  the  Campbell  Park  Presby- 
terian church  gave  an  address  on 
Japan,  illustrated  by  off-hand  crayon 
sketches.  He  gave  some  of  his  obser- 
vations made  during  a  recent  trip  to 
that  country  speaking  for  the  most  part 
of  the  appearance  and  some  of  the  cus- 
toms of  the  people.  He  showed  con- 
siderable skill  in  his  illustrations,  draw- 
ing with  great  rapidity.  Two  quartets 
sang,  one  from  Ferry  Hall,  composed 
of  Misses  Murphy,  Dawson,  Fisher  and 
Stone.  Messers  Fales  and  Rumsey, 
Misses  Fales  and  Durand,  composed 
the  other  quartet.  Ellis  of  the  Acad- 
emy sang  a  solo.  The  foreign  mission- 
ary collection  amounted  to  about  nine- 
ty-one dollars. 


French  Classics. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  delightful  courses  in  the  depart- 
ment, if  not  in  the  college  curriculum, 
is  that  in  French  classics  which  is  being 
presented  by  Professor  Dawson  during 
the  present  semester.  A  careful  and 
thorough  study  of  the  chef-d'oeuvres 
of  Corneille,  Moliere  and  Racine  forms 
the  basis  of  the  course;  the  particularly 
enjoyable  interest  of  which,  however, 
attaches  to  the  fund  of  information  and 
illustration  brought  to  the  subject  by 
the  instructor.  A  study  of  the  text  of 
acting  plays  such  as  the  "Cid"  "Cinna" 
and  "Horace"  might  easily  become 
monotonous  on  account  of  the  absence 
of  the  dramatic  stage  setting.  This  draw- 
back, is  however,  obviated  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  in  Professor  Dawson's 
manner  of  presenting  the  subject.  His 
residence  at  the  French  capitol  where 
it  was  possible  to  see  the  presentation 
of  these  plays  by  Frenchmen  in  the  sub- 
sidized theatres  of  the  country  has  pro- 
vided him  with  a  large  fund  of  illus- 
trative and  annecdotal  incidents  which 
presented  to  the  class  in  connection 
with  the  different  plays,  furnishes  to  a 
large  extent  the  dramatic  color  to  the 
works  which  would  otherwise  have  to 
be  studied  solely  in  the  light  of  litera- 
ture. The  critical  discussions  that  are 
encouraged  in  class  and  the  compari- 
sons instituted  between  the  French 
classic  writers,  and  the  dramatists  of 
today  serve  also  to  make  the  course 
one  of  unusual  attractiveness  and  pro- 
fit. 


Professor  J.  G.  Needham  will  speak 
on  the  work  of  the  New  York  Entomo- 
logical Station,  of  which  he  had  charge 
last  summer,  in  the  chemistry  lecture 
room,  Saturday,  March  16,  190 1.  The 
talk  will  be  illustrated  by  stereopticon 
views.     Meeting  open  to  all. 
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A   New  Field. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  recent 
conference  of  educators  held  in  Chi- 
cago was  an  address  on  the  School 
System  of  our  New  Possessions  deliv- 
ered by  Mason  S.  Stone,  of  Morrisviile, 
Vermont.  Mr.  Stone  is  one  of  the  divis- 
ion superintendents  under  Fred  W.  At- 
kinson, general  superintendent  of  edu- 
cation in  the  Philippines.  After  de- 
scribing the  school  system  as  it  is  found 
in  the  Philippines,  Mr.  Stone  announced 
that  teachers  to  go  at  once  to  the  islands 
were  in  demand  by  the  government. 

Hundreds  of  teachers  are  demanded, 
so  Mr.  Stone  declared.  The  lack  of 
any  considerable  number  of  applicants 
for  positions  was  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  standard  of  requirements  set  by  the 
government  were  too  high  for  the  aver- 
age teacher.  Appointees  must  be  either 
normal  school  or  college  graduates; 
must  be  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
United  States;  must  be  physically 
sound  and  able  to  withstand  a  tropical 


climate;  must  accept  any  position  as- 
signed them,  and  must  make  a  contract 
for  three  years.  Such  persons,  Mr. 
Stone  said,  would  receive  transportation 
from  San  Francisco  to  Manila  free,  and 
$75  to  Sioo  a  month  salary.  They 
would  be  expected  to  pick  up  the  dia- 
lect of  some  little  town  and  then  teach 
the  children  the  English  language. 

Reports  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  Chicago  University  show 
that  a  number  from  the  senior  classes 
of  those  institutions  expect  to  fit  them- 
selves for  this  new  field  of  work.  It  is 
said  that  the  demand  for  teachers  to  fill 
positions  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  is  as 
great  as  for  the  Philippines. 


Compulsory  Chapel  Attendance. 

The  idea  of  compulsory  chapel  atten- 
dance is  very  much  in  disfavor  among 
college  students.  Enlightened  public 
sentiment  is  opposed  to  all  constraint 
in  religious  matters,  and  this  sentiment 
is  recognized  among  the  more  advanced 
colleges  where  chapel  attendance  is 
left  entirely  to  the  choice  of  the  stu- 
dent. It  is  true  that  the  exercises  are 
semi-religious  only,  and  that  the  real 
purpose  is  to  gather  the  student  body 
together  once  a  day.  This  daily  gath- 
ering, it  is  claimed,  strengthens  fel- 
lowship and,  in  addition,  affords  a  con- 
venient time  and  place  for  faculty 
notices.  But  it  is  burdensome  to  re- 
quire daily  attendance  with  only  the 
prospect  of  hearing  a  solitary  faculty 
notice  at  irregular  intervals  of  one  or 
two  weeks.  This  is  hardly  satisfying. 
Instead,  it  is  now  aimed  to  make  cha- 
pel attendance  so  profitable  that  the 
student  cannot  afford  to  stay  away. 
Members  of  the  faculty  prepare  and 
deliver  short,  interesting  addresses, 
which  prove  instructive  to  the  students 
and  make  it  worth   while  for  them   to 
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attend.  Prominent  speakers,  whose 
reputation  is  a  guarantee  for  a  splendid 
address,  are  secured.  The  student 
body  itself  assists  to  make  these  ser- 
vices pleasant  and  attractive.  And  the 
service,  instead  of  being  an  irksome 
obligation,  becomes  a  pleasant  feature 
of  college  life. 


Proper  Vent  to  Class  Spirit. 

The  universal  practice  in  American 
colleges  of  "hazing"  in  some  form  or 
other  is  so  well  known,  but  so  seldom 
explained,  as  to  be  a  topic  for  short 
attention.  The  theory  on  which  it  is 
based  is  that  the  freshman,  knowing 
nothing,  but  "thinking  he  knows  it  all," 
is  in  need  of  an  alterative  to  change 
his  rather  "fresh"  view  of  things.  The 
means  employed  are  various, — from  the 
frequent  use  of  the  "swim"  to  the  not 
infrequent  practice  of  "stacking"  rooms, 
and  "slugging."  As  to  the  theory,  lit- 
tle need  be  said;  it  is  possible  that  the 
sophomore  opinion  of  the  freshman  is 
not  wholly  wrong,  and  that  some  cool- 
ing experience  in  special  cases  is  bene- 
ficial. 

But  the  main  question  comes  up  re- 
garding the  form  the  experience  should 
take.  There  are  two  kinds  that  should 
immediately  be  ruled  out;  first  that 
which  is  destructive  to  property,  and 
second  that  which  involves  a  loss  of  too 
much  time.  These  are  very  often  over- 
looked. As  to  the  violence  done  in 
handling  of  the  person,  it  would  not  be 
so  easy  to  point  out  any  particular 
harm,  other  than  some  occasional  slug- 
ging, and  in  this  form  is  supposed  to 
lie  the  most  good,  as  the  pampered 
freshman  may  lose  some  of  his  self- 
consciousness  in  the  procedure.  It 
would  seem  then  best  to  restrict  this 
overflow  of  spirits  to  personal  contact 
between  the  classes,  keeping  in  mind 
the  idea  of  time,  and  carefully  avoid- 
ing any  show  of  temper.

BIOLOGICAL  STUDENTS. 

Commissioned  by  the  State  of  New 
York  to  study  the  life  and  habits  of 
aquatic  insects,  Dr.  James  G.  Needham 
spent  last  summer  at  the  New  York 
Entomological  Station,  Saranac  Lake, 
in  the  interests  of  science.  Saturday 
evening  Dr.  Needham  gave  a  lecture  in 
College  Hall,  illustrated  with  stereop- 
ticon  views,  describing  the  methods  and 
results  of  the  work  carried  on  under 
his  supervision.  A  full  statement  of 
the  above  will  be  found  in  the  Report 
to  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  now  in  preparation  and 
soon  to  be  published. 

Saranac  Lake  is  situated  in  a  region 
peculiarly  favorable  for  researches  of 
this  nature.  Many  insects  hitherto  un- 
known to  science  were  discovered  and 
much  information  was  gathered  re- 
garding the  life  history  of  the  aquatic 
species.  Insect  cultures  were  reared 
and  the  development  and  metamor- 
phosis of  the  little  creatures  were  stud- 
ied and  noted.  New  light  was  found 
in  regard  to  the  feeding  of  these  in- 
sects and  their  adaptibility  as  food  for 
fishes.  Heretofore  it  was  not  known 
what  kind  of  insects  game  fishes  eat 
and  efforts  to  rear  them  to  maturity 
proved  futile.  The  information  gath- 
ered in  last  summer's  researches  will  be 
of  equal  value  to  fish  culturists  and  to 
students  of  entomology. 

Dr.  ■  Needham  was'  warm  in  his 
praises  of  Lake  Saranac  where  instruc- 
tion is  gathered  with  so  much  pleasure.

University  Golf  Club. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  golf  enthusiasts 
of  the  college  Monday  evening  it  was 
decided  to  formally  organize  a  golf 
club  in  the  university.  There  are  at 
present  about  ten  men  in  college  that 
are  experienced  players  and  at  least 
four  have  excellent  records.  With 
these  men  as  a  basis  for  organization 
the  club  will  be  in  a  position  to  admit 
and  train  as  many  new  men  as  may 
apply,  and  before  the  college  year 
closes  it  is  expected  that  a  number  of 
star  players  will  develop. 

The  professors  are  earnestly  invited 
to  become  members  of  the  club  and  to 
assist  in  any  way  possible  in  promot- 
ing the  enterprise.  Steps  are  to  be 
taken  at  once  to  lay  out  a  course  on 
the  college  campus  where  the  students 
may  practice  at  odd  hours;  and  permis- 
sion will  be  secured  to  use  the  old 
McCormick  links  near  the  Onwentsia 
Club  for  match  games. 

A  portion  of  the  college  campus  is 
quite  well  suited  for  golf,  and  a  course 
of  about  six  holes  can  be  laid  out  with- 
out difficulty.  It  is  not  the  intention 
of  the  clubs  to  challenge  the  teams  of 
any  other  university  just  at  present, 
but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  any 
challenges  that  may  come  will  be  ac- 
cepted gladly.  From  what  is  known 
of  the  golf  players  in  the  universities 
near  Chicago  it  is  thought  that  Lake 
Forest  will  put  out  a  team  that  can 
make  a  splendid  showing  and  probably 
win  from  any  college  team  that  they 
may  go  against.

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The  Musical  Situation. 

The  turn  that  Lake  Forest's  musical 
affairs  have  taken  is  causing  much  re- 
gret among  the  students.  To  analyze 
the  situation  correctly  is  not  an  easy 
task  as  a  large  variety  of  causes  have 
tended  to  place  the  clubs  where  they 
are  at  present.  The  beginning  of  the 
trouble  came  when  three  of  the  mem- 
bers were  suspended  for  violating 
faculty  regulations.  This  caused  the 
enthusiasm  to  run  low  last  fall  and  con- 
sequently gave  the  clubs  great  difficulty 
in  choosing  a  manager.  Without  a 
manager  nothing  could  be  done.  The 
question  so  stood  until  about  three 
months  ago  when  the  present  manager 
was  elected.  He  immediately  set  the 
clubs  to  work  and  spent  considerable 
time  and  money  making  arrangements 
for  several  short  trips. 

Conditions  are  such  the  country  over 
that  a  dramatic  club  seems  to  be  an  es- 
sential part  of  a  college  musical  organi- 
zation. In  order  to  improve  the  dra- 
matic club  the  young  ladies  were  to 
take  part,  but  the  faculty  has  refused 
to  allow  the  girls  to  appear  in  an  out 
of  the  town  concert  except  at  Wau- 
kegan.  This  information  was  slow  in 
coming  to  the  manager,  who  in  the 
meantime  had  worked  up  several  hun- 
dred dollars  worth  of  advertising  and 
had  arranged  for  some  concerts. 
These  he  will  be  compelled  to  cancel. 
Along  with  these  difficulties  there  is  an 
apathy  for  real  serious  work  among 
some  of  the  members,  which  is  injuring 
the  clubs  and  dampening  the  enthusi- 
asm of  those  who  are  willing  to  make 
some  sacrifices  for  the  good  of  their 
alma  mater. 

What  is  to  be  done  to  keep  the  clubs 
in  existence  is  the  question  at  present. 
If  such  organizations  are  taken  out  of 
the  college  life  it  means  a  very  serious 
loss  to  the  university.     There  is  scarce- 


ly one  student  in  a  hundred  who  cares 
to  attend  a  school  that  is  devoid  of  such 
organizations. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  give  the  con- 
cert at  Waukegan  and  one  at  Lake 
Forest.  The  proceeds  of  the  home 
concert  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
athletic  association  to  settle  an  account 
for  athletic  supplies.  It  is  hoped  that 
in  this  way  the  clubs  may  be  kept  to- 
gether and  a  long  trip  taken  next  year. 
It  would  be  unfortunate  to  let  such 
creditable  organizations  as  the  musical 
clubs  have  always  been  die  out.  They 
mean  too  much  to  the  student  life  and 
to  the  college.

Notes. 

Ungallant  students  at  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity have  ripped  the  letter  "S"  from 
their  sweaters  because  co-eds  on  the 
basket-ball  team  have  been  granted 
the  privilege  of  wearing  the  athletic 
emblem. 

Students  of  Columbia  University  are 
opposing  the  removal  of  their  historic 
low  fence,  which  is  to  be  removed  to 
make  way  for  the  new  baseball  dia- 
mond. Football  victories  have  been 
blazoned  upon  the  fence,  and  among 
the  most  noteworthy  inscriptions  are 
"Columbia,  5;  Yale,  0,"  and  "Columbia, 
6;  Princeton,  5."  The  fence  may  be 
set  up  in  another  part  of  the  athletic 
field. 

English  tennis  players  have  chal- 
lenged Americans  to  a  game  and  have 
been  accepted.  The  games  will  be  for 
the  world's  supremacy,  and  will  be 
played  in  this  country. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
collegiate Association  in  New  York  in 
February  a  resolution  was  adopted  in- 
dorsing the  Pan-American  Inter-col- 
legiate games  to  be  held  in  Buffalo  in 
the  spring.  These  games  are  to  be  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Sports,  whose  members  are  all  college 
men,  and  will  take  place  in  the  Stadium 
on  the  Exposition  grounds,  on  Friday, 
May  31st,  and  Saturday,  June  1st. 
Following,  as  it  does  by  a  week,  the 
regular  Inter-collegiate  Meet  in  New 
York  and  several  of  the  Western  track 
meets,  the  Pan-American  Meet  is  sure 
to  draw  competitors  from  all  sections 
of  the  country.  Such  an  opportunity 
for  a  thoroughly  national  meet  of  col- 
lege athletes  is  rarely  offered  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  and  expected  that  college 


men  generally  will  show  the  interest 
and  give  the  support  that  the  occasion 
demands.  The  meet  will  be  conducted 
under  the  rules  of  the  Inter-collegiate 
Association  and  all  of  the  judges  and 
officials  will  be  college  men  of  well 
known  reputation  and  experience. 
Handsome  medals  will  be  given  to  the 
three  first  men  in  each  event  and  to 
the  two  colleges  scoring  the  highest 
number  of  points  trophies  will  be 
awarded. 

The  various  classes  at  Northwestern 
University  are  making  arrangements 
to  have  track  and  baseball  teams  in  the 
field  when  the  season  opens.  There 
always  has  been  a  keen  rivalry  between 
these  teams,  and  the  games  have  been 
made  society  events,  the  co-eds  attend- 
ing in  large  numbers  and  cheering  for 
their  respective  classes.  A  number  of 
the  baseball  games  have  already  been 
arranged. 

Harvard  and  Yale  have  challenged 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  for  a  regular 
set  of  track  games,  to  be  held  in  New 
York  during  the  early  part  of  next 
July.  The  challenge  was  sent  last  week 
and  an  answer  by  cable  is  expected  in 
a  few  days.  Captain  J.  W.  Hallowell, 
of  the  Harvard  track  team,  has  con- 
firmed the  fact  that  the  challenge  has 
been  sent. 

The  new  Spanish  baseball  court  was 
opened  at  Havana,  Cuba,  Monday, 
General  Wood  and  a  number  of  gov- 
ernment officials  attending  the  cere- 
mony. Mgr.  Sbarretti,  bishop  of  Ha- 
vana, blessed  the  structure,  which  is 
the  largest  of  the  kind  in  the  world  and 
cost  $100,000.  The  promoters  hope 
that  baseball  will  replace  bull  fighting 
in  the  affections  of  the  Cubans.

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COUNTRY  TOWN  SKETCMES. 

THE  VILLAGE  MAGISTRATE. 

The  magistrate  of  a  country  town  is, 
in  his  own  opinion,  a  little  more  im- 
portant than  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  no  court  is  re- 
spect for  the  majesty  of  the  law  so 
carefully  enforced  as  in  the  police 
court  of  a  village. 

Watch  the  magistrate  as  he  walks 
down  the  main  street  of  the  town. 
Does  he  not  look  like  a  pillar  of  the 
law?  As  he  meets  the  minister,  the 
lawyer,  the  banker  and  the  manufac- 
turer he  stops  and  speaks  condescend- 
ingly, and  even  nods  his  head  about  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  to  the  grocer,  to 
whom  he  owes  a  good  sized  bill. 

But  when  he  is  in  his  own  court  or 
office,  then  it  is  "When  I  ope'  my  lips 
let  no  dog  bark."  Woe  to  him  who 
should  dare  to  differ  with  him  in  his 
own  office.  The  policeman  tried  it  once, 
with  the  result  that  he  went  around 
with  his  head  done  up  in  a  bandage 
for  a  week,  and  the  constable  was 
obliged  to  arrest  both  policeman  and 
magistrate.  But  did  this  humble  the 
haughty  spirit  of  the  magistrate?  Well, 
not  exactly.  The  next  morning  in  his 
court  room  he  made  a  speech  in  which 
he  gave  the  people  to  understand  that 
in  his  court  the  majesty  of  the  law 
would  be  upheld  if  he  had  to  break  the 
law  himself  to  do  it.  After  that  a  man 
had  to  be  very  drunk  indeed  before  he 
would  open  his  mouth  in  the  court,  and 
several  were  afraid  even  to  plead  "Not 
Guilty." 

It  is  popularly  believed  that  the  mag- 
istrate has  a  ramrod  strapped  to  his 
back,  but  this  has  never  been  proved. 
THE  DRUNKARD. 

Is  there  a  village  in  the  United 
States  which  does  not  possess  a  "Town 
Drunkard?"     If  there    is   it 'should   be 


kept  under  a  glass  case  and  put  on  ex- 
hibition, for  it  is  certainly  unique. 

Every  man  who  has  held  the  title  of 
"Town  Drunkard"  has  been  converted 
at  least  once — generally  half  a  dozen 
times — and  is,  or  has  been,  a  member 
of  a  church.  Whenever  a  revival  is 
started  in  town  "The  Drunkard"  is  the 
first  man  whom  the  deacon's  wives 
"labor  with."  And  they  are  generally 
successful  in  convincing  him  of  the 
error  of  his  ways.  Its  "pie"  for  the 
drunkard,  for  it  means  credit  at  the 
deacon's  grocery  store  and  free  drinks 
from  the  saloon  keepers,  who  hate  to 
lose  a  good  customer.  The  drunkard 
has  more  prayers  said  for  him  than  has 
any  other  kind  of  sinner  in  town. 
When  he's  sober  he  poses  as  one  who 
is  trying  to  conquer  an  hereditary  appe- 
tite. When  he's  drunk — well,  he 
ceases  to  pose.  Most  of  the  time  he 
isn't  posing.  Instead  he  reposes — un- 
der the  sidewalk. 

The  drunkard  is  a  privileged  charac- 
ter. He  is  never  arrested.  Other  men 
get  drunk  and  sleep  it  off  in  the 
"cooler,"  but  he,  if  he  is  "fighting 
drunk,"  is  taken  home  to  his  wife.  If 
dead  drunk  he  is  rolled  under  the 
nearest  sidewalk.  However,  he  has 
his  uses,  for  he  is  always  ready  to 
"point  a  moral  or  adorn  a  tale."  He  is 
also  useful  in  starting  revivals. 


Among  the  Exchanges. 

John  D.  Rockefeller  has  given  $110,- 
000  to  Vassar  college  for  a  fine  new 
dormitory.

The  Rambler  of  Illinois  deplores  the 
lack  of  athletic  enthusiasm  among  her 
students.  The  college  is  planning  a 
dual  meet  with  Knox  and  hopes  to 
form  an  intercollegiate  association  with 
Beloit  and  Lake  Forest. — The  Round 
Table. 

A  shrewd  little  fellow  who  has  just 
begun  the  study  of  Latin,  astonished 
his  teacher  by  saying:  "Vir,  a  man;

Forty-nine  students  of  Leland  Stan- 
ford University  were  asked  to  with- 
draw from  that  institution  on  account 
of  deficient  scholarship,  at  the  close  of 
last  semester. 

A  check  for  $2,000  has  been  sent  by 
Harvard  university  to  Washington  and 
Lee  university,  for  the  1 00, COO  William 
L.  Wilson  endowment  fund,  now  being 
raised. 

The  annual  income  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  is  now  over  a  million 
dollars;  four  hundred  thousand  of  this 
comes  from  tuition  and  other  fees. 

The  regents  of  the  University  of 
Michigan  are  very  much  alarmed  over 
a  bill  introduced  into  the  State  legisla- 
ture, providing  for  a  reduction  of  the 
revenue  of  that  university.

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WILLIAM  JAMES  RICE. 

Died,  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y.,  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  April  3,  William  James 
Rice,  of  the  class  of  '99,  Lake  Forest. 
Mr.  Rice  was  taking  post-graduate 
work  in  the  college  of  agriculture,  Cor- 
nell University,  and  was  fitting  himself 
to  enter  upon  active  experiment  sta- 
tion duties.  He  spent  one  year  in  post- 
graduate work  at  Lake  Forest  and  took 
his  Master's  degree  here  last  June. 
Previously  he  took  the  full  course  in 
both  college  and  academy.  Thus  he 
spent  a  considerable  portion  of  his  life 
in  Lake  Forest  and  was  well  known  to 
a  large  number  of  her  students. 

All  knew  him  as  a  diligent  and 
thoughtful  student,  anxious  to  make 
the  most  of  his  opportunities,  careful 
that  his  influence  should  always  be  on 
the  side  of  the  right,  and  willing  to 
be  put  where  he  could  be  most  useful. 
He  strove  to  be  absolutely  honest — 
honest  with  himself  and  honest  with 
everybody  else. 

When  he  left  us  last  summer  and 
went  to  Cornell  University,  he  instant- 
ly won  the  esteem  and  confidence  of 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact 
there,  by  his  sincerity  and  absolute 
fidelity  to  duty.  When  we  thought  he 
was  nearing  the  end  of  his  preparation 
we  learned  that  his  work  was  done. 
Now,  with  all  our  sense  of  loss  of  so 
true  a  friend,  and  so  loyal  a  son  of 
Lake  Forest,  we  may  still  be  glad  that 
his  walk  before  us  was  so  upright,  that 
his  duties  were  so  faithfully  done,  that 
his  influence  was  so  pure,  and  that  his 
ideals  were  so  high. 


The  sad  news  of  his  death  came  in 
the  letter  printed  below: 

Portage,  Wis.,  April  5,  1901. 
Dear  Dr.  McClure: 

I  take  this  means  of  letting  you 
know  of  the  death  of  our  brother, 
Will.  He  died  in  Ithaca  at  7:45  Wed- 
nesday evening.  The  immediate  cause 
was  congestion  of  the  lungs,  which, 
with  his  weakened  constitution,  carried 
him  away  in  a  three  days'  illness.  His 
remains  have  arrived  at  Portage  and 
the  funeral  will  occur  tomorrow  at  the 
Welch  cemetery  of  Caledonia.  He 
now  lies  in  his  casket  with  his  Lake 
Forest  pin  upon  his  breast — the  Lake 
Forest  he  loved  so  well. 

If  it  is  required  by  the  Author  above 
that  there  should  be  a  ripeness  of  spirit 
before  a  soul  is  called  away,  our 
brother  was  truly  very  ripe  for  the 
passing.  His  spirit  was  most  gentle, 
loving,  and  appreciative.  While  we 
mourn  his  loss  we  are  comforted  by 
this  fact:  We  that  are  left  need  the 
maturing  hand  of  time  to  prepare  us, 
but  he  was  already  ripe.  His  work  is 
done  and  tomorrow  will  see  the  burial 
of  his  earthly  body.  But  the  sowings 
of  his  gentle  spirit  will  bring  forth 
perennial  harvest.

The  Art  Institute  met  at  at  the  home 
of  Mr.  Fauntleroy,  Tuesday,  when  Dr.

Scotchman." 
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Illinois-Lake  Forest  Debate. 

The  first  annual  Illinois-Lake  Forest 
debate  will  be  held  in  Jacksonville,  111. 
next  Friday  evening.  The  debating 
team  representing  Lake  Forest  is  com- 
posed of  George  Rogers,  J.  F.  Scouller 
and  G-  L.  Mallory,  who  were  chosen  in 
a  preliminary  contest  held  January  14. 

The  question  which  will  be  discussed 
at  Jacksonville  is  stated  as  follows. 

Resolved,  That  the  American  sys- 
tem of  combination,  popularly  known 
as  the  'trust  system,"  is  dangerous  and 
therefore  opposed  to  public  policy. 

Illinois  will  support  the  affirmative, 
Lake  Forest  the  negative  side  of  the 
proposition. 

This  will  be  the  first  occasion  in  sev- 
eral years  that  Lake  Forest  has  met 
another  institution  in  a  literary  con- 
test. Challenges  to  debate  were  re- 
ceived last  fall  from  several  colleges, 
but  the  student  body  at  a  mass  meet- 
ing decided  to  reject  all  except  the  one 
from  Illinois  College.  Professor 
Lewis,  of  Illinois,  met  a  student  com- 
mittee at  Lake  Forest  in  December, 
and  as  a  result  the  Illinois-Lake  For- 
est debate  promises  to  be  an  annual 
affair. 

According  to  the  constitution  which 
has  been  adopted  the  visiting  team  is 
in  all  cases  to  choose  the  subject  of 
debate,  leaving  the  home  team  the 
choice  of  sides.  Each  college  is  to  be 
represented  by  three  debaters.  Eigh- 
teen minutes  is  allowed  each  speaker 
in  which  to  present  his  arguments,  and 
the  leader  of  each  team  will  have  in 
addition  five  minutes  for  rejoinder. 
The  speakers  will  be  marked  on  the 
scale  of  100  for  delivery  and  100  for 
argument,  the  side  having  the  largest 
number  o*"  points  to  be  be  declared  the 
winner. 

The  Lake  Forest  representatives  have 
been  hard  at  work  on  the  question  for 


over  a  month  and  should  be  able  to 
give  the  Illinois  men  a  hard  run  for  their 
money.  The  team  will  leave  for  Jack- 
sonville sometime  tomorrow. 


Important  Games  for  Varsity. 

Since  the  baseball  schedule  for  the 
coming  season  was  published  in  the 
STENTOR  several  weeks  ago,  the  man- 
ager has  arranged  a  number  of  impor- 
tant games.  A  trip  has  been  arranged, 
upon  which  Lombard  College  will  be 
played  at  Galesburg,  May  10;  Knox 
College  at  Galesburg  in  the  forenoon 
of  May  11.  and  St.  Albans  Military 
Academy  at  Knoxville  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day. 

A  game  has  been  scheduled  with 
Beloit  College,  to  be  played  at  Elsrin 
on  May  25.

CHICAGO. 
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NEW  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  first  school  session  was  held  last 
Monday  in  the  newly  erected  building 
at  the  corner  of  Depot  and  Illinois  ave- 
nues. The  new  school  building  is  not 
entirely  finished  but  is  sufficiently  com- 
pleted to  admit  of  classes  being  held 
there.  The  structure  is  two  stories  in 
height  besides  a  basement,  and  is  built 
of  pressed  brick  with  stone  and  stucco 
trimmings.  The  main  entrance  is  on 
Illinois  avenue  and  there  is  also  a  side 
entrance  on  Depot  avenue.  The  base- 
ment contains  a  large  playroom  for  the 
boys,  the.  manual  training  room,  bicycle 
rooms,  boys'  and  girls' toilet  rooms,  and 
rooms  for  the  heating  plant. 

On  .the  first  floor  are  four  classrooms, 
the  superintendent's  office  and  the 
teachers'  reception  and  toilet  rooms. 
Two  of  these  classrooms  are  not  used 
at  present.  On  the  second  floor  are 
four  classrooms  and  two  recitation 
rooms.  The  classrooms  average  seat- 
ing capacity  for  thirty  pupils.  The 
woodwork  is  stained  green.  The  walls 
have  not  received  their  finish.  The 
window  shades  match  the  woodwork. 
The  boards  which  are  extra  fine  are 
also  finished  in  green. 

The  building  is  lighted  with  both  gas 
and  electricity;  combination  gas  and 
electric  light  fixtures  being  used.  The 
heating  and  ventilating  system  is  most 
complete  in  every  detail. 

The  grounds  have  been  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  a  competent  land- 
scape gardener,  who  will  vie  with  the 
architect  to  make  the  Central  school 
all  its  patrons  could  expect. 


LAKE  EOREST  LOSES  DEBATE. 

The  first  annual  Illinois-Lake  Forest 
debate  was  won  at  Jacksonville  on  Fri- 
day night  by  the  team  representing 
Illinois  College.  The  question  dis- 
cussed was  "Resolved;  That  the  Amer- 
ican system  of  combination,  popularly 
known  as  the  'Trust  System'  is  dan- 
gerous and  therefore  opposed  to  pub- 
lic policy."  The  affirmative  was  up- 
held by  Illinois  College  and  the  nega- 
tive by  Lake  Forest.  The  contest, 
which  was  a  spirited  one  throughout, 
resulted  in  a  close  decision  by  the 
judges. 

The  team  for  Illinois  College  con- 
sisted of  W.  S.  Sanford,  of  Bunker 
Hill,  C.  J.  Barker,  of  Springfield,  and 
K.  S.  Tontz,  of  Highland.  The  repre- 
sentatives, for  Lake  Forest  were 
George  T.  Rogers,  J.  F.  Scouller  and 
G.  L.  Ivlallory.  The  judges  of  the  de- 
bate were  J.  H.  Collins,  of  Springfield, 
James  A.  Creighton,  of  Springfield, 
and  O.  L.  Whitelaw,  of  St.  Louis.  The 
Hon.  M.  F.  Dunlap,  presided  at  the 
meeting. 

Each  speaker  was  allowed  eighteen 
minutes  on  the  floor  in  addition  to 
which  each  side  had  five  minutes  for 
rebuttal.  The  judges  marked  upon 
two  standards,  argument  and  delivery, 
the  scale  of  100  being  used  in  each. 
On  delivery  the  two  teams  tied,  re- 
ceiving 248  points  each.  On  argument 
the  judges  marked  Illinois  260,  and 
gave  Lake  Forest  252. 

There  is  probably  no  institution  of 
learning  in  Illinois  that  has  established 
and    maintained    a    better  standard  in 
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debate  and  oratory  than  Illinois  Col- 
lege. Numbered  among  its  alumni 
are  W.  J.  Bryan,  several  governors, 
including  the  present  one,  and  a  large 
number  of  other  men  who  have  distin- 
guished themselves  as  public  speakers. 
At  Illinois  College  more  attention  is 
paid  to  public  speaking  than  to  any 
other  department  of  the  student  life. 
As  one  of  their  professors  was  heard 
to  remark,  "our  students  feel  more 
elated  over  the  result  of  this  debate 
than  they  would  in  winning  an  inter- 
collegiate athletic  meet." 

It  must  be  admitted  that  an  enthu- 
siasm of  this  kind  does  not  exist  in 
Lake  Forest  at  present.  A  debating 
team  at  Lake  Forest  is  expected  to 
meet  its  own  expenses  in  preparation 
and  receives  very  little  substantial  sup- 
port in  any  way.  The  Lake  Forest 
men  went  down  to  Jacksonville  unac- 
companied and  spoke  before  an  audi- 
ence of  strangers  which  showed  its 
sympathy  for  the  home  team  by  re- 
peated applause  whenever  a  new  argu- 
ment was  advanced.  Illinois  College 
will  debate  at  Lake  Forest  next  year 
when  it  is  hoped  our  institution  will  be 
able  to  turn  the  tables  on  the  visiting 
team. 

Chess  Tournament  Results. 

The  second  annual  chess  tournament 
which  has  been  in  progress  in  the  col- 
lege for  several  weeks  has  been  finish- 
ed with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
tie  games  which  must  be  played  off. 
Two  men  are  tied  for  third  and  two  for 
fourth  place.  Following  is  the  stand- 
ing of  the  players:

Biggs,  'oi,  second,  9  games  won  and 
one  lost.

Chicago  vs.  Lake  forest. 

The  Varsity  baseball  team  won 
honor  in  defeat  when  it  met  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  on  Marshall  Field 
last  Saturday  afternoon.  While  the 
final  score  was  9  to  6  in  Chicago's  fa- 
vor, it  was  practically  a  victory  for  the 
Varsity.  Playing  under  the  most  un- 
favorable conditions,  and  weakened  by 
the  absence  of  some  of  its  best  players, 
the  team  put  up  a  game  which  was  a 
surprise  to  itself  as  well  as  to  Chicago. 

With  Betten,  the  Varsity's  star 
twirler,  laid  up  with  a  wrenched  knee, 
and  Captain  McCarter,  whose  place  at 
short  it  is  impossible  to  fill,  out  of  the 
game,  a  one-sided  score  in  favor  of 
Chicago  seemed  inevitable.  The  only 
hope  expressed  by  anyone  was  that 
the  score  would  be  held  within  reason- 
able bounds.  The  team  went  on  the 
field  discouraged  by  the  absence  of  its 
captain  and  its  star  pitcher,  but  it  put 
up  a  game  which  won  the  praise  of 
everyone,  even  of  those  who  did  not 
understand  its  crippled  condition. 

Roosevelt  went  into  the  box  for 
Lake  Forest  and  despite  a  lame  arm 
pitched  a  splendid  game.  He  did  not 
weaken  but  pitched  as  strong  a  game 
in  the  last  inning  as  in  the  first,  some- 
thing truly  remarkable  in  the  second 
game  of  the  season.  With  anything 
like  perfect  support  the  game  would 
have  been  easy  for  Lake  Forest. 

A  number  of  errors  were  marked  up 
against  the  Varsity  infield.  Some  of 
them  were  costly,  others  were  not. 
On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  infield 
was  fast,  and  considering  the  shakeup 
of  the  men  was  remarkable.  Denslow 
in  left  field,  McCullough  in  center  and 
R.  Ross  in  right  field  played  an  error- 
less game.     Crippen  caught   his    usual 
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good  game.  The  men  batted  well. 
"Tibby''  Smith,  Chicago's  captain  and 
star  tvvirler  was  in  the  box  for  Chi- 
cago, but  he  was  hit  so  hard  in  the 
fourth  and  fifth  innings  that  Stagg 
took  him  out  and  sent  Calhoun  in  for 
the  remaining  innings. 

The  game  was  close  throughout  and 
neither  side  scored  until  the  third  in- 
ning when  Chicago  scored  two  runs. 
Chicago  and  Lake  Forest  each  scored 
twice  in  the  fourth.  Three  runs  in  the 
fifth  raised  Chicago's  score  to  7,  but  in 
the  second  half  of  the  inning  the  Var- 
sity touched  up  "Tibby"  Smith  for 
three  hits  which  netted  four  runs  and 
made  the  score  7  to  6.  In  the  next 
three  innings  neither  side  could  score. 
In  the  first  of  the  ninth,  with  one  man 
on  the  bases,  Merrifield  came  to  bat 
and  lined  out  a  home  run.  The  Var- 
sity could  do  nothing  in  its  half  of  the 
ninth  and  the  game  ended  with  the 
score  9  to  6. 

A  good-sized  crowd  witnessed  the 
game  and  encouraged  the  Chicago 
team  by  some  vigorous  rooting.  The 
Varsity  deserves  the  greatest  credit 
for  holding  Chicago  to  such  a  close 
score,  and  it  is  a  good  start  which 
promises  much  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season.  With  Betten  and  McCar- 
ter  in  the  game,  Chicago  could  have 
been  defeated,  and  with  these  men  in 
the  game  the  team  would  enter  upon 
the  season  with  the  most  brilliant  pros- 
pects of  any  team  that  has  represented 
the  university  for  many  years.  The 
score:

Notes. 

King  George  of  Greece  says,  through 
a  diplomat,  that  if  the  Olympian  games 
are  held  in  Chicago  he  will  either  per- 
sonally attend  or  send  a  member  of  the 
royal  family  to  represent  him. 

The  question  of  rules  does  not  seem 
to  be  disturbing  the  minds  of  the 
coaches  and  Captains  of  the  college 
teams,  although  this  matter  will  have 
to  be  settled  upon  a  uniform  basis  be- 
fore the  teams  proceed  with  their  sche- 
dules.

Some  of  the  college  men  are  of  opinion 
that  Illinois  is  in  the  best  position  to 
issue  a  call  for  such  a  meeting,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Campaign  team  led 
the  list  last  year,  and  was  the  first  to 
declare  for  the  retention  of  the  old 
rules  this  season.

COUNTRY  TOWN  SKETCHES. 

THE    LAWYER. 

It  is  an  old  adage  that  "Many  a  rose 
must  blush  unseen,"  and  this  adage  rs 
nowhere  better  exemplified  than  in  the 
case  of  a  village  lawyer  of  my  acquaint- 
ance. Webster  would  have  envied  him 
his  wonderful  argumentative  powers, 
while  the  flights  of  oratory  of  which 
this  lawyer  is  capable  would  have 
thrown  the  best  efforts  of  Henry  Clay 
completely  "in  the  shade."  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  such  talents  should  be 
wasted  on  the  street  corner  loafers  and 
the  audiences  in  the  village  court 
room. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  way  of 
presenting  some  of  the  strong  points 
of  this  lawyer  than  by  giving  an  argu- 
ment which  I  once  heard  him  address 
to  a  jury.  The  case  in  question  was 
one  of  assault,  a  notorious  tough  hav- 
ing severely  beaten  a  young  tailor. 
Now  the  tailor  was  rather  good  looking 
and  something  of  a  dude,  and  it  was 
mainly  on  these  points  that  the  lawyer 
made  his  defense.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  imagine  his  gestures  and  impassion- 
ed delivery: 

"Gentlemen  of  the  jury,"  he  began, 
"we  are  assembled  here  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  we  have  come.  A  mo- 
mentous question  awaits  your  decision. 
Shall  a  curly-headed  Swede,  a  dude 
who  spends  all  his  time  showing  his 
best  clothes  on  Main  street  trample  on 
the  God-given  rights  of  honest,  hard- 
working citizens?  The  mere  spectacle 
of  this  fop,  as  he  saunters  superciliously 
along,  is  an  insult  to  my  client.  Why, 
then,  should  you  censure  and  condemn 
one  of  your  fellow  citizens,  if,  seeking 
that  satisfaction  which  law  does  not 
give,  he  should  take  it  upon  himself  to 
chastise  this  whipper-snapper  for  his 
insolant  airs?     Are  the  citizens   of  this 
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town  to  go  on  record  as  in  favor  of 
.those  bloated  capitalists  and  grinding 
monopolies,  and  against  the  honest 
workingmen,  as  represented  here  by 
my  client?  God  forbid,  gentlemen, 
that  any  verdict  so  contrary  to  all  right 
and  justice  should  be  returned. 

"Again,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  had 
the  complainant  been  victorious  in,the 
fight  would  he  have  instituted  this 
prosecution?  Not  he.  Instead  he 
would  be  boasting  of  another  victory 
of  capital  over  labor,  and    the    poor    of 

M would  be  ground   yet    farther 

into  the  dust.  Gentlemen,  it  was  a 
fair  fight.  Evidence  has  shown  that 
there  was  no  kicking  nor  biting  on  the 
part  of  my  client.  Yet  because  this 
ringleted  youngster  hadn't  as  much 
strength  and  experience  in  fighting  as 
my  client,  he  comes  into  court  and 
asks  the  law  to  do  for  him  what  he 
wasn't  able  to  do  for  himself.  Gentle- 
men, it  behooves  you  to  uphold  the 
the  repulation  of  this  town  as  a  place 
where  there's  a  free  show  for  all,  and 
no  favor.  Look  to  it  that  future  gen- 
erations do  not  hold  you  guilty  for 
your  work  this  day." 

The  eloquence  of  the  plea,  combined 
with  the  jury's  fear  of  the  defendant 
and  his  friends,  secured  an  acquittal. 


The  Woes  of  a  "Publicanus." 

Hunting  among  the  list  of  outlawed 
bills  which  had  been  turned  over  to  the 
firm  by  some  former  collector  I  noticed 
one  marked  in  red  ink  with  the  two 
words  "Dead  Beat."

As  I  sit  trying  to  collect  my  thoughts 
this  afternoon,  almost  as  hard  to  col- 
lect as  money,  I  think  of  the  time  when 
I  thought  "it  would  be  joy  forever"  to 
handle  the  money  of  some  great  con- 
cern and  to  demand  the  money  that 
would  as  it  seemed  to  me  pass  so  easily 
into  my  hands;  but  alas,  my  fond 
dreams  have  flown,  now  that  I  am  a 
collector  for  a  small  country  news- 
paper. All  my  hopes  that  I  might  be- 
come the  editor  of  some  metropolitan 
paper  have  passed  away  and  all  that 
remains  is  that  I  may  at  least  pass  my 
days  in  a  land  where  collectors  collect 
not. 

I  might  tell  you  a  day's  experience 
if  it  will  not  tire  you.  In  the  balmy 
days  of  my  collecting  I  would  start  out 
with  a  half  hundred  bills,  having  brush- 
ed my  hair  and  trying  to  assume  the 
air  of  a  gentleman  of  leisure.  The  first 
man  I  made  a  raid  on,  seeing  me  com- 
ing, thinking  by  my  looks  that  I  may 
be  a  good  customer,  rises  and  greets 
me  with  a  smile  from  ear  to  ear;  but  as 
I  commence  to  fumble  in  my  pocket  he 
begins  to  grow  pale  and  his  face  takes 
on  a  cold  and  haughty  expression  as  he 
says,  "Young  man  you  will  have  to  call 
again."  I  journey  on,  receiving  a  few 
cents  or  a  dollar  from  about  every 
tenth  man.  But  at  last  I  come  to  a  man 
who  is  talking  war;  and  as  I  shove  the 
bill  at  him  he  groans  and  says:  "Well 
I  want  you  to  stop  this,  right  this  week. 
I  can't  afford  it.  If  the  government 
would  only  place  all  the  collectors  in  the 
front  rank  of  the  army,  where  they 
mi^ht  be  shot  at,  this  world  would  be  a 
great  deal  better  off."  I  smile  out- 
wardly, but  inwardly  I  am  fuming,  to 
think    that    there    are    such    heartless 
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wretches  in  this  world  who  think  that 
the  collectors  are  "Morro  Castles"  and 
have  no  feeling.  Farther  on  another 
man  says:  "Well,  I  will  pay  three 
months  if  you  will  call  around  next 
week."  It  is  supposed  to  be  paid  by 
the  year,  but  you  have  to  say  it  will  be 
all  right,  and  that  you  will  call  again. 

Thus  the  day  goes  by  until  you  re- 
turn to  the  office,  having  a  few  dollars 
in  your  pocket  to  hand  over  to  the 
chief  editor,  who  wonders  why  you 
can't  bring  in  more,  and  looks  at  you 
with  a  glance  that  makes  you  anxious 
to  slip  away  and  hide.  The  day  being 
ended  I  go  home,  to  rest  do  you  say? 
Yes  to  rest  if  there  is  rest  for  the 
wicked;  as  we  are  called  by  those 
whom  we  are  to  collect  from.  If  it  is 
rest,  I  am  afraid  I  will  never  want  to 
rest,  for  you  will  wake  up  in  the  night 
thinking  that  some  one  has  kicked  you 
down  stairs,  only  to  find  that  you  have 
rolled  out  of  bed.  At  times  you  will 
start  up  in  bed  thinking  you  are  in 
the  front  ranks,  by  the  pain  in  your 
side,  and  will  discover  that  your 
bedfellow  has  given  you  a  punch,  and 
is  saying:  "For  goodness  sake  shut  up.

I  find  at  evening  nothing  to  show  for 
my  day's  work.  In  this|way  the  days 
pass.  Now  and  then  joyfully,  when 
the  money  rolls  into  my  pocket,  sor- 
rowfully when  I  have  to  return  with  all 
the  bills.  Young  man,  if  you  are  con- 
templating business,  I  would  not  dis- 
courage you,  but  if  you  want  to  stand 
before  the  Tagals  go  across  to  the 
Philippines  and  have  a  quick  death. 
Don't  enter  into  the  job  of  collector 
and  die  by  degrees.  The  trials  of  a 
collector  are  varied,  and  if  you    come 


through  the  mill  all  right  I  believe  that 
you  will  have  more  patience,  and  will, 
if  you  ever  become  rich,  start  a  "Home 
for  Infirm  Collectors."

Mr.  S.  R.  Taber  has  recently  been 
appointed  special  agent  (in  Lake  For- 
est) of  the  Illinois  Humane  Society.

"The  constitution  of  the  society 
states  one  of  its  chief  objects  to  be; 
'By  a  great  system  of  humane  educa- 
tion, to  promote, an  humane  publicsen- 
timent.'  This  I  take  to  be  the  principal 
duty  of  a  special  agent  of  the  society. 
The  prevention  of  cruelty  towards 
children  and  animals  may  be  accom- 
plished directly  or  indirectly, — by  di- 
rect intervention  in  specific  cases,  or  by 
general  education  to  the  point  of  re- 
cognizing the  rights  of  our  dependents. 
Children  are  entitled  to  love  and  care; 
animals  have  a  right  to  be  used  without 
being  abused.  It  will  be  the  educa- 
tional rather  than  the  punitive  features 
of  humane  work  that  I  shall  try  to  em- 
phasize.

He  had  been  entertaining  at 
his  home  a  visitor  from  the  East  who 
held  some  peculiar  views  with  regard 
to  our  educational  institutions.  The 
Lake  Forest  man  made  the  claim  that 
the  schools  of  that  place  at  least  were 
conducted  in  such  manner  as  to  pro- 
duce the  best  possible  results. 

He  undertook  to  prove  that  no  such 


cause  for  complaint  existed  in  the 
charming  suburb  as  that  which  his 
Eastern  friend  had  entered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  schools  with  which  he  had 
familiarized  himself.  "I  will  make  a 
test  right  here,"  said  the  Lake  Forest 
man,  as  he  and  his  friend  caught  up 
with  a  couple  of  girls  just  returning 
from  school.  "Let  us  listen  to  their 
conversation.  You  can  easily  judge  of 
the  culture  these  maidens  have  attained 
by  hearing  a  few  remarks."  So  on  ap- 
proaching the  girls  still  closer  they 
heard  one  of  them  say: 

"Don't  you  like  Emma?" 

"No,"  replied  the  other,  "I  and  her 
don't  speak." 

There  is  no  ambulance  service  in 
Lake  Forest,  and  the  leading  resident 
had  to  be  practically  carried  home  in 
the  arms  of  his  friend. 

However,  Lake  Forest  need  not  feel 
particularly  bad  over  this  humiliating 
incident.  Carelessness  in  the  use  of 
the  mother  tongue  is  not  confined  to 
this  particular  suburb,  nor  is  it  a  pecu- 
liarly Western  weakness.  "In  front  of 
a  girls'  school  the  other  day,"  says  a 
Boston  writer,  "I  heard  the  following: 

'What's  frosted  you  with  Jennie?' 

'Oh,  she's  the  queerest  thing!' 

'Why?' 

'She  don't  want  to  furnish  anything 
for  the  chocolate  fudge.' 

'She  dont'?' 

'No,  she  don't." 

Nevertheless  the  chances  are  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  out  of  a  possi- 
ble thousand  that  these  Boston  girls 
and  Lake  Forest  girls  will  put  off  their 
bad  grammar  with  their  short  dresses. 
They  have  been  taught  better  and  they 
know  better,  but  they  have  simply  fal- 
len into  a  careless  way  of  talking  among 
themselves.  And  as  they  talk  care- 
lessly only  among  themselves  neither 
their  parents  nor  their  teachers  have  an 
opportunity  of  correcting  them.

Baseball. 

The  last  week  has  proved  to  be 
rather  an  unfortunate  one  for  Lake 
Forest  athletes,  both  in  Cad  and  col- 
lege. Out  of  four  games  that  have 
been  played  by  Lake  Forest  teams, only 
one  was  a  victory  for  us. 

The  game  at  Dixon  on  Saturday  re- 
sulted in  a  shutout  for  Lake  Forest 
with  the  score  15  to  O.  The  day  was 
extremely  cold  and  this  was  a  cause  of 
several  bad  plays.  Roosevelt  pitched 
a  good  game  although  at  times  he  had 
poor  control  of  the  ball.  His  support 
was  very  poor  from  all  quarters.  Dix- 
on's pitcher  had  few  strike  outs  to  his 
credit  but  his  support  was  excellent. 

While  the  Varsity  was  getting  "soak- 
ed" at  Evanston,  the  Cads  were  de- 
feating the  Northwestern  Academy 
from  that  place.  The  Cads  hit  the  ball 
on  every  occasion  and  had  to  run  bases 
fast  to  keep  from  freezing.  When  the 
game  was  over  they  had  15  runs  to 
their  credit  while  Evanston  Academy 
had  6.  Three  men  went  into  the  box 
for  L.  F.  A.,  and  all  three  pitched  an 
excellent  game.  They  were  in  order 
Aiken,  Hunter  and  Capt.  Goodrich, 
who  struck  out  eight  men  in  the  last 
three  innings. 

The  Varsity  went  down  to  Evanston 
last  Wednesday  where  they  were  met 
by  the  Northwestern  University  team 
and  defeated  by  a  score  of  10  to  0.  The 
game  was  slow  at  all  times  and  on  ac- 
count of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather 
many  bad  errors  were  made  on  both 
sides.  Roosevelt,  in  the  box  for  Lake 
Forest,  was  very  wild,  and  with  poor 
support  Northwestern  was  able  to  run 
up  the  large  score.  Jackson,  the  North- 
western pitcher,  was  in  good  form  and 


was  mainly  responsible  for  Lake  For- 
est's goose  egg  as  the  fielding  of  the 
Evanston  men  was  sometimes  at  fault. 

Last  Saturday,  in  a  most  exciting 
game,  Morgan  Park  defeated  the  Cads 
by  a  score  of  14  to  12.  The  weather 
was  bitter  cold  and  numbed  the  fingers 
of  the  players  so  that  very  many  errors 
were  made  on  both  sides.  The  out- 
come was  in  doubt  until  the  last  man 
was  out  in  the  ninth.  First  Morgan  Park 
would  push  ahead  and  then  the  Cads 
would  bunch  their  hits  and  be  a  run  or 
two  to  the  good.  Goodrich,  who  was 
in  the  box  for  the  Cads  was  hit  hard, 
but  had  he  been  supported  in  any  fair 
shape  L.  F.,  would  have  won,  for  they 
had  far  the  greater  number  of  hits. 
Gamble  knocked  out  a  home  run  over 
the  left  field  fence  toward  the  close  of 
the  game.

The  Deserted   Land. 

A  TALE  WITH  A  MORAL! 
Once  upon  atime,  longbefore  Colum- 
bus had  thought  of  discovering  Amer- 
ica, there  was  a  country  far  beyond 
the  sea  where  dwelt  a  happy  and 
enlightened  people,  whose  time  was 
spent  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  and 
in  the  strengthening  of  the  body  by 
athletic  sports.  Far  and  wide  were 
V*SSIS>^^  fefrned-  for 


their  knowledge  and  bodily  strength, 
and  it  was  expected,  that  in  time  to 
come,  they  would  outclass  every  other 
nation  in  the  world.  But  alas  for  the 
hopes  of  mankind!  Such  glory  was 
not  to  be  theirs. 

Now  for  many  years  this  people  had 
been  governed  wisely  and  well,  and  in 
consequence  had  greatly  prospered. 
Every  year  its  armies  had  gone  forth 
to  conquer  and  had  returned  loaded 
with  spoils  and  covered  with  glory. 
The  officers  who  led  the  army  to  vic- 
tory were  hailed  as  heroes  and  no 
honor  was  considered  too  good  for 
them. 

Now  the  government  of  this  people 
was  carried  on  by  an  oligarchy  com- 
posed of  the  most  learned  men  in  the 
country,  who  held  office  for  life.  Each 
member  of  this  oligarchy  held  some 
special  office.  Thus,  one  was  the  Min- 
ister of  Ecclesiasticism;  another  was 
Minister  of  Law;  the  President  made 
it  his  duty  to  exact  tribute  from 
strangers  and  to  act  as  censor  of  the 
press,  while  Minister  Bush  squeezed 
taxes  from  the  people. 

While  this  oligarchy  was  new  in 
office  it  recognized  the  fact  that  the 
nation  could  not  exist  on  knowledge 
alone,  but  must  also  gain  prestige 
abroad  if  it  was  to  be  respected  by 
other  nations.  So  liberal  appropria- 
tions were  made  for  the  army,  and  the 
citizens  were  encouraged  in  every  way 
to  enlist  and  fight  for  the  honor  of  the 
country.  And  right  nobly  did  the 
people  respond.  But  after  awhile  all 
this  changed.  Each  of  the  ministers 
began  to  think  that  it  was  his  own  par- 
ticular branch  of  the  government  which 
kept  the  nation  up  to  the  standard.  So 
the  army  was  neglected,  the  people 
were  required  to  spend  their  time  in 
digging  Greek  roots  for  the  market, 
and  the  prestige  of  the  nation    rapidly 
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fell  off.  The  soldiers  began  to  desert 
and  to  emigrate  to  other  lands  where 
they  could  exercise  the  virtue  of 
patriotism.  And  still  the  government 
did  nothing  to  check  the  decline. 

And  now  one  of  the  results  of  the 
peculiar  features  of  the  government 
began  to  be  seen.  Formerly  it  had 
been  the  custom  for  any  who  had  com- 
plaints to  make,  to  go  to  headquarters 
and  then  state  his  grievance  with  some 
expectation  of  having  it  attended  to. 
But  now  the  ministers  demanded  that 
all  complaints  should  be  registered 
through  them.  The  reason  for  this 
was  obvious.  If  a  man  came  to  one  of 
the  ministers  with  a  complaint  he 
would  be  told  that  the  minister  sympa- 
thized with  hiin  and  would  do  all  he 
could  for  him,  but  the  matter  would 
have  to  go  before  some  committee.  In 
this  way  all  responsibility  was  lost  and 
the  complaint  would  be  pigeon-holed. 
As  the  complainants  could  get  no  re- 
dress great  discontent  was  manifested. 
Requests  for  pardons,  for  more  liberal- 
ity in  certain  lines  of  industry,  for 
larger  appropriations  for  the  army,  all 
met  with  the  same  fate  and  were  never 
heard  from,  yet  each  of  the  ministers 
would  declare  himself  in  sympathy 
with  the  plans. 

By  the  advice  of  the  Minister  of 
Ecclesiasticism  the  government  dis- 
mised  the  general-in-chief  of  the  army 
from  the  service,  because  the  General 
had  been  unable  to  state  the  exact 
number  of  times  that  St.  Paul  breathed 
on  his  way  from  Antioch  to  Rome. 
Protests  were  made  but  met  the  same 
fate  as  before,  and  the  people  despair- 
ing of  obtaining  justice  from  a  govern- 
ment in  which  no  responsibility  lay, 
began  to  emigrate  in  large  numbers, 
and  soon  the  population  of  the  country 
became  alarmingly  small.  The  govern- 
ment    made     no    attempt    to    attract 


strangers  to  the  country,  doubtless  be- 
lieving that  thousands  would  swarm  to 
the  capital  merely  at  the  mention  of 
its  institutions  and  the  names  of  the 
ministers.  But  people  were  slow  in 
uniting  with  a  country,  however  wise 
its  rules  might  be,  if  it  was  to  be 
distanced  by  neighboring  nations  which 
were  inferior  both  in  resources  and 
wealth. 

So  the  people  did  not  come,  the  few 
who  had  remained  departed,  and  the 
land  became  a  desert.  ■  And  the  rulers, 
left  alone  amidst  the  ruins  of  their  once 
prosperous  country,  slowly  petrified, 
and  their  bodies,  preserved  in  everlast- 
ing rock,  might  still  be  seen  if  one 
could  only  find  the  exact  location  of 
this  country. 
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Physics  at  Paris  Exposition. 

Professor  Henry  Crew,  of  North- 
western University,  delivered  a  lecture 
Friday  evening  on  "Physics  at  the 
Paris  Exposition,"  before  a  large  and 
appreciative  audience,  in  Science  Lec- 
ture Room.     He  said  in  part: 

"The  exhibition  in  Paris  is  always 
interesting  from  two  standpoints:  One 
is  as  to  the  fact  itself  taken  as  an  ex- 
periment, and  the  second  is  the  mis- 
sion of  that  fact  and  of  its  inter- 
pretation. 

"Some  of  the  exhibits  which,  as  a 
scientist,  appeal  to  me  most  strikingly, 
were  those  connected  with  the  depart- 
ments of  engineering  and  electricity. 
As  you  are  well  aware  triple  expan- 
sion engines  provided  power  to  run 
our  plant  in  Chicago.  Most  of  the 
power  furnished  at  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion was  provided  in  the  same  way. 
But  there  was  one  little  engine  there 
which  gives  much  promise  for  the  fu- 
ture. This  engine  was  placed  in  a 
small  boat  called  "La  petite  Turbenia" 
which  makes  the  best  record  of  any- 
thing afloat — 36  miles  an  hour.  This 
engine  has  no  representative  parts  at 
all.  Most  engines  are  so  constructed 
that  they  waste  sufficient  steam  which, 
if  saved  and  utilized,  would  run  an  or- 
dinary steam  engine.  The  remarkable 
thing  about  the  Turbenia  is  that  it  is 
multiple  expansion,  it  is  a  condenser 
and  uses  all  the  steam  put  into  it.  This 
engine  has  been  adopted  in  the  English 
navy  and  some  of  her  boats  make  37 
knots  an  hour. 


"The  most  interesting  thing  which  I 
saw  was  a  little  record  telephone  called 
the  Telephonograph.  One  of  these 
has  been  tried  in  Chicago.  This  ex- 
periment is  remarkable  for  two  things: 
For  its  simplicity  and  for  its  capacity. 
It  is  in  fact  a  relay  telephone.  Another 
exhibit  which  will  prove  of  immense 
economy  in  the  cost  of  lighting  is  the 
Nervst  incandescent  lamp,  made  of 
magnesium  filament.  This  lamp  can 
furnish  an  equal  candle  power  with 
those  now  in  use  at  one-half  the  con- 
sumption of  power." 

Professor  Crew  continued  to  de- 
scribe a  number  of  additional  exhibits. 
He  also  related  the  proceedings  of  the 
International  Academy  of  Science 
whose  meetings  were  held  at  Paris  dur- 
ing the  time  of  the  exhibition. 


An  Iowa  Legend. 

The  prairie  rolling  back  from  the 
river  trembled,  for  it  felt  the  step  of 
Napi,  the  Old  One.  The  swift  waters 
rushed  on  even  swifter  in  their  mad 
flight,  tearing  the  soil  from  the  banks, 
only  to  drop  their  booty  on  the  rich 
grass  lands  in  the  bottoms.  The  wild 
flowers  whispered  the  news  to  their 
friends.  To  all  things  that  became  the 
message  that  the  Master  of  all  walked 
through  the  valleys  of  Iowa.  They 
heard  his  command  to  assemble  to- 
gether and  obeyed  in  fear,  remember- 
ing their  sins  and  the  judgment  now 
coming. 

On  a  high  bluff  sloping  up  from   the 
stream  was  the  judgment  seat  of  the 
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Master.  There  is  the  place  held  sacred 
by  every  Dacotah,  and  there  at  the 
foot  of  the  throne  gathered  the  sub- 
jects of  Napi.  On  the  throne  over- 
looking the  beautiful  valley  sat  Napi, 
maker  of  earth,  judging  the  people 
justly  as  he  compared  their  sins  with 
their  good  deeds.  To  his  right  hand, 
he  summoned  Washta,  the  Good,  the 
chief  of  the  nation.  There  all  through 
the  day,  Napi  judged  wisely  and  there 
was  no  complaint  at  his  ruling.  There 
when  the  sun  was  dying,  bathing  the 
blue  hills  in  crimson  splendor,  the 
Master  arose  and  addressed  his  assem- 
bled people.  "O,  lis. en,  my  children, 
to  the  voice  of  Napi,  your  father!  You 
came  here  today  at  my  calling,  a  true 
and  obedient  people.

But,  lest  any 
should  stray  from  their  home  and  their 
kindred,  I  shall  place  on  this  hill  a 
great  rock,  a  guide  for  the  children  of 
Napi.  Return  to  your  homes,  O  my 
people." 

Thus  spoke  Napi,  as  darkness  fell 
on  the  prairie,  and  the  people  moved 
homeward  rejoicing.  To  this  day  may 
be  seen  the  rock  on  the  hilltop,  a  boul- 
der of  granite,  thrice  as  high  as  the 
besare,  and  wide  enough  on  its  top  for 
the  war-dance.  Here,  ever  after,  met 
the  Dacotah's  in  council;  here  burned 
signal  fires  of  damp  drift-wood;  here

It  would  be  no 
more  than  adhering  to  their  own 
frankly  avowed  principles  were  they  to 
follow  the  course  indicated. 

The  opinions  of  many  of  their  presi- 
dents to  the  contrary  it  is  nevertheless 
true  that  the  normal  school  is  not  tak- 
ing the  place  of  the  college  and  univer- 
sity in  furnishing  the  great  body  of 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the 
country.  Reports  show  that  the  de- 
mand for  teachers  with  collegiate  or 
university  training  is  increasing  yearly 
and  that  the  normal  school  graduate 
with  his  shorter  course  is  no  longer  the 
undisputed  master  of  the  field. 

Following  is  the  section  against 
which  the  college  professors  and  the 
teachers'  agencies  are  protesting: 

Section  2.  The  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  and  the  presidents  of  the 
five  state  normal  schools  of  the  state  shall  com- 
pose a  board  without  any  compensation  for  the 
purpose  of  procuring  positions  for  school 
teachers.  The  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  shall  be  the  secretary  of  this  board 
and  shall  carry  on  its  business  in  connection 
with  the  office  of  the  state  superintendent  of 
public  instruction.  There  shall  also  be  a 
president  elected  from  among  the  members  of 
the  board.  The  board  shall  organize  upon 
lines  as  seem  best  for  them  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  purposes  of  this  act.  They  shall  re- 
ceive applications  for  positions  as  school  teach- 
ers and  shall  do  all  within  their  power  to  se- 
cure positions  for  those  making  application, 
and  shall  not  be  allowed  to  charge  any  fee  or 
commission  whatsoever.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  other  agency  or  individual  to  charge 
any  fee  or  commission  for  the  securing  of  a 
position  for  a  school  teacher,  and  anyone  so 
doing  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$100  for  each  offense. 

Any  law  which  will  allow  a  mono- 
poly in  the  placing  of  teachers  is  un- 
just and  cannot  but  result  in  harm.  In 
the  Stubblefield  measure  it  is  notice- 


able that  not  even  the  president  of  the 
State  university  is  given  a  place  on  the 
managing  board,  which  is  further  evi- 
dence that  the  whole  trend  of  the  bill 
is  to  pander  to  the  institutions  of  nor- 
mal training. 

Another  objection  to  the  bill  is  that 
the  establishment  of  a  free  state  agency 
will  produce  an  influx  of  normal  stu- 
dents from  other  states,  who  will  seek 
employment  in  Illinois,  whereas  one  of 
the  purposes  of  the  bill  is  to  furnish 
employment  at  home  for  students  of 
our  own  schools.  The  abolition  of  pri- 
vate teacher's  agencies  would  be  unfor- 
tunate. As  a  rule  these  agencies  are 
reliable  and  their  work  in  placing 
teachers  has  been  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned.  A  great  amount  of  their 
support  comes  from  the  students  and 
faculties  of  the  colleges.  In  the  appeal 
which  these  agencies  have  sent  out  to 
college  professors  to  help  defeat  the 
proposed  bill  the  following  is  said: 

"If  the  recommendations  for  appoint- 
ments as  teachers  are  to  be  made  by 
principals  of  the  state  normal  schools, 
young  men  and  women  naturally  will 
seek  normal  schools  rather  than  col- 
leges for  their  education,"  and  that 
"legislation  which  favors  colleges  and 
tends  to  their  upbuilding  is  essential  in 
Illinois  rather  than  legislation  which 
detracts  from  their  power  and  influ- 
ence."

COMMENCEMENT  EXERCISES. 

On  Tuesday,  April  30th,  at  2:30  p. 
m.,  in  Central  Music  Hall,  the  Chicago 
College  of  Dental  Surgery,  Dental  De- 
partment of  Lake  Forest  University, 
held  its  nineteenth  annual  commence- 
ment. The  exercises  opened  with  sev- 
eral orchestra  selections;  Dr.  Lawrence 
gave  the  invocation,  and  Dr.  A.  W. 
Harlan  read  the  annual  report.  De- 
grees were  then  conferred  upon  the 
class  of  1901,  numbering  188  students, 
Dr.  Truman  W.  Brophy,  Dean  of  the 
College,  presiding.  The  Doctorate 
Address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  L.  L.

Dr.  McClure 
briefly  traced  the  history  and  growth 
of  the  institution,  contrasting  the  gra- 
duating class  of  '83  of  12  students  with 
the  class  of  '01  of  188  students.  Con- 
tinuing, he  spoke  of  life's  aims  and 
ideals,  the  value  of  the  many  todays 
and  tomorrows  which  give  such  rare 
opportunity  for  carrying  out  to  a  suc- 
cessful issue  the  lofty  life-plans  of  the 
young  graduate.  "Let  energy  be  im- 
pelled by  the  highest  ideals,"  he  said, 
"and  keep  a  lofty  aim  constantly  in 
mind.  There  is  a  high  path  we  all 
may  tread — find  it  and  follow  it.  It 
will  repay  one  to  watch  for  life's  favor- 
able opportunities, — succes  is  waiting 
to  crown  every  conscientious  effort."

Two  weeks  ago  the  writer  contribu- 
ted an  article  to  the  STENTOR  touching 
upon  our  student  organizations  and  the 
general  atmosphere  and  conditions  sur- 
rounding them.  Understanding  that 
some  feeling  has  been  aroused  by  the 
article  among  individuals  outside  of  the 
student  organization,  produced  by  an 
entire  misconception  of  the  writer's  in- 
tent and  expressing  itself  in  an  at- 
tempted answer  by  a  graduate,  who 
failed  utterly  to  grasp  the  thought  de- 
signed to  be  conveyed,  the  writer  feels 
compelled  to  explain  and  justify  his 
stand  and  analize  more  definitely  the 
sentiment  which  prompted  it. 

The  graduate  states  that  the  effect 
of  the  article  was  contrary  to  that  in- 
tended, yet  does  not  attempt  to  show 
that  he  has  grasped  its  intention  or  its 
effects.  At  the  same  time  for  some 
peculiar  reason  he  has  distorted  facts 
and  discovered  and  dwelt  upon  a  senti- 
ment which  the  article  does  not  any- 
where contain.  He  states  in  the  first 
place  that  the  writer  has  belittled  the 
standard  of  scholarship  of  this  college 
while  advancing  student  organizations. 
On  the  contrary  the  article  contains 
positively  not  a  single  word  concerning 
the  standard  of  scholarship  of  our  col- 
lege or  an  expression  which  can  be 
construed  as  in  any  way  disparaging 
it.  The  writer  distinctly  states  on  the 
other  hand  that  in  facilities,  location 
and  general  class  of  students  this  uni- 
versity stands  in  the  very  front  rank. 
He  should  certainly  have  added  gen- 
eral standard  of  scholarship  had  he 
supposed  that  his  diminutive  article 
would  have  been  looked  upon  as  an 
exhaustive  treatise. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  support  and  in- 
terest afforded  student  organizations 
was  the  only  theme  which  he  desired 
to    emphasize    and    he    is  exceedingly 


sorry  that  attention  has  been  directed 
to  other  things.  Nor  does  the  article 
contain  anything  the  meaning  of  which 
should  be  twisted  into  a  criticism  of 
the  Lake  Forest  faculty.  The  only 
possible  suggestion  to  this  idea  lies  in 
the  statement  that  in  a  certain  other 
institution  the  interest  in  student  or- 
ganizations is  dependent,  among  other 
things,  upon  the  fact  that  they  are  en- 
couraged by  an  energetic  faculty. 
How  this  can  be  interpreted  as  a  criti- 
cism of  our  faculty  here  is  beyond  the 
writer's  comprehension,  unless  the  sug- 
gestion has  been  prompted  by  some 
guilty  conscience.  Neither  the  writer, 
nor  does  he  believe  do  the  students  in 
general,  desire  to  be  understood  as 
criticising  the  faculty  for  any  conditions 
which  ma)-  surround  the  university  at 
the  present  time.  We  know  that  the 
board  contains  a  number  of  able  men 
who  have  the  interest  of  the  institution 
at  heart  and  that  the  same  difficulties 
beset  them  which  have  aroused  the 
students. 

Let  it  be  understood  further  that, 
contrary  to  the  belief  of  some,  the  stu- 
dents are  loyal  to  the  university,  that 
their  chief  desire  is  to  see  it  progress- 
ing; and  judging  from  the  sentiment 
which  is  being  engendered  here  at  the 
present  time  we  believe  that  good 
must  be  in  store  for  us. 

The  writer  sincerely  hopes  that  it 
may  be  understood  that  criticism  di- 
rected at  the  management  of  certain 
departments  should  not  be  construed 
as  expressing  in  the  slightest  degree 
dissatisfaction  with  the  university.  We 
do  not  believe  in  exercising  our  minds 
to  the  extent  of  convincing  ourselves 
that  we  have  no  faults  and  then  issuing 
blindly  to  the  world  fabrications  con- 
cerning them.  We  would  rather  see 
our  faults  exaggerated  that  we  may 
know  and  feel  the  real  source  of  power 
which  our  college  possesses.

The  team 
won  easily  from  Lombard  Friday,  but 
lost  to  knox  Saturday  morning  by  the 
narrow  margin  of  5  to  3. 

The  largest  crowd  before  which  the 
team  has  appeared  this  year  was  pres- 
ent to  witness  the  Knox  game,  and  the 
crowd  cheered  both  teams  impartially 
when  good  plays  were  made.  An  in- 
terscolastic  high  school  meet  was  held 
in  Galesburg  Saturday  afternoon  and 
nearly  all  the  representatives  of  the 
twenty-five  high  schools  present  cheer- 
ed the  Lake  Forest  team  as  only  high 
school  enthusiasts  can.  The  Knox 
players  were  all  gentlemanly  fellows 
and  the  odious  "chewing"  frequently 
displayed  by  college  teams  was  ab- 
sent. 

A  band  of  thirty  pieces  furnished 
music  at  intervals  during  the  game. 
Through  the  efforts  of  Roosevelt  and 
Rumsey  some  of  the  co-eds  waved  the 
red  and  black  and  rooted  lustily  for 
L.  F.  The  team  left  Galesburg  Sun- 
day morning  at  3  o'clock  and  arrived 
at  Lake  Forest  at  ten,  tired  but  well 
pleased  with  the  trip. 

LOMBARD  EASILY  DEFEATED. 

The  most  decisive  victory  of  the 
season  occurred   Friday   when  the  col- 


lege boys  defeated  the  Lombard  Uni- 
versity team  by  a  score  of  21  to  2. 
Both  teams  played  good  ball  but  it  was 
Lake  Forest's  lucky  day  and  the  hoo- 
doo which  has  followed  the  team  all 
the  year  was  evidently  taking  a  va- 
cation. Roosevelt  pitched  a  fine  game 
and  he  was  well  supported  by  every 
member  of  the  team.  The  first  two 
innings  were  uneventful,  but  with  two 
men  out  in  the  third  the  Varsity  took  a 
batting  streak  and  brought  in  eight 
runs. 

After  this  the  boys  were  contented 
with  two  and  three  runs  each  inning. 
The  Lombard  players  were  simply  out- 
classed and  their  two  scores  were 
made  on  errors.

"Before  the  largest  crowd  that  has 
assembled  on  Willard  Field  this  season 
the  Knox  ball  team  added  another 
brilliant  victory  to  the  already  long 
list.  The  visiting  team  from  Lake 
Forest  was  defeated  by  the  interesting 
score  of  5  to  3. 

Until  the  last  half  of  the  eighth  in- 
ning the  score  stood  I  to  I  and  it  was 
anybody's  game.  Up  to  that  time  it 
had  been  a  battle  royal  between  the 
pitchers,  Essick  and  Kelly,  with  splen- 
did support  from  both  teams.  But  in 
the  fatal  eighth  the  home  boys  in- 
dulged in  a  little  stick  work  that  netted 
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them  four  runs  and  practically  decided 
the  issue  of  the  day."

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Uniform  Entrance   Requirements. 

At  chapel  Thursday  noon  Professor 
Halsey  spoke  briefly  on  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  North  Central  Educational 
Association  held  in  Chicago  during  the 
spring  vacation.  The  chief  business  of 
the  convention  at  its  last  session  was 
the  formulation  of  a  plan  for  establish- 
ing a  uniform  system  of  entrance  re- 
quirements to  all  the  colleges  in  the 
twelve  states  comprising  the  associ- 
ation. The  curriculum  of  the  high 
schools  in  this  section  would  be  so  ar- 
ranged that  a  graduate  from  any  of  vhe 
high  schools  would  be  admitted  to  any 
college  without  entrance  examination, 
— upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate 
cf  graduation.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  arrive  at  a  standard  system 
of  entrance  conditions.  A  system 
formulated  on  these  lines  and  put  into 
operation  would  do  away  with  many  of 
the  trying  and  troublesome  problems 
that  now  confront  the  entrance  com- 
mittees in  all  the  colleges  throughout 
the  Northwest.

This  is  well  illustrated  in  the  case  of 
Professor  George  Woodberry,  of 
Columbia,  a  man  who  takes  rank 
among  the  foremost  educators  of  the 
country.  Professor  Woodberry  grad- 
uated from  Harvard  in  1877  an<^  was 
noted  throughout  his  college  career  for 
his  high  rank  in  scholarship  and  his 
utter  indifference  to  physical  training 
as  carried  on  in  the  university.  A  cur- 
rent review  in  speaking  of  the  change 
in  the  professor's  attitude  toward  ath- 
letics has  the  following  to  say: 
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A  Common  Sense  Order. 

Since  assuming  office  Superinten- 
dent Cooley,  of  the  Chicago  schools, 
has  been  the  author  of  a  number  of 
much  needed  reforms,  but  in  carrying 
his  advance  ideas  into  effect  it  must  be 
said  that  the  worthy  professor  has  done 
so  at  the  price  of  his  popularity.  The 
recent  order  of  the  board  of  education, 
made  at  Mr.  Cooley's  suggestion,  that 
hereafter  commencement  exercises  at 
the  Chicago  schools  shall  not  be  ac- 
companied by  floral  offerings  or  gifts 
of  any  kind,  shows  wisdom  although 
the  majority  of  those  about  to  graduate 
have  received  the  news  with  anything 
but  enthusiasm. 

What  might  have  been  at  one  time  a 
beautiful  custom,  expressive  of  senti- 
ment and  regard,  has  according  to  facts  ' 
that  have  been  brought  to  light,  devel- 
oped into  nothing  more  than  a  jealous 
rivalry  among  friends  and  relatives  of 
the  pupils,  all  of  whom  are  anxious  to 
have  their  particular  graduate  friend 
appear  to  the  best  advantage.  It  has 
been  stated  as  an  actual  occurance  that 
at  the  graduation  exercises  of  one  of 
Chicago's  high-toned  schools  the  dum- 
my of  the  class  was  almost  smothered 
with  floral  offerings,  while  the  plainly 
dressed  valedictorian  stood  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  stage  unremembered 
by  a  single  gift.  Under  such  condit- 
ions all  the  beauty  and  sentiment  of 
the  custom  take  wings.  Professor 
Cooley  should  be  commended  for  this 
and  the  many  other  common  sense  re- 
forms that  he  has  introduced  since  as- 
suming- office. 


The  Olympic  Games.

Professor  John  J.  Halsey,  dean  of 
the  college  at  Lake  Forest,  has  receiv- 
ed a  call  from  Leland  Stanford,  Jr., 
University,  asking  him  to  come  to  that 
institution  for  the  next  scholastic  year 
as  acting  pro- 
fessor of  politi- 
cal science  and 
acting  head  of 
the  department 
of  economics 
and  political 
science  during 
the  absence  on 
leave  of  Pro- 
fessors Durand 
and  Smith. 

This  proposal, 
which  came  in 
the  form  of  a 
letter  from 
President  Jor- 
dan, of  Leland 
Stanford,  was 
received  by 
Professor  Hal- 
sey the  first 
part  of  last 
week.  After 
due  considera- 
tion Professor  Halsey  has  decided  to 
accept  the  offer,  and  to  that  end  has 
requested  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
university  to  grant  him  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  Lake  Forest  for  one  year. 
While    an    answer   has    not    yet    been 


returned,  assurances  have  been  receiv- 
ed that  the  trustees  will  grant  the 
request. 

The  choice  of  a  man  for  the  dean- 
ship,  as  well  as  of  a  professor  to  oc- 
cupy 'the  chair 
of  political  and 
social  science 
during  the  ab- 
sence of  Pro- 
fessor Halsey, 
will  become  a 
necessity.  It  is 
understood  that 
the  trustees  in- 
tend to  secure 
the  best  men 
obtainable  t  o 
fill  the  tempor- 
ary vacancies- 

The  depar- 
ture of  Profess- 
or Halsey  from 
Lake  Forest, 
even  for  so 
short  a  period 
as  one  year  will 
be  keenly  felt 
by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  stu- 
dent body.  Professor  Halsey  has  been 
identified  with  every  interest  of  Lake 
Forest  for  a  longer  time  than  any 
other  member  of  the  faculty,  his  con- 
nection with  the  university  dating 
from    1878.       His    birthplace    is    Ken- 
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tucky,  but  he  has  made  Illinois  his 
home  since  1859,  most  of  the  time  be- 
ing spent  in  Chicago  and  vicinity.  He 
graduated  from  Chicago  University  in 
1870  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  and  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.  M.  three  years 
later.  For  some  time  after  his  grad- 
uation he  was  connected  with  the  edi- 
torial department  of  the  Chicago  Inter 
Ocean. 

During  the  twenty-three  years  in 
which  Professor  Halsey  has  been  at 
Lake  Forest  his  name  has  been  iden- 
tified with  every  advance  movement 
made  by  the  university.  He  has  been 
twice  dean  of  the  college  and  Avas  act- 
ing president  during  the  interim  be- 
tween the  resignation  of  Dr.  John  M. 
Coulter  and  the  election  of  Dr.  James 
G.  K.  McClure  to  the  position. 

In  going  to  Leland  Stanford  for  a 
year  Professor  Halsey  will  experience 
a  certain  sense  of  relief  which  is  always 
found  on  entering  new  fields  of  labor 
after  long  continuance  in  one  place. 
Special  opportunities  for  research 
work  in  his  department  will  be  afford- 
ed, and  lastly,  in  the  splendid  climate 
of  California  he  will  be  able  to  regain 
his  health  which  has  sadly  suffered 
during  the  past  year. 

Leland  Stanford,  Jr.,  University 
could  not  have  found  in  the  country  a 
man  better  qualified  to  fill  the  impor- 
tant positions  to  which  Professor  Hal- 
sey has  been  called.  But  it  must  be 
said  that  while  the  California  institu- 
sion  gains,  Lake  Forest  suffers  a  loss, 
which,  if  it  were  to  be  permanent, 
would  be  irreparable.

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Letter  from  Former  Editor. 

Linden,  Ind.,  May  18,  190 1. 
My  Dear  Mallory:— 

I  came  in  here  on  the  Monon  and 
have  to  wait  an  hour  for  my  train  on 
the  Clover  Leaf.  This  town  consists 
of  two  railways,  a  store  box  for  a  sta- 
tion, a  post  office  and  a  pig  pen.  There 
being  nothing  to  inspire  me  or  attract 
my  attention  I  naturally  become  remi- 
niscent and  scribble  a  letter  for  the 
STENTOR.  Recalling  that  matter  used 
to  be  so  short  with  me  that  I  would 
sometimes  publish  anything,  I  write 
this  with  some  small  hope  that  I  may 
get  my  name  in  print: 

It  has  been  only  two  years  since  I 
crossed  the  boundary  line  between  the 
theoretical  and  the  practical,  but  it 
seems  a  quarter  of  a  century.  As  I 
talked  with  Professor  Burnap,  who 
has  just  completed  a  visit  to  our  high 
school  at  Kokomo,  my  college  days 
came  back  to  me  as  the  name  of  the 
dimly  remembered  cradle  song  of  my 
mother.  Now  that  I  am  out  in  the 
common  work-a-day  world,  those  days 
recur  to  me  as  the  happiest  I  have 
ever  spent,  and  I  now  wonder  that 
those  times  did  not  impress  me  as  ideal 
ones  while  I  was  experiencing  them. 

I  have  been  not  a  little  pleased  to 
noticeLake  Forest's  recent  successes 
in  baseball.  Indeed,  I  rejoice  with  her 
in  all  her  successes  and  sympathize 
with  her  when  misfortune  comes  upon 
her.  The  fellows  have  done  well  in 
athletics  this  year,  considering  the 
mishaps  they  have  suffered.  .  r 

While  Lake  Forest  has  not  held  the 
highest  record  in  athletics  for  some 
time,  she  does  hold  the  highest  record 
for  scholarship.  Her  reputation  in 
this  direction  is  unquestioned.  It  was 
a  matter  of  extreme  satisfaction  to  me, 
when  I  recently  registered  for  an  M. 
A.  degree  at    a    graduate    school,    to 


have  my  B.  A.  from  Lake  Forest  ac- 
cepted for  face  value,  while  others 
from  larger  schools  and  schools  with 
higher  records  in  athletics  had  their 
B.  A.'s  discounted  from  six  to  twelve 
months,  time  which  had  to  be  spent 
before  credits  toward  an  M.  A.  could 
be  commenced.  I  do  not  mean  to 
imply  that  the  standard  of  scholarship 
is  higher  in  schools  that  are  small  and 
unsuccessful  in  athletics.  I  do,  how- 
ever, mean  to  suggest,  by  way  of  en- 
couragement, that  a  college  may  be 
fulfilling  well  her  essential  mission  in 
the  world  even  though  she  be  unfortu- 
nate in  athletics. 

I  have  referred  to  the  visit  of  Pro- 
fessor Burnap  to  the  Kokomo  High 
School.  We  have  had  representatives 
from  many  colleges  call  on  us  this  year, 
but  none  made  such  a  happy  hit  as  did 
"Burnie."  Besides  addressing  the 
three  hundred  and  sixty  pupils  assem- 
bled together,  Mr.  Burnap  lectured  to 
a  number  of  classes.  He  was  soon  so 
popular  that  demands  for  a  talk  were 
made  upon  him  from  every  depart- 
ment of  the  school.  I  am  still  receiv- 
ing congratulations  upon  the  character 
of  the  representative  from  Lake  For- 
est.

The  program  consisted  of  songs  by  the 
children,  an  illustrated  lecture  on  birds 
by  Mr.  Edward  B.  Clark,  and  a  talk 
about  animals  by  Mr.  R.  J.  O'Hanlon. 
One  of  the  most  pleasing  feature  of  the 
afternoon's  exercises  was  the  may-pole 
dance  by  the  children  of  the  Kinder- 
garten. The  little  folks  were  remark- 
ably graceful  and  executed  their  part 
of  the  program  in  a  charming  manner. 


Mrs.  de  Koven's  INew  Book. 

Mrs.  Reginald  de  Koven,  well  known 
at  Lake  Forest,  has  recently  completed 
her  new  historical  novel  entitled  "By 
the  Waters  of  Babylon."  In  the  pre- 
paration of  this  volume  Mrs.  de  Koven 
has  had  recourse  to  the  British  museum 
and  the  libraries  of  London,  New  York 
and  Washington,  as  well  as  to  some  of 
the  most  original  sources  of  ancient 
history;  and  it  is  said  the  book  will  pre- 
sent many  especially  interesting  and 
striking  features.  The  Record-Herald 
says: 

"The  title  of  the  book,  'By  the  Wa- 
ters of  Babylon,'  is  suggestive  of  the 
theme,  and  carries  with  it  the  atmos- 
phere of  mystery  and  romance  which 
the  story  itself  is  said  to  breathe.  In 
an  interview  Mrs.  de  Koven  said  she 
expected  the  book  to  be  on  sale  in  a 
few  weeks.  Tn  this  book,'  said  Mrs. 
de  Koven,  T  have  departed  from  the 
ordinary  type  of  society  novel  and 
have  sought  the  picturesque  field  of 
ancient  Babylon.     I  believed  from  the 
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start  that  this  famed  old  city,  with  its 
romantic  palaces,  hanging  gardens, 
willow-shaded  canals  and  stupendous 
towering  walls,  would  present  untold 
opportunities  to  a  writer  of  fiction." 

"The  period  chosen  in  my  book  is 
that  immediately  following  the  Per- 
sian invasion  of  Greece  during  the 
reign  of  Artaxerxes  I.  The  book  is 
quite  full  of  historical  detail  and  infor- 
mation, but  at  the  same  time  I  tried  to 
preserve  an  interesting  and  powerful 
plot." 


Among  the  Exchanges. 

James  B.  Dill,  one  of  the  greatest 
corporation  lawyers  in  this  country, 
says  that  corporations  prefer  to  take 
college  graduates  for  their  young  men 
employes, but  only  after  they  have  been 
away  from  college  for  two  years.

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Golf  in  the  Western  Colleges. 


Golf  in  the  western  colleges  is  an 
open  question.  The  reason  for  this  is 
that  golf  requires  a  large  tract  of  land, 
almost  clear,  with  good  turf,  for  per- 
fect play.  Nine  holes  would  be  suffi- 
cient, although  eighteen  holes  would 
be  ideal.  Fifteen  acres  would  make  a 
nine  hole  course.  Then  the  game  of 
golf  is  not  an  inexpensive  one,  even 
for  the  economical  player.  The  origi- 
nal outlay  involves  an  expenditure  of 
at  least  ten  dollars,  which  is  the  begin- 
ning of  a  continuous  expense  that 
comes  from  the  loss  of  balls  and  the 
breaking  of  clubs.  The  game  also  re- 
quires a  great  deal  of  time,  possibly, 
more  than  a  student  could  justly  take 
from  his  studies. 

There  are  however  reasons  why  golf 
would  be  of  value  in  college  athletics, 
and  they  are  these:  There  are  a  large 
number  of  students  who  are  physically 
unable  to  enter  the  more  violent  games 
of  baseball,  football  and  track  athletics 
who  could  successfully  play  the  game, 
and  derive  great  benefit  from  it.  The 
game  is  quiet,  steady,  fascinating  and 
free  from  undue  excitement,  and  it 
holds  the  player's  interest  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  For  the  training  of  the 
eye  and  general  development  of  the 
physique,  it  seems  to  be  the  only  out- 
door game  in  which  all  the  student 
body  can  take  part.  Horace  Hutchin- 
son says:  "It  affords  a  wide  field  of 
observation  for  the  philosopher  and 
the  student  of  human  nature.  To  play 
it  right  requires  nerve,  endurance   and 


self  control,  qualities  which  are  essen- 
tial to  success  in  all  great  vocations. 
It  is  not  difficult  to  account  for  the 
popularity  of  the  game.  It  affords,  as 
as  few  other  games  (\{  any  doj  moder- 
ate yet  sufficient  exercise  for  all: 
sufficient  for  the  young  and  strong, 
and  yet  not  too  violent  for  those  who 
are  older  or  less  robust." 

While  it  is  simple  enough  for  the 
unambitious  to  play  with  pleasure,  it 
demands,  if  it  is  to  be  played  really 
well,  quite  as  high  a  degree  of  skill  as 
baseball,  tennis,  or  any  other  first-class 
game.  It  is  thus  a  game  for  players  of 
all  degrees  and  ages.  For  the  veteran 
of  seventy  as  well  as  for  the  boy  of 
seven,  it  cannot  be  learned  to  soon,  and 
it  is  never  too  late  to  begin  it.  In  the 
eastern  colleges,  Columbia,  Harvard, 
Pennsylvania,  Princeton  and  Yale,  golf 
is  already  established.  They  have 
formed  an  Intercollegiate  Golf  Asso- 
ciation, each  college  having  a  repre- 
sentative team  of  six  players,  who  play 
annually  for  the  college  championship. 

■Now,  shall  we  not  hope  that  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  there  will  be  a 
Western  Golf  Association  for  college 
teams?  We  have  already  followed  the 
eastern  colleges  in  all  other  branches 
of  athletics,  and  it  is  natural  to  suppose 
that  in  this  latest  and  most  popular 
game  the  west  will  soon  strive  to  equal 
the  east  and  place  golf  on  a  permanent 
basis. 

Now  there  are  many  difficulties  to 
be  overcome  before  this  hope    can    be 
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realized,  but  no  great  end  was  ever  ob- 
tained without  struggle  and  effort.  In- 
terest and  enthusiasm  for  the  game 
must  first  be  created  in  the  student, 
and  then  the  first  obstacle  will  be  over- 
come. Then  comes  the  need  of  a  golf 
course,  which,  if  that  can  be  procured, 
will  enable  the  western  student,  with 
his  usual  push  and  energy,  to  organize 
a  solf  association  for  western  colleges.

The  INatupalist-liis  Work. 

All  about  us,  in  every  stone,  in  every 
flower,  in  every  leaf  is  written  the  most 
wonderful  story  in  the  world.  It  is  not 
the  story  of  a  day  nor  of  a  generation; 
it  is  the  story  of  a  planet  from  its  con- 
ception in  the  midst  of  chaos,  through 
its  infancy,  to  maturity.  This  book  is 
always  spread  open  before  us,  but  rare 
indeed  are  the  people  who  can  read  it. 
Like  the  magic  book  of  the  sage  Mer- 
lin it  needs  the  master's  hand  to  turn 
the  leaves,  the  master's  eye  to  scan  the 
page. 

A  naturalist  is  one  who  can  read  this 
record,  who  has  learned  to  wait  for  the 
interpretation.  To  him  the  rocks  and 
the  forests  yield  up  their  secrets  and  in 
the  silence  he  hears  that  "Voice  of  Na- 
ture, which  is  the  Voice  of  God." 
Among  the  mountains  he  finds  the  age 
of   the    world    written    in    the    eternal 


rock.  A  tale  of  years  so  many  that 
the  mind  of  man  cannot  grasp  it.  He 
finds  a  record  of  the  various  mighty 
upheavals  by  which  the  earth  has  come 
to  its  present  form.  At  the  mouths  of 
rivers  and  along  the  sea-coast  he 
watches  the  formation  of  new  land, 
thus  seeing  in  what  way  such  low-lying 
portions  of  a  continent  as  Florida  or 
Louisiana  have  grown  up  out  of  the 
sea.  He  studies  the  chalk-cliffs  of  Eng- 
land and  finds  that  they  are  composed 
of  the  remains  of  multitudes  of  tiny 
marine  animals.  How  many  thousand 
years  must  they  have  been  in  building! 
He  finds  the  records  of  the  first 
forms  of  life  and  traces  their  gradual 
development  from  the  lowest  and  earli- 
est up  to  man.  He  finds  records  of 
those  men  who  lived  so  many  thousand 
years  ago.  He  is  even  able  to  picture 
something  of  their  mode  of  life.  In 
forms  now  existing  on  the  earth  he 
finds  the  far  off  descendants  of  those 
early  types.  Through  a  long  series  of 
plants  or  animals  he  traces  the  varia- 
tion from  the  original  form  and  demon- 
strates the  advantage  gained  by  that 
variation. 

But  while  thus  solving  the  mysteries 
of   the   universe  he  learns  the  beauty 
and  the  glory  of  the  tiniest  blossom. 
"Here  are  sweet  peas  on  tiptoe  for  a  flight, 
With  wings  of  gentle  flush,  o'er  delicate  white, 
And  taper  fingers  catching  at  all  things 
To  bind  them  all  about  with  tiny  rings." 
So  Keats  sings,  and  indeed,  as  every 
poet  must  be  half-naturalist  so  every 
naturalist    is   almost  a  poet.     To  be  a 
naturalist  is  to  have  your  eyes  opened 
to  a  world  which  ordinary  folk  never 
see.     To  a  most  wonderful  world  which 
is  full  of  unending  delights.     Says  Mr. 
Kingsley,    "God's    book,    which  is  the 
Universe,    and    the    reading   of   God's 
book,    which    is    Science,    can    do  you 
nothing  but  good  and  teach  you   noth- 
ing but  truth  and  wisdom."  *..*;- 
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Last  issue. 

The  fifteenth  volume  of  the  STENTOR 
is  completed  with  the  present  issue. 
Contrary  to  what  seems  to  have  been 
a  well  established  precedent  the  year 
closes  with  the  college  paper  not  only 
absolutely  free  from  debt  but  with  a 
moderate  balance  on  the  right  side  of 
the  ledger.  And  this  has  been  done 
at  an  increased  cost  of  publication  over 
that  of  last  year. 

Nine  months  ago  we  declared  it  to 
be  our  policy  to  faithfully  represent 
the  various  departments  of  the  univer- 
sity and  to  deal  with  all  questions  con- 
cerning the  student  body  in  a  manner 
that  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of 
all  concerned.  How  closely  we  have 
followed  that  course  is  left  for  the 
students  to  decide.  Free  discussion  of 
vital  questions  has  been  encouraged 
and  while  a  slight  amount  of  bitterness 
has  been  engendered  we  feel  that  in 
the  end  great  good  has  resulted. 


To  those  members  of  the  alumni,  fa- 
culty and  student  body,  who  have  given 
us  financial  and  moral  support  through- 
out the  year,  we  wish  to  express  our 
gratitude.  Honest,  friendly  criticism 
coming  from  various  quarters  has  upon 
many  occasions  assisted  and  encour- 
aged us  in  our  work. 

To  the  chronic  "kicker"  of  the  col- 
lege, who  may  be  found  on  any  Wed- 
nesday evening  reading  the  STENTOR 
over  some  subscriber's  shoulder  and 
scanning  the  pages  with  an  eye  single 
to  the  discovery  of  some  stray  typo- 
graphical error,  we  only  extend  the 
hope  that  our  successors,  through  care- 
ful supervision  of  the  forms  and  fault- 
less proof  reading,  may  be  able  to  re- 
move from  him  his  only  source  of  plea- 
sure. 

In  the  interests  cf  our  successor, 
whoever  he  may  be,  we  desire  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  faculty  to  a  custom 
which  is  rapidly  growing  among  the 
more  advanced  universities— that  of 
giving  the  editor  college  credit  for  his 
work  on  the  paper.  A  glance  at  the 
facts  will  show  the  justice  of  this  policy. 
At  present  the  editor  of  the  STENTOR 
spends  from  fifteen  to  twenty  hours  of 
his  time  each  week  doing  that  for  which 
his  most  common  reward  is  curses  on 
the  campus  and  flunks  in  the  classroom. 
Under  such  conditions  it  is  manifest- 
ly unfair  to  require  that  he  keep  the 
paper,  at  all  times,  up  to  the  highest 
standard  of  college  journalism. 
Iowa  State  College  grants  the  editor- 
in-chief  of  the  paper  three  hours  credit 
per  term  and  each  of  his  assistants  one 
hours  credit.  Such  a  plan  if  adopted 
at  Lake  Forest  would  not  only  redound 
to  the  glory  of  the  faculty  but  would 
result  in  an  improved  condition  of  the 
Stentor. 

As  the  Stentor  goes  to  press  for 
the    last   time    we   cannot  forbear  ex- 
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pressing  regret  at  having  failed  to  more 
fully  accomplish  the  task  which  we  set 
for  ourselves  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  Our  work  has  been  arduous  but 
pleasant  and  our  failures  where  they 
have  occurred  have  been  due  to  other 
causes  than  lack  of  honest  endeavor  on 
our  part. 


Commencement   Bulletin. 

Publication  of  the  Daily  Commence- 
ment Bulletin  will  begin  Friday  June  7, 
and  continue  through  the  week  of 
commencement  exercises.  This  paper 
is  too  well  known  at  Lake  Forest  to 
require  any  extended  description.  It 
was  founded  nine  years  ago  by  Mr. 
Siegfried  Gruenstein,  present  city  edi- 
tor of  the  Chicago  Post  and  it  has  always 
had  the  reputation  of  being  the  most 
interesting  and  newsy  of  Lake  Forest 
publications.  This  year  every  feature 
that  has  made  the  paper  popular  in  the 
past  will  be  retained.  In  addition  the 
staff  will  endeavor  to  improve  many 
of  the  departments  and  thus  make  the 
Bulletin  more  valuable  and  entertain- 
ing than  ever.  The  subscription  price 
remains  at  twenty-five  cents  and  it  is 
expected  that  students  and  townspeo- 
ple will  support  the  paper  as  gener- 
ously as  in  past  years. 


College  Golf. 

The  article  on  Western  College  Golf 
appearing  in  this  issue  was  contributed 
by  a  Lake  Forest  resident  who  is  an 
expert  at  the  game.  Golf  is  rapidly 
gaining  in  popularity  among  the  col- 
leges of  the  west  and  we  predict  that 
before  another  year  passes  a  well  or- 
ganized association  will  be  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  playing  annual  cham- 
pionship matches. 

Lake  Forest  is  especially  interested 
in   the  formation  of  an  association  of 


this  kind  from  the  fact  that  we  have  in 
school  several  young  golfeVs  who  take 
high  rank  among  the  amateurs  of  the 
country.  Richard  Watson,  Jr.,  is  pro- 
bably the  peer  of  any  college  golf 
player  in  the  west  and  Swift,  Cobb  and 
Ralston,  follow  very  closely  in  the  list. 
If  the  student  body  takes  sufficient 
interest  in  the  sport  to  establish  a 
strong  college  organization  at  Lake 
Forest  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  old 
McCormick  links  could  be  secured  for 
practice  and  for  playing  matches  with 
other  universities.
